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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Kerfoot's   Rules   of  Order   followed: 

Article   I— Name 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation.    It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc. 

Article    II— Composition 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be 
composed  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  missionary  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  mes- 
sengers according  to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one 
hundred  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including 
the  pastor;  churches  with  more  than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  en- 
titled to  an  additional  messenger  for  every  one  hundred  members,  or  frac- 
tion thereof,    not  to  exceed  ten  messengers,    including  the  pastor. 

Article    III— Purpose 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  shall:  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence,  spiritual  power  and 
activities  of  Baptist  churches  in  ways  designed  to  develop  their  resources, 
energies  and  gifts  in  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  throughout 
the  world;  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  the  establishment  of  missions, 
Sunday  schools  and  churches;  engage  in  other  activities  related  to  re- 
ligious work. 

Section  2.  The  association  is  a  means  by  which  the  affiliated  churches 
may  engage  in  activities  beyond  their  capacity  as  individual  churches.  It  is 
in  this  context  that  a  wider  Christian  fellowship  is  provided,  an  express 
need  which  the  association  is  designed  to  meet. 

Article  IV-Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Statistician,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  Brotherhood  Presi- 
dent. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  at  each 
annual  meeting.  The  other  above  named  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the 
same  time,  but  nominations  for  these  offices  shall  be  made  by  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  one  month 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  association.  Nominations  by  the  committee  ap- 
pointed shall  not,  however,  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  All  of- 
ficers shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  associational  meeting  in 
which  they  are  elected  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body 
and  appoint  such  committees  as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall 
also  serve  as  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  associational  board. 
He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term   and   cannot  immediately  succeed  himself 
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after  the  second  successive  term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may 
agree  to  do. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks 
of  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as 
practical   after   adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the 
records  of  the  churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
report  to  the  association  such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

Article  V— Associational  Board 

Section  1.  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  one  lay  mem- 
ber, elected  by  each  cooperating  church,  together  with  the  pastor  of  each 
cooperating  church,  the  officers  of  the  association,  the  chairmen  of  standing 
committees,  and  the  President  of  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
The  associational  board  may  also  elect  to  the  board  each  year,  those  persons 
whom  they  may  consider  important  to  the  work  of  the  association,  such  as 
associate  pastors,  ministers  of  education,  and  retired  ministers. 

Section  2.  The  associational  board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad 
interim.  The  operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  con- 
stitution of  the  association  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  of  the  association  shall  call  a  meeting  of 
the  associational  board,  as  early  after  the  annual  meeting  as  is  deemed 
advisable,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  board  for  the  work  of  the  new 
year. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the 
board  and  that  of  the  association. 

Article   VI— Procedure 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  nominating  committee  as 
provided  by  Article  IV,  Section  2. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher  and  a  committee  on  Resolutions. 

Section  3.  After  the  annual  meeting,  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  to  serve  as  an  Order  of  Business  Committee.  The  com- 
mittee shall  work  with  the  Moderator  and  Promotional  Secretary.  It  will 
have  the  responsibility  of  planning  the  program  for  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on 
the  second  day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read 
at  the  association  during  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Article   VII— Missions   Policy 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting 
of  new  churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the 
initiative  for  beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek 
the  leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordi- 
nation in  what  is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided 
by  the  churches  which  makes  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  poli- 
cies or  actions  of  the  association  should  therefore  respect  the  integrity  of 
the  cooperating  churches   and  associational  missionary  endeavors. 
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Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but 
does  seek  to  encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for 
effecting  an  orderly  growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and 
association. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their 
own  membership  policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to 
Baptist  polity. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day 
to  be  determined  at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board 
and  publicized  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time 
for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  1  of  each  year  and  close 
September  30  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Kerfoot's  parliamentary 
law. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the 
associational  board,    shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  All  newly  formed  churches  desiring  admission  into  the  association 
shall  present  their  petitionary  letters  to  the  President  of  the  associational 
board  three  months  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  association,  so  that  they 
may  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitionary  Letters  for  their  exami- 
nation and  recommendation  to  the  association  during  the  next  meeting. 
Any  church  making  application  for  admission  to  the  association  will  come 
under  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year. 

6.  If  any  Church  in  the  Association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive 
years  in  filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the 
Association  upon  recommendation  of  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  to 
the  Associational  Board,  and  action  to  this  effect  by  the  Association. 

7.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  present. 

CONSTITUTION  OF 
THE   MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST   ASSOCIATIONAL   BOARD, 

INC. 

THIS  IS  TO  CERTIFY,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  asso- 
ciate ourselves  into  a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and 
the  applicable  sub-sections  thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to 
that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

Article  I— Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be,  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

Article  II— Location 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

Article    III— Objects    and    Purposes 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed 
are: 
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Section  1.  To  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  and  activities  of  Baptist  Churches  and  for 
developing  their  resources,  energies,  and  gifts  in  the  advancement  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world. 

Section  2.  To  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  the  establishment  of 
missions,    Sunday  schools,    and  churches. 

Section  3.  To  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  religious  educational 
programs. 

Section  4.     To  engage  in  activities  related  to  religious  work. 
Article   IV— Powers 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  sell,  lease,  convey 
and  receive  as  gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and 
additional  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  fore- 
going powers  and  purposes,  the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could 
do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in 
the  same  name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and 
attested  by  the  Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  members  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special. 

Section  3.     That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation,    and 
the   Amendments    thereto    and    Resolutions    duly    passed    by    the    Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Associational  Board,    Inc.  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 
Article  V— Membership 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  member- 
ship shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly 
elected  to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  IV, 
Section  1,    of  the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
administered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which 
shall  be  vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its 
members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meeting. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on 
all  matters  coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote 
of  a  quorum  of  the  members   shall   constitute   corporate   action. 

Article  Vl-Officers 

The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  elected  by  ballot  at  the  first  meeting  following 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

The  present  officers  of  the  Associational  Board  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  as  shown  in  the  minutes  and  records  of  said  Board  for  1946 
shall  ipso  facto  become  the  officers  of  this  Corporation  as  herein  provided 
for  the  rest  of  the  associational  year  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is  Charlotte, 
Mecklenburg  County,    North  Carolina,    and  the  name  of  the  Registered  Agent 
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of  the   corporation   at   such  address   is   Edwin   R.   Echerd,   Jr.,   Promotional 
Secretary  or  his  successor. 

Article  VII— Committees 
Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  executive  committee  com- 
posed of  officers  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  the 
chairmen  of  the  finance,  missions,  petitionary  letters,  ordination  advisory, 
property,  and  interracial  cooperation  committees,  and  five  members-at- 
large  from  the  membership  of  the  corporation,  and  the  Moderator  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  The  executive  committee  shall  transact 
all  business,  particularly  of  an  executive  nature,  committed  to  it  by  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  and  shall  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  for  mem- 
bership on  die  regular  committees. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  missions  committee,  composed 
of  seven  members,  which  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  mission  work 
in  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association;  to  locate  strategic  places  where 
missions  or  churches  may  be  established;  to  make  recommendations  for  the 
purchase  of  lots  and  other  property  for  missions,  churches,  and  religious 
work;  and  to  recommend  to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board, 
Inc.,    programs  for  establishing  work  in  these  locations. 

Section  3.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  ordination  advisory  com- 
mittee, composed  of  twelve  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  counsel  with 
churches,  as  requested,  and  with  ministerial  candidates,  concerning  exami- 
nation and  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 
The  committee  shall  also  act  for  the  association  when  request  concerning 
endorsement  of  a  license  to  the  ministry  is  received. 

Section  4.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  finance  committee,  composed 
of  seven  members  in  addition  to  the  treasurer  of  the  associational  board, 
the  president  of  the  associational  board,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  finance  committee  shall  prepare  a  budget  for  recommendation 
to  the  associational  board,  supervise  the  work  of  the  associational  treasurer, 
arrange  for  an  annual  audit  of  the  finances  of  the  associational  board,  pro- 
vide counsel  to  the  associational  board  concerning  financial  matters,  and 
act  for  the  associational  board  as  directed. 

Section  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  interracial 
cooperation,  composed  of  ten  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  work  with 
Negro  Baptists  in  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  concern. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  petitionary 
letters,  composed  of  five  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all 
applications  of  churches  for  affiliation  with  the  Mecklenburg  Association  and 
to  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Mecklenburg   Baptist   Association. 

Section  7.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  property  committee,  com- 
posed of  three  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  superintend  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  associational  office  and  grounds  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  finance  committee  and/or  the  associational  board  as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  8.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  Educational  Council,  the 
chairman  of  which  shall  be  the  president  of  the  associational  board.  The 
constituent  parts  of  the  council  and  the  scope  of  its  responsibilities  are 
to  be  determined  by  the  board  and  as  indicated  herein. 

(1)  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  President  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President 
shall  be   members   of  the   Educational   Council. 
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(2)  A  board-elected  Music  Director  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Educa- 
tional Council,    and  shall  lead  in  an  associational  program  of  music  education. 

(3)  A  board-elected  chairman  of  evangelism  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Educational  Council  and  shall  relate  the  ministry  of  evangelism  to  the 
full  ministry  of  the  association. 

(4)  The   Educational   Council    shall   have    the   responsibility   of   prepar 
ing  a  calendar  of  activities.   It  shall   also   correlate,    plan   and  promote   the 
educational   services    and   organizations    of   the    association. 

Section  9.  The  corporation  shall  have  such  other  committees  as  are 
authorized  by  resolution  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tional Board,    Inc. 

Section  10.  The  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  select  from  its 
membership  or  from  the  membership  of  any  churches  who  are  members 
of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  individuals  to  serve  on  any  and 
all  of  its  regular  committees  or  special  committees  and  nothing  herein  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  any  member  of  any  cooperating  church  from 
serving  on  such  committees. 

Section  11.  The  present  members  of  the  aforesaid  committee  shall 
ipso  facto  become  members  of  said  committee,  as  herein  provided  for  the 
remainder  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  year,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected  or  appointed.

Article   IX— Duration 

The  duration  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  unlimited. 

In  the  event  of  dissolution  of  this  corporation,  the  assets  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  distributed  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Caro- 
lina to  be  used  for  religious  purposes  in  the  discretion  of  said  Baptist  State 
Convention,  and  no  individual  members  of  this  corporation  shall  have  a 
propriety  interest  therein.  This  trust  provision  shall  not,  however,  prevent 
payment  of  legitimate  salaries  and  expenses  to  members  and  employees  en- 
titled to  receive  same  and  nothing  provided  herein  shall  prevent  individual 
members  and  others  from  making  loans  of  funds  and  property  and  receiving 
repayment,    interest   and/or   rental   from   the   corporation.

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PROCEEDINGS 

of  the 

Eighty-First  Annual  Session 

of  the 

Mecklenburg   Baptist  Association 

(Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  until  1935) 

THURSDAY  AFTEROON  SESSION 

October  20,  1966 

1.  The  Eighty-first  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tist Association  met  with  the  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church,  Char- 
lotte, North  Carolina,  Thursday  afternoon,  October  20,  1966,  at  4:00 
o'clock,  with  the  Moderator,  Wendell  G.  Davis,  presiding. 

2.  The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in 
the  year  1886.  The  Preacher  and  Moderator  were  one,  Rev.  E.  C. 
Williams.  The  clerk  was  J.  M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual  session  of 
1935,  held  at  the  Durham  Memorial  Church,  the  churches  of 
Cabarrus  County  were  granted  letters  to  form  the  Cabarrus 
Association. 

3.  The  Biblical  Recorder  of  January  9,  1965,  tells  us: 
"HICKORY  GROVE  MOVED  FROM  COW  BARN  TO  CAMPUS." 
"A  church  that  started  in  1955  in  a  cow  barn  is  now  coming  of  age. 
Sponsored  by  Pritchard  Memorial  Church  and  aided  by  Mecklen- 
burg Association  Hickory  Grove  Church  got  its  start  in  a  cow  barn, 
loaned  by  Harvey  Morris.  On  October  1,  1955,  all  of  the  church 
services  were  conducted  in  the  newly  acquired  facilities.  John 
Glenn,  now  pastor  of  First  Church,  Raeford,  was  the  first  pastor  of 
the  mission,  and  Charles  Wagner  of  Alabama  was  first  pastor  of  the 
church.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Wagner  the  church  purchased 
14  acres  of  rolling  pasture  land  on  the  corner  of  Hickory  Grove 
Road,  and  Delta  Air  Base  Road.  Three  buildings  were  built  on  this 
property,  and  the  church  occupied  these  buildings  on  July  14,  1957. 
In  the  fall  of  1958  the  church  called  D.  J.  Abernathy,  of  Tampa, 
Florida,  to  become  its  pastor.  The  church  membership  at  this  time 
was  379  and  the  Sunday  school  enrollment  was  577.  In  the  past  few 
years  Hickory  Grove  has  moved  steadily  forward.  The  second 
building  program  was  completed  in  1960,  when  two  educational 
buildings  were  added  to  the  property  at  a  cost  of  $115,000.  A  third 
building  program  was  launched  in  September,   1964,  when  the 
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church  sold  $550,000.00  in  church  bonds  in  10  days.  Buildings 
planned  for  activities,  interim  sanctuary,  and  more  education  space." 
Present  membership  of  the  church  1,061,  with  a  Sunday  school  en- 
rollment of  1,345. 

4.  Harold  I.  Shoemaker,  Minister  of  Music  at  the  Pritchard 
Memorial  Church,  led  those  present  to  sing  I  Love  To  Tell  The  Story, 
and  Love  Divine,  All  Loves  Excelling. 

5.  Reaching  the  Multitudes-Acts  2:44-47,  was  the  theme 
chosen  by  the  Program  Committee  for  the  annual  session. 

6.  R.  Tom  Funderburke,  pastor  of  the  Mulberry  Church,  led  a 
15-minute  devotional  period.  He  read  Acts  2:41-47,  and  based  his 
thoughts  on  the  topic,  Reaching  Together.  There  was  an  outreaching 
before  Pentecost  and  the  Reformation.  The  same  kind  of  outreach 
is  needed  today.  United,  and  under  the  leadership  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  Christian  forces  need  to  battle  against  crime  and  alcoholism. 
Our  call  is  for  spiritual  sacrifice. 

7.  Moderator  Davis  who  is  also  pastor  of  the  Midwood  Church, 
opened  the  eighty-first  annual  session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association. 

8.  Motion  was  made  that  the  messengers  present  and  those  who 
might  later  attend,  constitute  the  Eighty-first  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  business  and  hearing 
reports.  S.  M.  Dorton,  Vice-Moderator  and  pastor  of  Huntersville 
Church,  in  making  this  motion,  also  included  recognition  of  the 
program  as  printed,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers,  be  the  of- 
ficial order  of  business  with  whatever  changes  might  be  found 
necessary.  Second  to  the  motion  was  received  and  the  vote  was 
favorable. 

9.  The  moderator  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
committees:  COMMITTEE  ON  PLACE  AND  PREACHER;  Chair- 
man, W.  C.  Sledge,  W.  Bryant  Carr,  K.  L.  Hollifield.  COMMITTEE 
ON  RESOLUTIONS;  Chairman,  Leland  K.  Stephens,  Mrs.  David 
Fletcher,  Mrs.  Deane  Hedgpeth,  Port  H.  McLean,  B.  H.  Hillard.

REPORT  OF  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  on  Evangelism  makes  the  following  report.  It  is  our  sin- 
cere desire  and  hope  that  in  the  coming  year  we  shall  be  able  to  show  the 
admonition  of  the  Great  Commission  found  in  Matthew  28:19-20,  which  reads: 
"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,   and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Teaching  them  to  observe   all  things  whatsoever  I  have   com- 
manded you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  world." 
The   following   record   shows   us   our  Associational   accomplishments   for 
1964  through  1965  and  1965  through  1966.

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  bap- 
tisms in  our  Association.  There  are,  however,  less  additions  to  our  churches  by 
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letter  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  record  shows  that  there  are  more 
losses  to  the  churches  than  in  1964-65. 

Let  us  covenant  together  that  in  this  new  Associational  year,  we  will 
stress  winning  adults  to  Christ,  which  is  the  emphasis  of  our  new  Life  and 
Work  Curriculum. 

MISSION  STUDY  COMMITTEE  Chairman,  C.  O.  Milford, 
pastor  at  Park  Road  Church,  and  INTERRACIAL  COOPERATION 
COMMITTEE  Chairman,  Roberts  C.  Lasater,  assistant  pastor  of  St. 
John  s  Church,  made  brief  informative  reports  indicating  progress 
in  their  areas.  The  Board's  report  as  thankfully  accepted. 

17.  Statistician  Albert  S.  Blankenship,  had  his  prepared  digest 
of  church  letters  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers.  His  report 
covered  the  period  from  October  1,  1965  through  September  30, 
1966.  Received  into  the  churches  by  baptism  were  1,472  and  by  let- 
ter, 2,643.  Losses  numbered  2,633.  Total  church  membership,  41,377, 
a  net  gain  of  1,000  over  the  year  before.  The  churches  received 
$4,823,387.00  for  the  year,  which  was  divided  $672,571.00  for  mis- 
sions, and  $4,150,816.00  for  local  expenses.  Sunday  School  enrollment 
stands  at  37,471  which  is  a  decrease  from  the  past  year,  and  the 
Training  Union  enrollment  of  9,188  is  also  down  slightly.  The  Wom- 
en's Missionary  Union  figure  of  7,184  indicated  a  loss  of  over  500. 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  had  an  attendance  of  13,209,  which 
was  a  substantial  gain  over  the  previous  year,  and  the  total  number 
of  tithers  increased  almost  a  hundred  to  8,967.  The  Statistician's  re- 
port was  received  with  a  word  of  thanks  for  his  excellent  work. 

18.  Among  the  institutional  representatives  present  and  recog- 
nized were  Guy  S.  Cain,  Secretary  Annuity  Department,  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  Dr.  Heilman  of  Mere- 
dith College,  and  Dr.  W.  K.  McGee  of  the  Baptist  Hospital. 

19.  D.  J.  Abernathy,  pastor  of  the  host  church  Hickory  Grove, 
welcomed  the  messengers,  and  gave  instructions  in  connection  with 
the  lunch  that  had  been  prepared. 

20.  The  Associational  Choir  under  the  direction  of  Hal  Shoe- 
maker, sang  "Send  forth  Thy  Spirit"  by  Schuetky,  and  an  arrange- 
ment by  Warner  of  the  hymn  "How  Firm  A  Foundation." 

21.  Thurman  B.  Stone,  pastor  at  Calvary  Church,  offered  a 
prayer. 

22.  The  Associational  Sermon  was  preached  by  W.  E.  Entre- 
kin,  pastor  of  the  Emmanuel  Church.  He  announced  his  topic  as 
"Reaching  the  Multitudes."  We  migh  conceive  of  a  superman  to 
tell  us  what  is  wrong,  and  then  make  it  right.  A  world  revival  is  most 
needful.  Charlotte  ranks  number  one  in  murders,  and  yet  we  have 
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450  churches.  Each  of  us  can  search  our  hearts  as  we  ask,  "what 
part  have  I  played?"  God  has  a  plan,  Luke  24:46-48,  and  Acts  1:8. 
God  has  His  message,  His  methods  and  His  messengers.  It  is  a  timely 
message;  the  same  that  it  has  always  been— for  people  are  the  same. 
This  message  is  to  be  preached  and  lived.  Not  just  the  minister, 
but  everyone  who  has  received  Christ  is  to  be  a  messenger.  Our 
method:  to  tarry  in  patience,  in  prayer,  and  to  get  rid  of  sin.  It  is  to 
go  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  and  fish   for  men. 

23.  Prayer  was  offered,  and  a  most  excellent  dinner  was  enjoyed. 


THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 

24.  The  evening  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  hymn  "To 
God  Be  The  Glory"  led  by  Alex  Hegenbart,  Minister  of  Music  at  the 
Oakhurst  Church.  It  was  followed  by  hymn  "O  Worship  the  King." 
The  time  was  7:00  o'clock. 

25.  Robert  F.  Hewitt  led  the  devotional  period.  He  used  Acts 
2:45  as  a  basis  for  his  remarks  under  the  topic  "Reaching  Sacrifi- 
cially." 

26.  Charles  O.  Milford,  pastor  at  Park  Road  Church,  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Mission  Study  Committee,  introduced  R.  Page  Shelton, 
who  spoke  on  the  subject  "Metro-Ministry."  Since  coming  to  work 
in  the  Association  just  a  short  time  ago,  he  had  not  the  full  grasp 
of  his  plans  and  objectives  that  he  hoped  to  have.  The  direction  that 
should  be  taken  for  his  work  had  not  been  clearly  revealed  as  yet. 
The  needs  must  first  be  ascertained  before  a  major  program  could 
be  launched.  He  did  think  that  a  house  for  meetings  might  serve 
well,  as  there  were  many  to  be  reached  who  would  not  go  into  a 
church  building.  Volunteers  would  be  needed  to  keep  down  the 
expenses  that  were  sure  to  come. 

27.  The  moderator  called  for  miscellaneous  matters.  Leland  K. 
Stephens  rose  to  extend  thanks  to  the  host  church,  Hickory  Grove, 
for  the  very  warm  reception  the  messengers  had  received. 

John  Patterson,  missionary  on  furlough  from  South  America, 
was  introduced. 

E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  made  reference  to  the  Biblical  Recorder,  our 
fine  State  paper. 
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1966  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF 
THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

Many  important  issues  are  facing  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Churches  are 
making  decisions  on  the  Life  and  Work  Curriculum,  especially  whether  to  use 
the  Life  and  Work  Sunday  school  lessons  or  the  Uniform  Lessons.  For  a  period 
of  at  least  six  months,  the  RECORDER  will  run  both  lessons  as  a  service  to  our 
churches. 

In  our  state,  changing  conditions  are  raising  serious  questions  about  the 
fate  of  almost  every  institution  we  support.  In  the  near  future  Baptists  will  have 
to  decide  our  future  course  in  higher  education  and  in  our  Social  Service  in- 
stitutions, especially  in  view  of  increased  government  participation  in  these 
areas.  The  RECORDER  will  present  the  issues  and  possible  choices  open  to  us. 

In  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  there  is  talk  of  a  name  change.  The 
work  of  our  Baptist  colleges  is  being  studied  as  never  before.  A  great  Crusade 
of  the  Americas  is  in  the  planning  stages.  All  of  us  need  to  know  about  these 
developments. 

In  addition  to  issues  within  our  own  denomination,  new  and  disturbing 
clouds  are  on  the  horizon  elsewhere.  Talk  of  a  New  Morality,  the  so-called 
Death  of  God  Movement,  and  the  drastic  changes  in  young  people's  attitudes 
toward  the  church  are  being  widely  discussed.  Christians  need  to  be  informed 
on  these  trends. 

A  drive  is  taking  shape  in  North  Carolina  for  liquor-by-the-drink.  The 
1967  General  Assembly  will  consider  such  proposals  and  Baptists  need  a  de- 
pendable source  of  information  so  they  can  act  when  necessary.  The  RE- 
CORDER will  give  on-the-spot  coverage. 

Instead  of  merely  receiving  this  as  a  report,  please  take  definite  action  to 
see  that  the  RECORDER  soon  goes  to  every  family  in  your  church  member- 
ship. All  of  us  know  that  the  RECORDER  is  just  as  important  as  other  literature 
which  our  churches  distribute,  if  not  more  so.  No  other  publication  can  take  the 
place  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER. 

In  these  inflationary  times,  it  is  refreshing  to  have  something  that  is  not 
out  of  reach  financially.  Under  the  Church  Budget  Plan,  the  RECORDER  is 
available  for  $2  a  year— the  same  price  it  was  more  than  100  years  ago.  Your 
church  will  be  a  stronger  church  with  every  family  receiving  our  state  paper 
each  week.  Don't  delay  this  important  decision,  especially  in  view  of  the 
issues  facing  North  Carolina  Baptists  in  the  coming  year. 

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  and  Medical  School  are  a  center  of  healing  for  body, 
mind  and  spirit,  a  center  of  training  of  medical  personnel  and  Christian  work- 
ers, and  a  center  of  scientific  research  for  the  advancement  of  medical  care. 

Without  a  vast  amount  of  medical  research,  there  would  be  no  heart 
surgery  today  by  which  lives  are  saved  in  our  Baptist  Hospital  almost  every 
week;  and  the  same  would  be  true  of  almost  every  new  method  of  treating 
us  when  we  are  sick.  Without  schools  for  the  training  of  doctors,  nurses, 
technicians  and  others,  there  soon  would  be  no  skilled  persons  in  our  hospitals 
or  in  our  communities  to  care  for  us  when  illness  comes.  Without  a  staff  of 
highly  trained  and  experienced  specialists  and  a  vast  amount  of  expensive  spe- 
cialized equipment,  our  Baptist  Hospital  could  not  offer  the  highly  skilled  medi- 
cal care  which  is  available  to  us  when  serious  illness  strikes  and  a  fine  medical 
center  is  needed.  Another  very  important  fact  is  that  the  skilled  medical  care 
of  our  Hospital  is  made  available  to  people  who  need  it  and  cannot  pay  for  it. 
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These  important  services  are  the  work  of  our  Medical  Center  in  Winston-Salem. 

The  kind  of  medical  care  provided  by  our  Hospital  is  very  expensive,  and 
the  Hospital  has  no  choice  but  to  ask  full  payment  of  all  who  can  pay.  The 
Hospital  has  been  spending,  in  free  care  for  our  people,  far  more  than  it  re- 
ceives from  our  Mother's  Day  Offerings,  the  Cooperative  Program,  and  all 
welfare  agencies  combined.  This  has  caused  the  Hospital  to  run  into  debt  the 
past  two  years  and  the  same  has  been  happening  this  year.  Of  course,  the 
Hospital  simply  cannot  continue  to  operate  this  way.  Medicare  is  not  going 
to  change  the  situation  greatly.  Our  people  need  to  understand  this  and  to 
recognize  that  we  are  going  to  have  to  provide  much  greater  support  if  the 
Hospital  is  to  continue  to  provide  free  service  in  the  same  measure  for  those 
who  cannot  pay  for  it. 

While  some  of  our  churches  support  the  Hospital  well  indeed,  most  of 
them  could  do  far  more  than  they  have  been  doing.  We  want  to  bring  this  to 
your  attention,  asking  you  to  go  back  to  your  church  and  give  this  information 
to  your  people  and  help  to  lead  them  to  give  serious  consideration  to  the 
Hospital's  vital  ministry  and  its  urgent  need. 

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION  -  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S 
HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  INC.,  1966 

Under  the  impact  of  the  life,  ministry  and  teachings  of  Christ  and  under 
the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  North  Carolina  Baptists,  eighty-one  years 
ago  launched  a  Christian  ministry  of  child  care.  This  has  grown  considerably 
and  is  widely  recognized  for  its  qualities  of  service  and  pioneering  spirit. 
Sons  and  daughters  of  the  Children's  Homes  are  scattered  throughout  the 
world.  They  are  actively  engaged  in  all  walks  of  life  and  are  making  a  sig- 
nificant contribution  to  the  uplift  of  mankind  as  a  result  of  their  early  Chris- 
tian training  made  possible  by  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  other  friends. 

As  we  continue  to  build  upon  foundations  already  laid,  special  attention 
is  being  given  certain  areas  of  child  care.  An  already  strong  program  of  group 
care  is  being  strengthened  at  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home  and  Odom  Home. 
A  good  degree  of  progress  has  been  realized  in  working  with  emotionally  dis- 
turbed children  at  Greer  Home  in  Chapel  Hill.  The  demonstration  Child  De- 
velopment Program  for  preschool  children,  conducted  on  the  Mills  Home 
campus,  has  had  an  excellent  first  year  of  operation.  Churches  throughout  the 
state  are  studying  the  program  and  facilities  preparatory  to  providing  similar 
services.  Prospects  are  encouraging  for  a  home  for  children  in  the  western 
part  of  the  state  more  adequately  to  serve  the  needs  of  our  people  who  live 
west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains.  Constant  attention  is  being  given  to  more 
effective  ways  of  meeting  the  highly  specialized  needs  of  children  coming  out 
of  broken  and  inadequate  home  situations. 

We  have  a  large  number  of  good  Christian  homes  for  the  care  of  foster 
children.  More  are  needed  in  all  sections  of  the  state.  Foster  homes  serve  chil- 
dren of  all  ages  and  are  of  particular  advantage  for  some  who  have  special 
needs.  Foster  home  parents  may  be  of  varying  ages  and  circumstances  in  life. 
Couples  with  or  without  children  of  their  own  who  have  an  abundance  of  love 
find  this  to  be  a  challenging  and  rewarding  opportunity  of  Christian  service. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  expressed  to  all  who  have,  in  any  way,  helped 
to  support  our  child  care  ministry.  We  are  indeed  grateful  for  increasing  in- 
come through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Last  year's  Thanksgiving  Offering  is 
approaching  three  hundred  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($315,000.00)  and  is  the 
largest  ever.  Special  gifts  and  designations  such  as  the  Once-a-month  offering 
continue  to  provide  a  substantial  part  of  our  income.  Through  estate  planning 
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and  the  making  of  Christian  wills  an  increasing  number  of  individuals  and 
families  are  investing  in  present  and  future  generations  of  boys  and  girls  who 
are  in  need  of  the  services  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  Roger  Williams, 
former  pastor  of  the  Mills  Home  Baptist  Church,  is  devoting  full  time  to  work- 
ing with  our  Baptist  people  in  this  area,  and  he  or  other  members  of  our  staff 
will  count  it  a  privilege  to  assist  you  in  exploring  this  field  of  Christian 
stewardship. 

We  covenant  with  you  to  face  the  future  as  we  have  the  past:  to  offer 
Christian  nurture  to  distressed  children  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

ASSOCIATIONAL  FOUNDATION  REPORT  FOR  1966 

Sometimes  in  writing  an  annual  report  we  are  tempted  to  make  a  very 
large  mistake  to  discover  that  people  really  read  the  report.  The  only  mistake 
in  this  report  may  be  one  of  over-enthusiasm  for  the  fine  way  the  Baptists  of 
North  Carolina  are  beginning  to  understand  and  use  the  Foundation.  I  wish 
it  were  possible  for  me  to  share  with  you  all  of  the  responses  we  have  been 
privileged  to  participate  in  during  the  past  year.  This  has  been  a  good  year  in 
Baptist  Foundation  work  and  we  are  eternally  grateful  to  each  one  of  you 
for  having  a  part  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  Foundation. 

We  are  indeed  grateful  to  the  pastors  of  this  state  for  the  wonderful 
cooperation  they  have  accorded  the  Baptist  Foundation.  They  have  encouraged 
us  greatly  by  furnishing  the  names  of  individuals  who  may  be  interested  in 
the  Foundation;  they  have  invited  us  to  their  church  to  speak  on  various  oc- 
casions; they  have  been  most  generous  with  their  time  in  discussing  with  us 
the  problems,  programs,  and  purposes  of  the  Foundation  whenever  we  had  the 
opportunity  to  discuss  it  with  them.  Many  of  our  lay  friends,  lawyers,  bankers, 
trust  officers,  and  other  interested  individuals  have  given  of  their  time  and 
have  helped  us  materially  in  promoting  our  work. 

Assets  of  the  Foundation  have  increased  during  the  past  year  and  at  the 
last  accounting,  around  December,  the  total  assets  of  the  Foundation  had 
reached  approximately  one  million  dollars  including  our  real  estate.  Right 
many  of  our  people  are  setting  up  memorial  funds,  trust  agreements,  annuity 
agreements,  and  are  using  other  services  provided  by  the  Baptist  Foundation. 
We  believe  we  are  organized  in  such  a  manner  that  we  can  answer  most  any 
request  an  individual  makes  of  us,  either  through  the  church  or  as  an  individual, 
if  he  will  make  his  wishes  known  to  us.  By  this  I  mean  that  we  can  visit  him 
individually  and  explain  the  work  of  the  Foundation  and  how  he  may  par- 
ticipate in  it,  or  we  can  go  to  any  group  meeting  that  would  provide  an  op- 
portunity to  discuss  will  making  and  uses  of  the  Foundation.  We  covet  your 
continued  prayers  for  this  work  and  hope  that  in  the  future  you  will  make  use 
of  the  facilities  of  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc. 

28.  The  congregation  of  messengers  and  visitors  sang  "More 
Love  To  Thee,  O  Christ." 

29.  Alex  Hegenbart  led  the  Hickory  Grove  choir  in  the  singing 
of  "Create  In  Me  A  Clean  Heart"  by  Mueller,  and  "There  Is  A  Name 
I  Love  To  Hear." 

30.  The  highlight  of  the  evening  session  was  the  address  by 
Louis  D.  Mitchell,  associate  in  the  division  of  Christian  Social  Con- 
cern of  the  American  Baptist  Convention.  He  spoke  on  the  topic  "Our 
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Ministry  In  the  City."  He  sounded  a  note  which  was  really  a  plea  for 
Christian  concern.  The  Family  of  God  is  composed  of  our  churches 
and  Christian  people.  You  have  space  around  your  slums;  the  people 
are  not  in  one  place,  they  are  everywhere.  The  church  must  be  in 
business  all  over.  He  read  Matthew  12:46-50,  and  John  19:  25-27. 
Some  of  Jesus'  followers  were  disowned  by  their  own  families.  They 
were  lonely,  and  in  their  devotion  kept  on  with  him.  The  church  be- 
came a  fellowship.  He  called  on  one  of  his  followers  to  care  for 
his  mother.  You  and  I  did  not  face  banishment,  but  the  family  sends 
us  off  to  spiritual  things.  In  the  past  most  families  took  care  of  it- 
self, but  today  they  do  not  do  so  well  at  it.  There  are  more  and 
more  people  flocking  to  our  cities;  God  may  well  be  more  in- 
terested in  city  doings.  Toward  the  end  of  the  period,  there  was  time 
for  questions  which  proved  quite  interesting. 

31.  Jim  Roberts,  Chaplain  for  the  Local  Teamsters  Union,  dis- 
missed the  evening  session  with  prayer. 


FRIDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

October  21,  1966 

32.  S.  M.  Dorton,  pastor  of  the  Huntersville  Church  and  Vice- 
Moderator  opened  the  Friday  morning  session  at  St.  John's  Church. 
The  time  was  9:30  o'clock. 

33.  The  location  for  St.  John's  Church  was  determined  by  a 
committee  of  deacons  of  First  Church  meeting  on  top  of  the  Inde- 
pendence Building  in  the  fall  of  1921  to  select  a  site  for  a  new 
church.  A  group  interested  in  organizing  a  new  church  in  Elizabeth 
met  in  the  parish  house  of  St.  Martin's  Episcopal  Church,  Decem- 
ber 2,  1921,  and  voted  to  proceed  to  organize  a  church  without 
financial  support  from  the  First  Church.  The  church  was  organized 
with  293  charter  members,  the  community  house  erected,  and 
Joseph  A.  Gaines  called  as  pastor.  This  church  has  given  strong 
support  to  the  associational  program  through  the  years.  Located 
solidly  at  Hawthorne  Lane  and  East  Fifth  Street,  St.  John's  Church 
today  is  a  strong  and  influential  part  of  the  Christian  community. 
The  membership  now  stands  at  1,697,  and  reported  30  baptisms  last 
year.  Receipts  for  the  past  year  totaled  $216,302.00.  Sunday  School 
enrollment  is  at  1433,  the  Training  Union  numbers  176,  and  the 
W.  M.  U.  stands  at  303.

34.  Hal  Shoemaker  led  in  the  singing  of  "Jesus  Shall  Reign 
Where'er  the  Sun"  and  "Heralds  of  Christ." 

35.  Mrs.  David  Olive,  of  the  St.  John's  Church,  led  the  devo- 
tional period.  She  read  Acts  2:46-47,  and  continued  the  theme  of 
"Reaching  the  Multitudes."  She  asked,  "What  is  your  purpose  in 
reaching  out?  Surely  we  do  not  look  for  favor  or  respect  of  the  peo- 
ple. What  were  the  early  Christians  doing  that  caused  the  people 
to  notice  them?  They  were  showing  concerned  action.  Our  churches 
have  something  to  offer  as  we  seek  to  introduce  people  to  the  One 
who  can  give  life.  With  Christ  looking  over  his  worshippers,  are  they 
saying,  I'm  here  if  you  need  me.'  When  the  church  is  relevant  people 
will  storm  at  its  doors." 

36.  Mrs.  Rovy  F.  Brannon,  President  of  the  Associational  Wom- 
en's Missionary  Union,  was  recognized  to  give  her  report. 

WOMAN'S  MSSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

In  the  book  A  Church  Organized  and  Functioning,  Dr.  W.  L.  Howse  and 
Dr.  W.  O.  Thomason  make  this  statement  about  the  work  of  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union;  "Every  Baptist  Church  will  find  its  task  of  growing  a  mis- 
sionary church  will  be  accomplished  much  more  readily  and  effectively  if  it 
supports  and  utilizes  its  Woman's  Missionary  Union". 

There  are  four  tasks  that  Woman's  Missionary  Union  performs  for  the 
church.  These  are: 

I  —  Teach  Missions 
II  —  Lead  Persons  to  Participate  in  Missions 

III  —  Provide   Organization  and  Leadership  for  Special  Projects  of 

the  Church 

IV  —  Provide  and  Interpret  Information  Regarding  the  work  of  the 

Church  and  the  Denomination 

The  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  composed  of  the  members 
of  the  church  organizations  where  these  tasks  are  performed.  It  is  our  sincere 
hope  that  every  church  in  the  association  will  assign  these  tasks  to  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Union  because  is  has  the  organization  already  set  up.  Through 
its  annual  meeting,  mission  study  institutes,  and  leadership  training  classes  led 
by  trained  officers,  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  seeks  to  in- 
spire, encourage  and  instruct  church  leaders  how  best  to  perform  the  tasks 
which  are  theirs. 

The  activities  of  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  have  been 
many  and  varied,  involving  both  the  adult  and  the  youth  organizations. 

On  January  10th  at  Oakhurst  Baptist  Church  we  had  a  Mission  Study 
Institute  for  the  teachers  of  the  series  of  studies  on  "Panama— Crossroads  of 
the  Nations".  Mrs.  T.  C.  Christmas,  Associational  Mission  Study  Director 
lead  the  adult  group;  Mrs.  Paul  McGuirt  the  YWAs  and  Miss  Katnerine  Mc- 
Kinney  with  her  Associate  Mrs.  George  Koutsogeorgas  led  the  GA  Counselors. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  came  together  in  its  Annual  Meeting, 
having  two  sessions  at  First  Baptist  Church  on  April  5th,  1966.  Following  the 
emphasis  of  Southern  Baptists  for  1965-66  on  "Proclamation  and  Witness," 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Warren  spoke  about  witnessing  in  the  home  and  Mrs.  Otis  Brady 
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told  how  the  message  is  being  proclaimed  in  British  Guiana  where  she  with 
her  husband  serve  as  missionaries.  The  attendance  was  very  good,  502  women 
representing  52  churches  in  our  association,  and  20  Negro  women  from  the 
Mecklenburg  County  Missionary  Society. 

The  Associational  WMU  President,  Mrs.  Rovy  Branon,  attended  the 
Southern  Woman's  Missionary  Union  meeting  in  Detroit  May  23-24,  1966. 
Many  church  WMU  officers  also  attended.  It  is  a  great  privilege  and  re- 
sponsibility to  represent  the  association  or  a  church  at  such  a  large  gathering 
of  dedicated  Christians. 

During  the  first  week  in  September,  17  of  the  Associational  WMU  officers 
and  directors  went  to  Fruitland  Bible  Institute  where  the  North  Carolina  WMU 
officers  and  directors  conducted  work  shops.  This  was  a  time  of  inspiration 
and  preparation  for  the  leaders  of  the  Mecklenburg  WMU  Leadership  Week 
held  at  St.  John's  Baptist  Church  September  26-27  and  29-30th.  Almost  500  of 
the  church  WMU  officers,  directors,  counselors  and  committee  chairmen  took 
advantage  of  the  week  together  or  part  of  the  week.  90  women  completed 
the  WMS  Leadership  Course,  18  the  YWA,  53  the  GA,  and  23  the  Sunbeam 
Leadership  Course. 

The  Associational  YWA  Council,  composed  of  all  the  Young  Women's 
Auxiliaries  in  the  churches,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Paul  McGuirt  and 
her  two  Associates  Mrs.  E.  B.  Greene  and  Mrs.  Homer  Griffin,  Jr.  has  been 
very  active  during  the  year  having  had  quarterly  meetings,  at  St.  John's,  First 
and  Providence  churches  on  March  25th,  and  26th.  The  girls  serving  on  the 
executive  committee  of  the  YWA  council  participated  in  the  program  of  the 
State  YWA  Convention  held  at  Friendly  Road  Baptist  Church  in  Greensboro. 
Almost  a  hundred  girls  and  adult  leaders  from  the  association  attended. 

At  the  April  19th  Associational  YWA  Banquet  121  girls  from  17  churches 
heard  the  State  YWA  Director,  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs  speak. 

The  Associational  Girls  Auxiliary  had  four  regular  meetings  at  Pritchard 
Memorial,  Enderly  Park,  First  and  Hickory  Grove  churches  with  an  average 
attendance  of  190  girls  and  counselors  from  21  churches.  Something  special 
for  Intermediate  girls  was  a  banquet  at  Pritchard  Memorial  with  150  girls 
from  21  churches.  These  Associational  Girls  Auxiliary  meetings  provide  Chris- 
tian fellowship,  fun  and  inspiration  for  the  girls  under  the  leadership  of  Miss 
{Catherine  McKinney  and  her  two  Associates,  Mrs.  Sam  Nichols  and  Mrs.  George 
Koutsogeorgas. 

Mrs.  Jack  Benjamin  and  Mrs.  Harry  Crassons  are  Director  and  Associate 
of  the  work  with  the  Sunbeam  bands.  While  there  is  no  separate  organization 
for  this  age  group  in  the  Association,  we  sponsored  a  Day  Camp  for  eight  year 
old  Sunbeams,  called  World  Friends,  in  Freedom  Park  on  August  16th.  It 
was  like  spending  a  day  on  one  of  our  mission  fields  in  Hawaii,  especially  with 
Mr.  Joe  Burnett's  slides  and  first  hand  report  from  that  field.  There  were  51 
children  and  16  adults  from  10  churches  participating. 

Reports  always  include  plans  because  as  one  year  concludes  another 
begins  and  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  continues.  In  our 
long  range  plans  will  be  the  State  WMU  Meeting  of  1969,  coming  to  Charlotte 
as  guests  of  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  but  more  especially  of  the  WMU 
of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  Ovens  Auditorium  has  been  reserved 
for  March  11,  12  and  13th,  1969. 

The  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  well  planned  based  on 
Aims  for  Advancement.  Throughout  the  year  a  church  organization  achieves 
certain  basic  aims  and  certain  electives.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  organi- 
zation grades  itself  and  scores  itself— Approved,  Advanced,  or  Honor.  For  the 
year  1965-66  one  church  in  the  Mecklenburg  Association  out  of  sixty-seven 
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churches  having  WMU  organizations  has  achieved  the  high  recognition:  An 
Honor  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Congratulations  to  First  Baptist  Church 
and  its  WMU  President,  Mrs.  T.  D.  Clanton,  for  having  attained  this  high 
goal.  This  is  the  first  Honor  WMU  in  Mecklenburg  Association.

44.  Loy  Witherspoon,  Chaplain  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Charlotte,  was  introduced  by  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.  He  told 
of  the  desire  for  Baptist  students  for  a  Baptist  Student  Union.  This 
Union  is  now  functioning,  and  work  is  going  ahead  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  Constitution,  which  will  provide  denominational  and  a 
united  program. 

45.  The  moderator  called  for  several  officers  to  present  the 
Church  Associational  Program  of  Christian  Education. 

46.  The  Associational  Sunday  School  report  was  given  by  W. 
A.  Wallace,  superintendent  of  this  area  of  work. 


ASSOCIATIONAL  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  theme  for  the  church  year  1965-66  has 
been  "A  Church  Fulfilling  Its  Mission  Through  Proclamation  and  Witness". 
We  have  tried  to  relate  everything  we  have  done  in  Associational  Sunday 
School  work  to  that  theme.  God  has  blessed  our  efforts  and  we  have  enjoyed 
a  good  year.  We  cannot  brag  about  an  increase  in  Sunday  School  enrollment, 
however,  we  do  feel  that  the  quality  of  Sunday  School  work  has  greatly 
improved. 

Sunday  School  Conferences  were  held  quarterly  during  the  Associational 
year  1965-66.  We  gave  our  conferences  something  of  a  new  twist  that  re- 
flected an  encouraging  degree  of  success.  Our  efforts  were  concentrated  on 
a  particular  age  group  or  groups  at  each  Associational  Conference.  This  en- 
abled us  to  bring  in  top-notch  leadership  from  other  cities  and  states.  We  did 
not  reach  as  many  people  as  we  would  liked  to  have  reached,  however,  our 
attendance  was  better  than  when  we  had  conferences  for  each  age  group 
on  the  same  night.  The  response  was  so  gratifying  that  we  are  planning  a 
similar  approach  again  this  year. 

We  are  aware  of  one  weakness  in  last  year's  work  and  we  plan  to  try  to 
remedy  it  this  year.  Last  year  nothing  special  was  offered  for  pastors,  church 
staff  workers,  and  general  officers.  This  year  we  will  have  a  special  conference 
for  this  particular  group  on  each  associational  Sunday  School  conference 
night.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  make  this,  and  all  of  our  conferences, 
informative,  helpful,  and  spiritually  significant. 

In  addition  to  our  quarterly  Sunday  School  Conferences  we  also  had 
three  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinics.  The  first,  for  pastors  and  principals  only, 
was  led  by  our  Associational  Vacation  Bible  School  Superintendent,  Mr.  Dean 
Kaufman.  Mr.  Kaufman  did  a  superb  job.  The  clinic  was  well  attended  and 
graciously  received  by  everyone.  Two  other  clinics  were  held  for  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  Workers.  These  clinics  were  also  well  attended  and  highly 
successful. 
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Only  forty-one  of  our  churches  reported  having  had  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 
We  believe  that  many  other  churches  had  schools  but  we  really  have  no  way 
of  knowing  unless  we  receive  reports.  These  reports  are  important  and  we 
trust  that  all  of  our  churches  will  see  that  they  get  to  us.  "He  that  hath  ears 
to  hear,  let  him  hear." 

Plans  for  the  new  year  are  already  being  formulated.  Associational  con- 
ferences and  clinics  have  been  planned  as  follows:

March  7— V.B.S.  Clinic  for  Pastors  and  Principals  only  (Pritchard  Memorial 

Church) 
March  21— Young  People  and  Intermediate  Leadership  Conferences  (Cal-

April  25— V.B.S.  Clinic  for  all  departments  except  Intermediate  (Thomas- 

boro  Church) 
April  27— V.B.S.  Clinic  for  all  departments  (Commonwealth  Church) 
May  23— Junior  Leadership  Conference  (Westover  Church) 
September    19— Nursery,      Beginner,     Primary      Leadership      Conferences 

(Wedgwood  Church) 
It  is  our  intention  to  enlist  qualified,  high  calibre  leadership  for  all  of 
our  conferences  and  clinics.  We  plan  to  offer  something  that  can  benefit  each 
church. 

The  theme  for  all  of  our  work  for  the  year  1966-67  is  "A  Church  Fulfilling 
Its  Mission  Through  EDUCATION".  The  Sunday  School  is  the  arm  of  out- 
reach for  the  church,  but  it  is  more.  It  is  also  the  Bible  teaching  arm  of  the 
church.  Is  it  not  true  that  people  need  to  be  reached  for  Christ  and  taught  the 
truth  of  God's  Word?  If  it  is  true,  do  we  dare  neglect  or  become  indifferent 
about  such  an  important  ministry?  God  forbid  that  we  allow  our  arm  of  out- 
reach and  Bible  teaching  to  become  paralyzed  or  even  grow  tired.  Let  us  pray 
for  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  direct  and  enable  us  to  give  the  Bible 
and  our  Bible  teaching  program  the  priority  they  deserve.  If  we  do  I  believe 
we  will  move  forward  in  Sunday  School  and  every  other  phase  of  our  work. 
Let's  do  it  for  the  glory  of  God.

BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

We  feel  that  this  has  been  a  good  year  in  Training  Union  work  through- 
out the  association  as  we  have  heard  many  good  reports  from  the  churches. 
This  past  year  we  have  made  efforts  toward  getting  each  church  to  take  a 
good  look  at  their  Training  Union  work  and  also  have  asked  that  we  take  a 
new  approach  to  the  place  of  Training  Union  in  the  church. 

We  had  a  good  night  at  Pritchard  Memorial  as  Mr.  Jimmy  Morgan,  our 
State  Secretary  was  v/ith  us  and  led  a  program  on  "The  New  Look  In  Train- 
ing Union."  There  was  real  good  participation  in  the  associational  tourna- 
ments this  year  and  many  of  these  went  on  to  the  State  Tournaments.  Our 
Associational  Youth  Night  was  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  and  we  feel 
that  we  had  a  very  inspirational  meeting  although  we  were  disappointed  with 
the  attendance  which  was  a  little  over  100. 

This  year  the   associational  tournaments  will  be  held   at  the   Southside 
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Baptist  Church  on  Sunday  afternoon  April  2.  Associational  Youth  Night  will 
be  with  St.  John's  Baptist  Church  on  Saturday  night,  March  18.  We  ask  that 
each  Training  Union  director  and  each  pastor  make  a  real  effort  to  enlist  the 
attendance  of  their  youth  as  we  are  using  each  Minister  To  The  Youth  in 
our  churches  to  lead  in  outlining  this  program. 

We  ask  that  each  church  take  seriously  the  task  of  training  Christian 
leadership.  Any  church  without  provision  for  training  workers  is  the  loser 
in  the  long  run.  Plan  now  for  the  future  of  your  church  by  effective  training 
of  leadership  potential. 

A  report  of  Training  Union  would  not  be  complete  unless  we  express  our 
deep  sorrow  at  the  passing  a  few  weeks  ago  of  Mr.  Jimmy  Morgan,  our  State 
Secretary  of  Training  Union.  We  are  most  grateful  to  God  for  this  man  who 
has  lead  this  state  in  such  a  capable  way  and  for  so  many  years.

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

A  report  to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  from  the  Officers  of  the 
Associational  Brotherhood.  We  wish  to,  again,  thank  you  for  giving  us  the 
privilege  of  serving  our  Lord  in  this  small  way. 

Our  duties  and  privileges  have  been  many  this  year  and  due  to  the  new 
concept  of  Brotherhood  we  have  been  in  a  transition  period  that  we  feel  will 
be  the  life  blood  of  the  church  as  well  as  the  Association.  We  are  striving 
to  meet  the  ladies  or  at  least  help  them  on  the  basis  of  mission  work  from  the 
men's  viewpoint.  The  new  organizational  plan  of  Brotherhood  which  em- 
phasizes missions  for  men,  young  men  and  boys,  we  feel  is  the  answer  to  a 
a  lot  of  questions  that  have  been  in  the  minds  of  our  people  for  a  long  time.

ROYAL  AMBASSADOR  REPORT 

The  Mecklenburg  Royal  Ambassadors  perhaps  can  best  be  remembered 
by  some  highlight  events  of  the  year: 

The  year  began  with  a  well  attended  November  Conclave  at  the  Westover 
Church.  The  Reverend  Wendell  Davis  of  Midwood  Church  urged  Royal  Am- 
bassadors  to,   "Know   How"  to  "Show  The  Way"  at  all  times 

Basketball  was  a  winter-time  activity  for  several  churches  and  is  still 
growing  in  interest  ....  And  basketball  gave  way  of  course  to  a  full  summer- 
time of  baseball  .... 

Royal  Ambassador  Congress  March  25  and  26  was  with  the  Brotherhood 
Convention  at  Greensboro,  North  Carolina.  Mecklenburg  was  well  represented 
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there  to  hear  Charlotte's  "Jack"  Stickley  on,  "Witnessing  as  a  Businessman" 
and  Hal  Shoemaker's  "Profile  of  a  Man's  Witness"  .  .  .  And  to  hear  first- 
hand from  missions  in  Korea,  from  Cloy  Starnes  (Missionary  to  Korea). 

The  Spring  Conclave  activities  took  us  to  Matthews  Church.  An  all-day 
event— games  in  the  high  school  field  and  closing  program  at  the  church. 
Boys'  chorus  with  Bill  Jarvis  of  First  Baptist  and  message  by  Aubrey  Pat- 
terson of  Pritchard  Memorial  Church  .... 

Camping  events  are  ever  on  the  increase  in  Mecklenburg  .  .  No  record  is 
available  for  the  other  camps,  but  for  Mecklenburgers  at  Camp  CaRAway  we 
had  a  total  attendance  of  98.  This  is  a  bit  more  than  any  other  association 
in  our  State.  (Grace  Baptist  Church  sent  the  largest  number  of  boys  from 
Mecklenburg.) 

As  evident  by  the  attendance  at  recent  training  sessions  of  counselors  and 
other  leaders,  we  can  expect  the  greatest  year  for  1966-67. 

With  such  activities  ever  on  the  increase,  sponsored  and  promoted  by 
churches  and  men  with  a  burning  missions  concept  will  leave  a  lasting  testi- 
mony in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  men  of  tomorrow. 

50.  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  made  a  brief  report  on  Music  Education. 
He  spoke  for  Hal  Shoemaker,  Music  Director  for  the  Association, 
who  was  busy  with  the  choir.  He  spoke  of  the  Music  School,  and  of 
the  music  men  who  write  music  and  make  recordings.  Directors 
of  choirs  may  seek  help  from  this  group  if  they  so  desire. 

51.  Missionary  John  Patterson  expressed  his  gratitude  and  that 
of  his  family  for  providing  a  home  here  in  the  Mecklenburg  Associa- 
tion while  in  this  country  on  furlough. 

52.  H.  L.  Ferguson,  pastor  of  the  Thomasboro  Church,  chal- 
lenged the  messengers  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Christian  Action  League,  as  it  seeks  to  combat  the  evil  forces  of 
the  liquor  industry.  He  mentioned  there  were  more  liquor  stores 
in  Charlotte  than  in  other  cities  in  North  Carolina.  Newspaper  ad- 
vertising space  displaying  liquor  bottles  is  growing.  A.  B.  C.  forces 
are  doing  all  they  can  to  promote  liquor  sales,  and  laws  are  in- 
terpreted in  favor  of  the  wets. 

53.  Claude  U.  Broach,  pastor  of  St.  John's  Church  welcomed 
the  messengers  and  invited  all  present  to  partake  of  the  lunch  pro- 
vided at  the  session's  close. 

54.  The  Associational  Choir  under  the  direction  of  Hal  Shoe- 
maker, sang  "Glorious  Everlasting,"  by  Cousins,  and  "O  Brother 
Man,"  by  Lerman. 

55.  Corbin  Cooper,  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Interracial 
Cooperation  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  was 
introduced  to  speak  on  the  subject  "Our  Ministry  to  All  Men."  He 
noted  that  Paul  made  no  distinction  in  persons,  that  Christians  are 
commanded  to  minister  to  all.  With  all  of  us  we  find  it  difficult  to 
tell  a  modern  society  that  Jesus  saves.  He  observed  that  old  methods 
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of  evangelism  are  being  studied  and  questioned  with  the  hope  of 
finding  an  effective  way  to  gospel  presentation.  We  send  mission- 
aries to  Ghana;  a  man  from  that  country  comes  to  the  Southland 
to  study  for  the  ministry,  and  a  church  refuses  him  admission  for 
worship.  Do  we  take  a  census  in  a  Negro  community?  Do  we  try 
to  win  the  Negro  to  Christ?  How  many  pastors  have  baptized  one 
Negro  person?  People,  not  races,  are  of  importance  in  the  Bible. 
We  should  serve  with  grace  in  our  hearts,  not  race  on  our  minds. 
We  are  to  share  a  common  world,  with  common  people,  and  do  it 
in  black  and  white.  The  National  Baptist  Convention  (Negro)  has 
a  membership  of  5  million  from  ten  per  cent  of  the  population, 
we  Southern  Baptists  have  10  million  from  ninety  per  cent  of  the 
population.  We  can  learn  something  here. 

56.  With  Moderator  Davis  and  Vice-Moderator  Dorton,  out- 
going officers,  stood:  Thurman  B.  Stone,  Moderator-elect,  and  David 
L.  Fletcher,  Vice-Moderator-elect,  as  the  Eighty-first  Annual  Session 
of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  was  closed  with  prayer.

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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  followed: 

Article    I— Name 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation.    It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.     The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc. 
Article    II— Composition 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be 
composed  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  missionary  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  mes- 
sengers according  to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one 
hundred  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including 
the  pastor;  churches  with  more  than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  en- 
titled to  an  additional  messenger  for  every  one  hundred  members,  or  frac- 
tion thereof,    not  to  exceed  ten  messengers,    including  the  pastor. 

Article    III— Purpose 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  shall:  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence,  spiritual  power  and 
activities  of  Baptist  churches  in  ways  designed  to  develop  their  resources 
energies  and  gifts  in  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  throughout 
the  world;  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  the  establishment  of  missions, 
Sunday  schools  and  churches;  engage  in  other  activities  related  to  re- 
ligious work. 

Section  2.  The  association  is  a  means  by  which  the  affiliated  churches 
may  engage  in  activities  beyond  their  capacity  as  individual  churches.  It  is 
in  this  context  that  a  wider  Christian  fellowship  is  provided,  an  express 
need  which  the  association  is  designed  to  meet. 

Article  IV— Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Statistician,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  Brotherhood  Direc- 
tor. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  at  each 
annual  meeting.  The  other  above  named  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the 
same  time,  but  nominations  for  these  offices  shall  be  made  by  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  one  month 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  association.  Nominations  by  the  committee  ap- 
pointed shall  not,  however,  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  All  of- 
ficers shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  associational  meeting  in 
which  they  are  elected  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body 
and  appoint  such  committees  as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall 
also  serve  as  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  associational  board. 
He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  immediately  succeed  himself 
after  the  second  successive  term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may 
agree  to  do. 
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Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks 
of  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as 
practical   after   adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the 
records  of  the  churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
report  to  the  association  such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

Article  V— Associational  Board 

Section  1.  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  one  lay  mem- 
ber, elected  by  each  cooperating  church,  together  with  the  pastor  of  each 
cooperating  church,  the  officers  of  the  association,  the  chairmen  of  standing 
committees,  and  the  President  of  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
The  associational  board  may  also  elect  to  the  board  each  year,  those  persons 
whom  they  may  consider  important  to  the  work  of  the  association,  such  as 
associate  pastors,  ministers  of  education,  and  retired  ministers. 

Section  2.  The  associational  board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad 
interim.  The  operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  con- 
stitution of  the  association  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  of  the  association  shall  call  a  meeting  of 
the  associational  board,  as  early  after  the  annual  meeting  as  is  deemed 
advisable,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  board  for  the  work  of  the  new 
year. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the 
board  and  that  of  the  association. 

Article  VI— Procedure 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  nominating  committee  as 
provided  by  Article  IV,  Section  2. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher  and  a  committee  on  Resolutions. 

Section  3.  After  the  annual  meeting,  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  to  serve  as  an  Order  of  Business  Committee.  The  com- 
mittee shall  work  with  the  Moderator  and  Superintendent  of  Missions.  It  will 
have  the  responsibility  of  planning  the  program  for  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on 
the  second  day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read 
at  the  association  during  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Article   VII— Missions   Policy 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting 
of  new  churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the 
initiative  for  beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek 
the  leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordi- 
nation in  what  is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided 
by  the  churches  which  makes  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  poli- 
cies or  actions  of  the  association  should  therefore  respect  the  integrity  of 
the  cooperating  churches   and   associational  missionary  endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but 
does  seek  to  encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for 
effecting  an  orderly  growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and 
association. 
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Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their 
own  membership  policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to 
Baptist  polity. 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day 
to  be  determined  at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board 
and  publicized  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time 
for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  1  of  each  year  and  close 
September  30  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  parliamentary 
law. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the 
associational  board,    shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  All  newly  formed  churches  desiring  admission  into  the  association 
shall  present  their  petitionary  letters  to  the  President  of  the  associational 
board  three  months  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  association,  so  that  they 
may  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitionary  Letters  for  their  exami- 
nation and  recommendation  to  the  association  during  the  next  meeting. 
Any  church  making  application  for  admission  to  the  association  will  come 
under  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year. 

6.  If  any  Church  in  the  Association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive 
years  in  filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the 
Association  upon  recommendation  of  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  to 
the  Associational  Board,  and  action  to  this  effect  by  the  Association. 

7.  All  Churches  affiliated  with  this  Association  shall  be  Churches  who 
use  the  New  Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  polity  and 
require  that  all  candidates,  who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water, 
on  the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  mem- 
bership. 

8.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  present. 

CONSTITUTION  OF 

THE   MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD, 

INC. 

THIS  IS  TO  CERTIFY,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  asso- 
ciate ourselves  into  a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and 
the  applicable  sub-sections  thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to 
that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

Article  I— Name 
The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be,   THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

Article  II— Location 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

Article    III— Objects    and    Purposes 
The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed 
are: 
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Section  1.  To  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  and  activities  of  Baptist  Churches  and  for 
developing  their  resources,  energies,  and  gifts  in  the  advancement  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world. 

Section  2.  To  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  the  establishment  of 
missions,    Sunday  schools,    and  churches. 

Section  3.  To  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  religious  educational 
programs. 

Section  4.     To  engage  in  activities  related  to  religious  work. 

Article   IV— Powers 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  sell,  lease,  convey 
and  receive  as  gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and 
additional  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  fore- 
going powers  and  purposes,  the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could 
do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in 
the  same  name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and 
attested  by  the  Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  members  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation,  and 
the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Associational  Board,    Inc.  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Article  V— Membership 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  member- 
ship shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly 
elected  to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  IV, 
Section  1,    of  the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
administered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which 
shall  be  vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its 
members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meeting. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on 
all  matters  coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote 
of  a  quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 

Article  Vl-Officers 

The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  elected  by  ballot  at  the  first  meeting  following 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

The  present  officers  of  the  Associational  Board  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  as  shown  in  the  minutes  and  records  of  said  Board  for  1946 
shall  ipso  facto  become  the  officers  of  this  Corporation  as  herein  provided 
for  the  rest  of  the  associational  year  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 
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The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is  Charlotte, 
Mecklenburg  County,  North  Carolina,  and  the  name  of  the  Registered  Agent 
of  the  corporation  at  such  address  is  Edwin  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of 
Missions  or  his  successor. 

Article  VII— Committees 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  executive  committee  com- 
posed of  officers  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  the 
chairmen  of  all  standing  committees,  and  five  members-at-large  from  the 
membership  of  the  corporation,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tist Association.  The  executive  committee  shall  transact  all  business,  particu- 
larly of  an  executive  nature,  committed  to  it  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Associational  Board,  Inc.,  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  for  membership  on  the  regular  com- 
mittees. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  missions  committee,  composed 
of  seven  members,  which  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  mission  work 
in  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association;  to  locate  strategic  places  where 
missions  or  churches  may  be  established;  to  make  recommendations  for  the 
purchase  of  lots  and  other  property  for  missions,  churches,  and  religious 
work;  and  to  recommend  to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board, 
Inc.,    programs  for  establishing  work  in  these  locations. 

Section  3.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  ordination  advisory  com- 
mittee, composed  of  twelve  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  counsel  with 
churches,  as  requested,  and  with  ministerial  candidates,  concerning  exami- 
nation and  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 
The  committee  shall  also  act  for  the  association  when  request  concerning 
endorsement  of  a  license  to  the  ministry  is  received. 

Section  4.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  finance  committee,  composed 
of  seven  members  in  addition  to  the  treasurer  of  the  associational  board, 
the  president  of  the  associational  board,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  finance  committee  shall  prepare  a  budget  for  recommendation 
to  the  associational  board,  supervise  the  work  of  the  associational  treasurer, 
arrange  for  an  annual  audit  of  the  finances  of  the  associational  board,  pro- 
vide counsel  to  the  associational  board  concerning  financial  matters,  and 
act  for  the  associational  board  as  directed. 

Section  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  interracial 
cooperation,  composed  of  ten  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  work  with 
Negro  Baptists  in  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  concern. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  petitionary 
letters,  composed  of  five  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all 
applications  of  churches  for  affiliation  with  the  Mecklenburg  Association  and 
to  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Mecklenburg    Baptist    Association. 

Section  7.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  property  committee,  com- 
posed of  three  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  superintend  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  associational  office  and  grounds  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  finance  committee  and/or  the  associational  board  as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  8.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  Educational  Council,  the 
chairman  of  which  shall  be  the  superintendent  of  missions.  The  constituent 
parts  of  the  council  and  the  scope  of  its  responsibilities  are  to  be  determined 
by  the  board  and  as  indicated  herein. 

(1)  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President 
shall    be   members   of   the   Educational    Council. 
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(2)  A  board-elected  Music  Director  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Educa- 
tional Council,    and  shall  lead  in  an  associational  program  of  music  education. 

(3)  A  board-elected  chairman  of  evangelism  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Educational  Council  and  shall  relate  the  ministry  of  evangelism  to  the 
full  ministry  of  the  association. 

(4)  The   Educational   Council    shall   have    the   responsibility   of   prepar 
ing  a  calendar  of  activities.   It  shall   also   correlate,    plan   and   promote   the 
educational   services   and   organizations    of   the    association. 

Section  9.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  inner-city  minis- 
tries, composed  of  twelve  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  give  guidance 
and  direction  to  local  missions  ministries  other  than  those  pertaining  to  mission 
churches  and  new  churches. 

Section  10.  The  corporation  shall  have  such  other  committees  as  are 
authorized  by  resolution  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tional Board,    Inc. 

Section  11.  The  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  select  from  its 
membership  or  from  the  membership  of  any  churches  who  are  members 
of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  individuals  to  serve  on  any  and 
all  of  its  regular  committees  or  special  committees  and  nothing  herein  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  any  member  of  any  cooperating  church  from 
serving  on  such  committees. 

Section  12.  The  present  members  of  the  aforesaid  committee  shall 
ipso  facto  become  members  of  said  committee,  as  herein  provided  for  the 
remainder  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  year,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected  or  appointed.

Article   IX— Duration 

The  duration  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  unlimited. 

In  the  event  of  dissolution  of  this  corporation,  the  assets  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  distributed  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Caro- 
lina to  be  used  for  religious  purposes  in  the  discretion  of  said  Baptist  State 
Convention,  and  no  individual  members  of  this  corporation  shall  have  a 
propriety  interest  therein.  This  trust  provision  shall  not,  however,  prevent 
payment  of  legitimate  salaries  and  expenses  to  members  and  employees  en- 
titled to  receive  same  and  nothing  provided  herein  shall  prevent  individual 
members  and  others  from  making  loans  of  funds  and  property  and  receiving 
repayment,    interest   and/or   rental   from   the   corporation.

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PROCEEDINGS 

of  the 

Eighty-Second  Annual  Session 

of  the 

Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 

(Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  until  1935) 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

October  19,  1967 

1.  The  Eighty-second  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tist Association  met  with  the  Southside  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  Thursday  afternoon,  October  19,  1967,  at  3:30 
o'clock,  with  the  Moderator,  Thurman  B.  Stone,  presiding. 

2.  The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in 
the  year  1886.  The  Preacher  and  the  Moderator  were  one,  Rev. 
E.  C.  Williams.  The  clerk  was  J.  M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual 
session  of  1935,  held  at  the  Durham  Memorial  Church,  the  churches 
of  Cabarrus  County  were  granted  letters  to  form  the  Cabarrus 
Association. 

3.  The  Mecklenburg  Association  last  met  with  the  Southside 
Church  in  1951. 

4.  The  history  of  Southside  Church  began  May  9,  1922.  Rev. 
T.  B.  Phillips,  a  member  of  the  First  Church,  an  evangelistic  preach- 
er, realizing  the  great  need  of  religious  services  in  this  community, 
started  weekly  services  in  the  homes  of  the  people  and  in  the 
grove.  Later  on  Sunday  School  was  started  under  his  direction. 
These  services  were  continued  regularly  for  a  year  or  more  before 
the  organization  of  this  church.  A  list  was  made  of  those  present 
on  May  9,  1922,  who  wished  to  become  charter  members  of  this 
new  church.  It  was  thought  wise  to  invite  a  council  to  investigate. 
The  council  consisted  of  Dr.  Luther  Little,  First  Church,  Charlotte; 
Dr.  L.  R.  Pruette,  Ninth  Avenue  Church,  Charlotte;  Rev.  J.  M. 
Snyder,  pastor  from  Concord;  and  Rev.  T.  B.  Phillips.  Dr.  Pruette 
was  chosen  chairman  of  the  council,  and  stated  that  the  investigation 
of  the  plans  and  Articles  of  Faith  adopted  was  Baptistic  and  Ortho- 
dox, and  the  council  unanimously  endorsed  and  recognized  the 
new  church  movement  as  a  permanent  church  organization.     Rev. 
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Phillips  was  elected  the  first  pastor.  Twenty-two  persons  made  up 
the  charter  list.  Miss  Fay  Roberts  was  the  first  church  clerk,  and 
Z.  B.  Kiser  was  the  first  treasurer.  First  deacons  were  S.  L.  Wentz, 
E.  C.  Helms,  and  G.  L.  Helms.  First  trustees  were  T.  H.  Roberts, 
E.  C.  Helms,  S.  L.  Wentz,  and  G.  L.  Helms.  The  first  Sunday 
School  superintendent  was  G.  L.  Helms.  Southside  has  grown 
through  the  years  to  a  membership  of  823. 

5.  Associational  Music  Director  Harold  I.  Shoemaker,  Minister 
of  Music  at  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Church  led  in  the  singing  of 
'Forward  Through  the  Ages,'  and  'More  Like  Jesus  Would  I  Be.' 

6.  The  theme  chosen  by  the  Program  Committee  for  the  annual 
session  was  'A  Church  Fulfilling  Its  Mission  Through  Ministry.' 

7.  Ken  G.  Small,  pastor  at  Wedgewood  Church,  led  a  de- 
votional period  by  reading  Ephesians  1:1-10  followed  by  prayer. 

8.  Thurman  B.  Stone,  Moderator  and  pastor  at  Calvary  Church, 
called  the  eighty-second  annual  session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  to  order. 

9.  Moderator  Stone  declared  that  the  first  matter  of  importance 
was  to  direct  the  messenger's  attention  to  an  'Information'  sheet 
that  was  placed  in  a  folder  given  to  each  messenger.  The  word- 
ing of  the  sheet  is  as  follows:  (1)  Those  registering  as  messengers 
should  be  certain  that  they  have  been  named  by  their  church. 
(2)  Only  those  registering  as  messengers  will  receive  ballots  for 
voting.  (3)  The  associational  clerk  will  retain  the  registration 
cards  if  certification  is  needed  of  the  messengers.  (4)  The  Modera- 
tor requests  that  all  who  speak  to  the  body  come  to  a  microphone. 
(5)  To  obtain  accurate  records  of  all  proceedings  the  Moderator 
and  clerk  are  asking  that  all  motions  be  written  out,  that  all  reports 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  that  sound  tapes  be  made  during  all 
sessions. 

10.  The  Moderator  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
Committees:  PLACE  AND  PREACHER;  Chairman,  W.  A.  Wallace, 
Jesse  L.  Ballew,  Robert  Hewitt,  Aubrey  Patterson,  Earl  N.  Porter. 
COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS;  Chairman,  Alex  F.  Hegenbart, 
Mrs.  A.  G.  Sargent,  Bob  H.  Hillard,  Lanny  R.  Johnson.  TELLER 
COMMITTEE;  Chairman,  Earl  N.  Porter.  NOMINATING  COM- 
MITTEE; Chairman,  Fred  C.  Roberts,  John  C.  Fletcher,  Arthur 
Garrison,  David  M.  Wooten,  Grady  Faulk,  and  ex.  officio,  E.  R. 
Echerd,  Jr.,  Roberts  Lasater,  Thurman  B.  Stone. 
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11.  Joe  Burnette,  Program  Chairman,  and  Minister  of  Edu- 
cation at  First  Church,  made  motion  that  the  messengers  present 
and  those  who  might  later  attend,  constitute  the  Eighty-second 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting 
business  and  hearing  reports,  and  that  the  program  as  printed  and 
in  the  hands  of  the  messengers,  be  the  official  order  of  business, 
with  whatever  changes  might  be  found  necessary.  A  second  to 
the  motion  was  received  and  the  vote  was  favorable. 

12.  During  the  past  year  new  pastors  and  educational  and 
music  workers  came  into  the  Association;  Pastors— Allen  Street, 
Ernest  W.  Glass;  Cornelius,  Dennis  Larkins;  Emmanuel,  W.  M.

17.  James  T.  Estes,  of  First  Church  and  Chairman  of  the  Mis- 
sions Committee  made  report  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

Considering  the  previous  year  of  such  intense  activity  the  last  twelve 
months  have  made  few  demands  on  the  committee.  Those  who  served  for 
the  two  terms  have  appreciated  a  respite. 

The  chief  reason  for  a  slackened  pace  is  no  doubt  due  to  a  decision 
which  the  board  had  to  make  concerning  property  purchased  for  the  Carmel 
Baptist  Church.  The  site  obtained  was  a  most  desirable  one  but  the  cost  of 
it  was  of  an  amount  in  excess  of  that  which  the  association  on  its  own 
could  undertake.  The  purchase  price  of  $56,000  was  shared  by  the  Provi- 
dence Baptist  Church.  Possession  was  secured  in  the  name  of  the  associ- 
ation and  a  payment  plan  direct  to  the  owners  was  agreed  upon.  When 
Carmel  was  ready  to  build  the  association  was  forced  to  borrow  in  order 
to  have  a  clear  title.  The  repayment  of  this  note  has  of  course  governed 
our  budget,  although  we  did  begin  to  repay  a  commitment,  which  in  three 
years  will  total  $7,500,  for  the  Sunset  Road  Baptist  Chapel. 

18.  Harry  Lee  Thomas,  pastor  at  the  Statesville  Avenue  Church 
and  Chairman  of  the  Ordination  Advisory  Committee  reported  as 
follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  ORDINATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

The  Ordination  Advisory  Committee  met  seven  times  at  the  request  of 
specific  churches  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  Seven  men  were 
examined  by  those  present  as  to:   Christian  experience,   call  to   the   ministrv 
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soundness  of  doctrine,  and  belief  and  practice  both  from  a  local  and  co- 
operative convention  work. 

All  candidates  were  unanimously  recommended  to  their  churches  for 
ordination.     They  are  listed  below  with  their  churches: 

Marvin  Bass,  Allen  Street  Church;  Keith  McManus,  Derita  Church; 
Steve  Watson,  Pritchard  Memorial  Church;  Joe  Clontz,  Pritchard  Memorial 
Church;  Kenneth  Mullis,  Clear  Creek  Church;  Malcolm  Ivey,  Eastway  Church; 
Ray  Johnson,  Midwood  Church. 

19.  The  report  of  the  Interracial  Cooperation  Committee  was 
given  by  Ken  G.  Small,  Chairman,  and  pastor  at  Wedgewood 
Church. 

REPORT  OF  INTERRACIAL  COOPERATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Interracial  Cooperation  Committee  has  participated  in  three  projects 
this  year. 

1.  Support  by  way  of  advice  and  council  was  given  to  the  new  St.  John's 
Baptist  Church.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Robert  Leake,  along  with  two  laymen 
from  this  church,  sought  advice  and  council  from  our  committee 
concerning  expansion  of  their  physical  facilities. 

2.  The  Fourth  Ward  Kindergarten  received  $600.00  from  our  committee 
in  monthly  payments.  This  was  the  margin  of  income  that  kept  the 
kindergarten  in  business.  It  is  considered  opinion  of  our  committee 
that  this  support  does  great  Christian  service  in  a  deprived  com- 
munity. 

3.  Our  committee  made  a  grant  of  $400.00  to  the  Sterling  Community 
Center,  near  Pineville.  This  was  a  grant  to  enable  the  project  to 
get  a  beginning.     A  very  strong  community  work  is  underway  there. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  ups  and  downs  with  national  and  local  race 
relations.  It  is  the  strong  desire  of  this  committee  that  it  may  continue 
its  work  in  helping  to  build  firm  Christian  attitudes  among  all  races.  We 
would  recommend  that  the  Interracial  Cooperation  Committee  continue  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  and 
that  it  be  encouraged  to  explore  activities  and  programs  for  the  enrichment 
of  all  Baptist  Churches  in  this  area. 

20.  In  the  absence  of  Chairman  E.  B.  Hicks,  pastor  at  Hoskins 
Avenue,  the  Evangelism  Committee  submitted  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  past  year  the  churches  of  our  association  baptized  1,430  persons. 
This  represents  a  ratio  of  one  baptism  for  every  29  members.  We  are 
grateful  to  God  for  every  person  who  has  been  brought  to  confess  Jesus 
Christ  as  Lord.  We  call  upon  our  churches  to  give  themselves  to  the  work 
that  brought  Christ  from  heaven  to  earth,  evangelism.  Evangelism  is  the 
heart  of  our  churches'  existence.  Evangelism  must  be  a  two-pronged  thrust. 
We  must  publicly  proclaim  that  Gospel,  that  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation,  and  we  must  personally  win  others  to  Christ.  "Every  Christian, 
a  Witness"  must  be  more  than  a  slogan,  it  must  be  a  reality  in  our  lives. 
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Our  churches  face  a  tremendous  evangelistic  challenge  in  the  Crusade 
of  the  Americas.  This  is  more  than  just  a  two-week  period  of  revivals. 
It  is  an  emphasis  on  evangelism  that  should  occupy  our  churches  through- 
out 1968-'69  and  '70.  Our  churches  have  been  challenged  by  one  of  our 
mission  fields,  Brazil,  to  give  ourselves  to  the  work  of  evangelism  and 
world  missions  for  1968-69.  Some  of  the  challenges  in  the  Crusade  of  the 
Americas  are: 

NATION-WIDE  EMPHASIS  ON  PRAYER:  Two  days  of  prayer,  January 
14,  1968  and  January  12,  1969;  PACT:  A  program  of  "prayer  partners" 
with  individuals,  groups,  and  churches  on  the  "Other  Americas"  initiated 
in  July-August  1968;  Watch  Night  Prayer  Service  December  31,  1968. 
NATION-WIDE  SEARCH  FOR  PROSPECTS:  May- June-July-August 
1968. 

NATION-WIDE  VISITATION  WITNESSING:  September-November 
1968 

NATION-WIDE  CRUSADE  OF  THE  AMERICAS  REVIVALS:  March 
16-30;  April  6-20;  April  27-May  11,  1969 

NATION-WIDE  EMPHASIS  ON  NEW  MEMBER  ORIENTATION: 
Following  the  Crusade  of  the  Americas'  Revivals.  Study  of  book  "Daring 
Discipleship"  and  launch  new  member  orientation. 

SPECIAL  EMPHASIS  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA  ON  CHRISTIAN  MA- 
TURITY: January  1-December  31,  1970. 

Adequate  guidance  material  for  cooperation  with  and  in  preparation  for 
the  Crusade  of  the  Americas  is  provided  for  us  in  the  1967-68  Evangelism 
Plan  Book  already  available  to  us  and  in  the  1968-69  Evangelism  Plan  Book 
which  will  be  available  after  July  of  1968  from  the  Division  of  Evangelism,  301 
Hillsborough  Street,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina  27603. 

21.  J.  H.  Brown  of  the  Carmel  Church  and  Chairman  of  the 
Property  Committee  brought  this  report: 

REPORT  OF  PROPERTY  COMMITTEE 

The  Property  Committee  met  several  times  during  the  past  year  to 
consider  matters  concerning  the  property  of  the  Association.  The  major 
concerns  of  the  committee  were:  (1)  the  complete  re-roofing  of  the  Associ- 
ation's office,  and  (2)  a  major  renovation  of  the  Association's  office  to  pro- 
vide needed  additional  space  and  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  building 
and  grounds.  A  study  approved  by  the  Associational  Board  is  underway 
concerning  the  renovation.  A  noted  architect  is  acting  as  advisor  to  this 
study  group  at  no  cost  to  the  Association.  It  is  hoped  that  with  a  minimum 
cost  this  renovation  will  take  place  providing  a  very  attractive  and  func- 
tional office. 

22.  Associational  Board  President,  Roberts  C.  Lasater,  was 
recognized  to  proposed  Constitution  changes  which  we  planned 
to  offer  for  adoption  on  the  following  day.  He  read  the  following, 
with  words  of  explanation.  Also,  included  will  be  a  recommen- 
dation that  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  be  followed  instead  of  Kerfoot's 
Rules  of  Order,  that  had  been  used  up  to  this  time.

23.  Moderator  Stone  noted  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  presen- 
tation of  'The  Program  of  Christian  Education.' 

24.  W.  A.  Wallace,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superinten- 
dent, and  pastor  at  Woodlawn  Church  read  his  report: 

ASSOCIATIONAL  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

This  has  been  a  good  year  in  Sunday  School  work  although  there  has 
been  a  decrease  in  enrollment.  Enrollment  this  year  is  37,196  contrasted 
with  last  year's  enrollment  of  37,471.  This  decrease  is  a  matter  of  grave 
concern  and  yet  the  quality  of  our  Sunday  School  work  has  been  good. 
It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  both  the  quality  of  work  and  the  quantity  of 
people  reached  will  show  tremendous  signs  of  improvement  and  increase 
under  a  new  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent  during  this  next  year. 

Quarterly  Sunday  School  conferences  were  held  during  the  year.  For 
the  second  year  we  tried  to  have  Age-Graded  Leadership  Conferences,  con- 
centrating on  reaching  a  particular  age-group  leadership  each  quarter.  A 
separate  conference  was  also  usually  provided  for  Pastors,  Ministers  of  Edu- 
cation, Sunday  School  Superintendents,  and  other  General  Officers.  Qualified 
conference  leaders  were  secured  from  other  cities  and  states.  Attendance 
at  these  conferences  was  not  as  gratifying  as  we  had  hoped.  Perhaps  a 
more  detailed  organizational  structure  and  a  more  orthodox  program  would 
better    meet    the    needs    of    Mecklenburg    Baptists.      The    new    Associational 
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Sunday  School  Superintendent  is  already  making  plans  to  provide  such 
organization  and  program. 

Three  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinics  were  conducted.  The  first  of  these, 
for  pastors  and  principals  only,  was  led  by  Mr.  Dean  Kaufman,  Associational 
Vacation  Bible  School  Superintendent.  Attendance  was  good  and  the  ex- 
cellent leadership  of  Mr.  Kaufman  made  the  conference  most  helpful  to 
all  who  attended.  The  other  two  clinics  provided  help  for  all  department 
Vacation  Bible  School  workers,  Nursery  through  Intermediate.  The  attend- 
ance at  these  clinics  was  beyond  our  expectations.  Capable  and  competent 
clinicians  offered  much  help  that  was  graciously  received. 

Sixty-seven  churches  reported  having  had  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  This 
shows  an  increase  of  five  over  last  year.  Vacation  Bible  School  enrollment 
showed  an  increase  from  13,209  in  1966,  to  13,438  in  1967. 

The  Sunday  School  is  the  church's  best  agency  for  outreach.  The  Bible 
is  the  text  book  of  the  Sunday  School.  People  need  to  be  reached  and 
taught  the  Word  of  God.  We  must  not  be  lazy  or  sluggish  in  this  effort. 
Let's  grow  giant  Sunday  Schools  for  the  glory  of  God. 

25.  The  Baptist  Training  Union  report  was  given  by  J.  Grady 
Faulk,  pastor  at  S tough  Memorial  Church,  and  Associational  Train- 
ing Union  Director. 

BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

This  past  year  the  Training  Union  Tournaments  were  held  with  the 
Southside  Baptist  Church.  There  was  far  more  interest  shown  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Many  of  those  who  were  winners  on  the  Associational  level 
were  later  declared  winners  in  the  state  tournament. 

Youth  Night  was  held  with  St.  John's  Baptist  Church  and  there  was  an 
increase  in  attendance  over  the  previous  year.  However,  Youth  Night  could 
be  one  of  the  most  vital  assembly  meetings  of  the  year  if  there  was  increased 
interest  shown  by  leaders  in  the  churchs. 

Let  me  ask  that  each  church  consider  very  seriously  the  need  of  addi- 
tional methods  of  training  in  the  local  church.  Training  Union  is  most 
important  in  the  church  and  on  the  associational  level.  Yet  interest  con- 
tinues to  run  low  in  so  much  of  our  Training  Union  work.  There  is  a  need 
for  better  leadership  within  the  association  and  we  feel  that  we  are  fortunate 
to  have  such  a  qualified  leader  for  Training  Union  work  next  year. 

This  report  concludes  my  work  as  Training  Union  Director  for  the 
association.  There  are  weaknesses  that  need  to  be  overcome.  Let  us  con- 
tinue in  prayer  and  work  toward  new  heights  under  your  new  leader  next  year. 

26.  Brotherhood  Director  for  the  Association,  R.  F.  Hewitt, 
presented  the  report  for  that  organization. 

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

The  day  of  the  Brotherhood  is  here.  This  is  my  conviction.  I  fear, 
however,  that  many  of  our  pastors  and  church  leaders  are  unaware  of  the 
role  that  a  Brotherhood  can  play  in  a  Baptist  Church.  An  understanding  of 
the  role  of  Brotherhood  in  a  Baptist  Church  requires  knowledge  of  why 
Christ  brought  the  Church  into  existence  and  the  part  he  expects  the  Church 
to  play  in  God's  plan  to  redeem  people. 
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The  purpose  of  a  Church  is  five-fold.  (1)  A  church  exists  to  be  in  fellow- 
ship with  Christ  and  minister  to  His  name;  (2)  for  Christians  to  love  one 
another;  (3)  to  bring  all  persons  to  Christ;  (4)  to  make  disciples  of  all  people 
of  all  nations;  and  (5)  to  guide  Christians  in  growing  more  like  Christ. 

In  trying  to  accomplish  this  large  assignment,  the  Church  groups  related 
tasks  into  programs,  and  sets  up  appropriate  organizations  to  do  this  work. 
Two  of  the  main  tasks  confronting  New  Testament  Churches  are  teaching 
missions  and  involving  persons  in  mission  activities.  More  than  17,000 
Churches  have  grouped  these  two  jobs  together  into  a  program  and  created 
a  Brotherhood  or  Baptist  Men's  organization  to  carry  out  the  assignment 
for  men,  young  men,  and  boys.  The  Churches  also  use  the  Brotherhood 
organization  for  special  projects  and  to  interpret  the  work  of  the  Church 
and  denomination. 

The  objective  of  a  Brotherhood  program  in  Baptist  Churches  is  to  lead 
men,  young  men,  and  boys  to  a  deeper  commitment  to  missions,  to  a  more 
meaningful  prayer  life  for  missions,  to  a  larger  stewardship  on  behalf  of 
missions,  and  to  a  personal  involvement  in  missions. 

There  are  four  key  words  found  in  the  objective.  They  are  commitment, 
prayer,  stewardship,  and  involvement.  I  know,  but  do  you  know,  the  objective 
of  Brotherhood  is  in  keeping  with  the  Church's  desire  to  fulfill  its  mission, 
that  of  presenting  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  all  the  people  of  the  world 
with  the  purpose  of  leading  them  to  a  personal  faith  and  obedience  to  His 
will?  Christianity  is  a  lay  movement  and  Brotherhood  is  part  of  this  move- 
ment. A  church  does  its  work  through  the  hands  of  its  people  and  moves 
on  the  feet  of  its  members.  In  beginning  the  Church,  Jesus  commissioned 
people  to  carry  forth  His  commands. 

I  believe  that  some  Churches  are  inclined  to  think  more  of  survival  and 
expansion  as  an  institution  than  of  its  mission  and  ministry.  This  is  true 
when  most  of  a  Church's  work  is  done  inside  the  building  and  only  for  the 
good  of  its  members.  It  is  possible  to  forget  that  "God  so  loved  the  world 
that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son."  Laymen  the  world  over  are  crying 
out  to  be  used,  and  if  the  message  of  Christ  is  to  get  into  the  factories,  offices, 
political  parties,  homes,  the  press,  television,  and  labor  unions,  laymen  must 
take  it. 

Unfortunately,  Christianity  hasn't  moved  out  from  the  walls  of  the 
building  in  some  Churches,  simply  because  we  have  not  seen  fit  to  train  our 
laymen  in  intensive  Bible  study  so  they  in  turn  can  minister  to  the  world. 
The  laymen  can  serve  as  a  bridge  between  the  Church  and  the  world.  For 
almost  one  hundred  years  women  through  Woman's  Missionary  Union  kept 
this  need  before  Southern  Baptists,  but  they  need  help.  The  mission  effort 
needs  to  be  accelerated  in  the  community  and  the  rest  of  the  world.  It 
can,  with  the  help  of  men. 

Your  Associational  Brotherhood  officers  are  nominated  and  elected  by 
the  Association  to  help  you  and  you  to  enlist  and  train  and  motivate  your 
laymen  in  exercising  His  God-given  ability  to  further  and  to  glorify  Christ's 
work  on  this  earth.  Are  you,  or  will  you,  take  this  opportunity  to  lead  your 
laymen  in  greater  efforts  in  fulfilling  the  Church's  missions  responsibility? 
It  is  up  to  you  as  a  Church  leader.  This  past  year  the  emphasis  for 
Brotherhood  was  "Fulfilling  its  mission  through  teaching".  Approximately 
twenty  of  our  Churches  asked  for  help  in  instituting  this  new  concept  in 
Brotherhood  work.  One  association-wide  work  shop  was  held  at  Pritchard 
Memorial  Baptist  Church  with  over  one  hundred  attending;  but  we  feel  it 
should  have  been  two  hundred  or  more.  So,  to  get  closer  with  the  Churches 
we   will  begin   using   the   group   system,   with   ten   to   twelve   churches   being 
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represented.  This  should  provide  closer  ties  in  our  work  and  better  com- 
munication. Our  goal  for  '67  and  '68  will  be  to  help  all  our  Churches  and 
missions  in  using  the  emphasis,  "A  Church  Fulfilling  Its  Mission  Through 
Ministry."    May  we  minister  together? 

27.  Associational  Royal  Ambassador  Leader,  and  member  of 
the  First  Church,  offered  the  following  interesting  report: 

ROYAL  AMBASSADOR  REPORT 

The  Mecklenburg  Royal  Ambassadors  performed  an  average  record  this 
year.  And  the  best  way  to  "kill"  a  worthwhile  program  is  to  try  to  maintain 
an  average.  We  want  to  avoid  "average"  performance  in  the  Royal  Ambassa- 
dor chapters. 

The  chapter  activities  as  always  is  greatest  in  the  CRUSADER  age  group 
(9-11).  The  PIONEER  age  group  (12-13-14)  go  camping-out  more  than  any 
others.  Especially  to  Camp  CaRAway  this  year.  The  AMBASSADOR  or 
the  older  group  lags  the  rest  in  Mecklenburg  mostly  because  the  work  of 
the  counselor  is  greater.  We  just  do  not  have  enough  men  with  the  time 
and  commitment  to  do  the  job  required. 

Two  events  of  the  year  are  the  brightest  of  the  Royal  Ambassador 
program  for  Mecklenburg  Association.  The  Baseball  leagues  headed  by  Mr. 
Floyd  Black  and  the  Spring  Conclave.     (The  baseball  Report  is  attached). 

The  Spring  Conclave  was  held  at  the  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church  on 
Saturday  May  6,  1967  .  .  .  Beginning  at  9:00  in  the  morning  and  closing 
late  afternoon  .  .  .  Field  events  .  .  .  Lunch  ...  An  Address  by  Charlotte 
Attorney  Allen  A.  Bailey  on,  "The  Record  You  Make  Is  Important"  .  .  . 
The  day  was  completed  with  an  opening  baseball  game  with  Woodlawn 
and  Hickory  Grove  teams. 

With  the  sponsorship  of  the  program  by  your  church  and  brotherhood  .  .  . 
The  work  of  your  Royal  Ambassador  leader  .  .  .  The  ONE  BIG  JOB  is  left 
to  your  CHAPTER  COUNSELOR  .  .  .  Please  encourage  him.  Pray  for 
him.  Your  son  will  be  a  better  man  because  a  committed  Christian  Man 
was  a  Royal  Ambassador  Counselor. 

28.  Mrs.  Jeanne  M.  Shelton,  Statistician,  presented  for  the 
benefit  and  information  of  the  messengers,  a  carefully  prepared 
digest  of  the  church  letters  for  the  period  October  1,  1966,  through 
September  30,  1967.  Baptisms  numbered  1,430,  received  by  letter 
2,549.  Losses  amounted  to  3,366,  making  the  total  membership  of 
associational  churches  and  missions  stand  at  42,450.  The  churches 
received  $4,598,454.00  for  the  year  just  past,  which  was  divided 
into  $3,902,034.00,  local  work,  and  $696,420.00  for  missions.  Sun- 
day School  enrollment  stands  at  37,196,  Training  Union  numbers 
9,109,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  counts  7,606.  Daily 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  were  held  in  all  but  three  churches,  with 
an  enrollment  of  13,548.  There  were  8,182  tithers  reported  in 
all  our  churches.  This  report  was  received,  and  words  of  appreci- 
ation were  voiced  for  the  excellence  it  merited. 
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29.  Joe  Moore  of  the  Baptist  Foundation,  was  recognized  to 
speak  for  this  North  Carolina  institution. 

ASSOCIATIONAL  FOUNDATION  REPORT  FOR  1967 

In  the  absence  of  our  very  efficient  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Baptist 
Foundation  of  North  Carolina,  we  shall  attempt  to  provide  a  brief  report 
for  such  use  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  Associational  Meetings  beginning 
the  first  week  in  August.  Certainly  in  the  history  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist 
Foundation  and  especially  in  its  last  four  years  of  active  promotion,  1967 
will  be  remembered  as  a  year  of  tragedy  with  our  leadership.  For  some 
months  our  Chairman,  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer,  has  been  critically  ill  at  his  home  in 
Chapel  Hill.  Some  two  weeks  ago  our  Executive  Secretary,  C.  Gordon 
Maddrey,  was  stricken  with  a  series  of  heart  attacks  and  has  remained  in 
critical  condition  in  Rex  Hospital.  The  loss  of  the  leadership  of  these  two 
faithful  men  at  any  time  would  be  tragic,  but  especially  as  we  approach 
the  annual  meetings  of  our  Associations  throughout  the  Convention. 

If  Mr.  Maddrey  were  able  to  prepare  this  report,  he  would  thrill  us 
with  the  many  interesting  and  challenging  developments  up  to  the  time  of 
his  illness  two  weeks  ago.  This  has  been  the  most  fruitful  year  in  the 
work  of  the  Foundation  with  many  new  commitments  and  marked  progress 
in  developing  some  of  the  projects  of  large  standing.  This  is  especially  true 
of  the  new  Home  for  the  Aging  in  Yanceyville  which  you  will  hear  much 
more  about  in  the  report  on  the  Homes  for  the  Aging.  Certainly  this  will 
continue  to  constitute  a  great  challenge  to  many  of  our  people  who  can 
find  in  the  Baptist  Foundation  their  finest  opportunity  for  investing  in 
Kingdom  Enterprises. 

It  will  be  our  purpose  to  have  a  representative  in  all  the  Associational 
Meetings  to  bring  a  last  minute  report  on  both  the  work  of  the  Foundation 
and  the  condition  of  our  fine  leaders.  Certainly  all  of  us  will  continue  to 
remember  them  in  our  prayers  and  best  wishes. 

30.  Tom  Womble,  representative  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  was 
presented  to  speak  on  behalf  of  our  fine  state  paper. 

1967  REPORT  OF  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 
TO  THE  ASSOCIATION 

Does  your  church  have  a  definite  plan  for  getting  information  on  the 
Baptist  world  wide  mission  effort  to  your  church  members? 

Is  there  any  definite  plan  to  acquaint  the  membership  with  Baptist 
doctrine  and  polity? 

Do  your  members  have  any  way  of  knowing  what  other  churches  are 
doing  and  what  is  being  done  through  cooperative  efforts? 

Is  there  any  systematic  plan  for  placing  good  Christian  literature  in  the 
homes? 

Do  your  deacons  and  church  officers  have  a  regular  source  of  information 
as  they  help  shape  the  policies  of  your  church? 

Is  there  a  planned  way  to  get  accurate  information  and  helpful  sugges- 
tions to  your  church  leaders? 

The  simplest  and  most  economical  way  to  get  all  this  information  into 
the  homes  of  your  members  is  through  the  BIBLICAL  RECOBDEB.  Under 
the  Church  Budget  Plan,  this  can  be  done  for  only  4$  a  week. 
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Consider  just  one  thing  the  RECORDER  did  this  year:  In  reporting 
accurately  and  courageously  the  doings  of  the  General  Assembly  in  Raleigh, 
the  RECORDER  performed  a  significant  service  for  Baptists,  as  well  as 
other  denominations.

Supporters 
of  liquor  by  the  drink  have  warned  that  they  will  be  back  to  push  their 
cause  in  the  1969  General  Assembly.  The  RECORDER  will  be  there  to 
keep  you  posted  and  to  urge  you  to  act. 

As  another  example  of  service  to  its  readers,  the  RECORDER  is  con- 
tinuing to  run  both  Sunday  school  lessons— the  Uniform  Lessons  and  the  Life 
and  Work  Curriculum  Lessons.  Outstanding  writers  have  been  secured  to 
do  these  lessons. 

In  addition  to  the  weekly  ministry  in  nearly  89,000  homes,  the  RECORD- 
ER editor  now  writes  a  weekly  religious  newscast  which  is  heard  on  more 
than  75  stations  throughout  the  state.  The  Radio-Television  Commission 
produces  and  distributes  the  program.  This  is  another  opportunity  to  spread 
the  good  news  of  the  Gospel. 

Nothing  else  can  take  the  place  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  in 
Baptist  life.     If  you  doubt  this,  try  it  in  your  church. 

31.  W.  C.  Sledge,  pastor  of  the  Southside  Church,  and  our 
host  for  the  afternoon  and  night  sessions,  gave  the  messengers  a 
gracious  welcome,  and  offered  a  few  words  of  information  con- 
cerning the  evening  meal  that  would  come  at  the  close  of  the  first 
session. 

32.  Hal  Shoemaker  came  to  direct  a  group  of  Ministers  of 
Music  (and  some  others),  in  the  singing  of  'The  God  Who  Gave  Us 
Life',  from  Testament  of  Freedom,  by  Randall  Thompson,  and 
'There  Is  A  Balm  in  Gilead',  arranged  by  Dawson. 

33.  W.  C.  Bearden,  pastor  at  Greenland  Avenue  Church,  read 
from  John  14:1-14,  in  preparation  for  the  annual  sermon.  He  had 
been  chosen  last  year  as  the  alternate  preacher  for  this  year's  sermon. 

34.  Dr.  George  H.  Moore,  recently  resigned  from  the  pastorate 
at  Allen  Street  Church,  delivered  the  annual  sermon.  He  used 
as  his  theme  the  statement  of  Jesus,  T  Am  the  Wav.'  Facing  the 
present  we  see  and  hear  of  riots,  wars,  frustrations,  and  emphasis 
on  things  material.  Is  the  Bible  relevant?  If  not  today,  it  never 
has  been,  nor  ever  will  be.  Jesus  alone  is  the  way.  He  affirmed 
that  Jesus  is  a  way  of  life;  a  way  of  service;  a  way  of  praver;  a 
way  of  peace.  Jesus  does  bring  peace— 'my  peace.'  The  world's 
way  is  war;  but  Jesus  counters  with,  'Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled.' 
Do  not  spend  time  going  in  the  wrong  direction— you  have  thus 
taken  wasted  steps.  A  return  to  Jesus  as  the  'wav'  will  cure  the 
world's  ills. 
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35.  The  closing  prayer  was  offered  by  Hatcher  S.  Elliott,  pastor 
at  the  Commonwealth  Church.  He  included  thanksgiving  for  the 
evening  meal. 

THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 

36.  Vice- Moderator,  Dr.  David  L.  Fletcher,  pastor  at  Sharon 
Forest  Church,  opened  the  evening  session. 

37.  Marion  R.  Epps,  Minister  of  Education  and  Music  at  the 
Wedgewood  Church,  led  in  the  singing  of  a  hymn. 

38.  J.  C.  Jones,  Jr.,  pastor  at  Green  Memorial,  read  Ephesians 
2:8-18,  and  offered  prayer. 

39.  Charles  O.  Milford,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Metro 
Ministry,  and  pastor  at  Park  Road  Church,  spoke  concerning  the 
challenge  of  the  inner-city  ministry.  He  observed  that  the  Phari- 
sees seemed  to  major  on  contempt,  while  Jesus  had  compassion. 
He  told  of  the  work  at  the  teen-age  center  on  East  Tenth  Street; 
mentioned  the  work  with  Spanish-speaking  people  at  Sharon  Forest; 
and  introduced  Harry  Griffin,  who  plays  an  important  role  in  the 
work  at  'The  Place'  in  Dil worth. 

40.  Charles  O.  Milford  made  a  recommendation  as  follows: 
The  Inner-city  Ministries  Committee  recommends  that  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association  in  annual  session  this  19th  of  October, 
1967,  instruct  the  Associational  Board  to  provide  for  the  calling 
and  employment  of  a  full-time  minister  to  give  leadership  and 
direction  to  our  inner-city  ministries  as  soon  as  a  properly  qualified 
person  can  be  found  for  this  task.  He  moved  for  adoption  of  this 
recommendation.  A  second  was  heard,  and  the  vote  following  was 
favorable. 

41.  Announcement  was  made  that  a  prayer  meeting  would 
be  held  after  adjournment  of  the  evening  session.  Woodlawn 
Church  would  provide  the  place  of  meeting. 

42.  H.  L.  Ferguson,  pastor  at  Thomasboro  Church,  declared 
his  intention  to  present  on  the  morrow,  a  change  in  the  By-Laws 
or  Constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  He  re- 
quested that  the  presiding  Vice-Moderator  rule  as  to  which  it  should 
be.  Several  of  the  messengers  voiced  their  feelings  concerning 
the  matter.  It  was  finally  decided  that  the  proposed  change  should 
be  read  to  the  session. 

43.  H.  L.  Ferguson  read: 
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PROPOSED  AMENDMENT 

In  keeping  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association  (quote)  Article  III-PURPOSE,  'The  Meck- 
lenburg Baptist  Association  shall  devise  and  recommend  meas- 
ures for  increasing  the  intelligence,  spiritual  power  and  activi- 
ties of  BAPTIST  Churches  and  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of 
Article  VII-MISSIONS  POLICY,  Section  5  (quote)  'The  Associ- 
ation encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their  own  member- 
ship policy  IN  A  WAY  THAT  IS  TRUE  TO  THE  NEW 
TESTAMENT  AND  TO  BAPTIST  POLITY.' 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we  amend  the  by-laws  by 
changing  Article  VII  to  Article  VIII,  and  Article  VII,  to  read  as 
follows:  "All  Churches  affiliated  with  this  Association  shall  be 
Churches  who  use  the  New  Testament  as  the  statement  of  their 
faith  and  Church  polity  and  require  that  all  candidates,  who 
are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on  the  basis  of 
belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for 
membership." 

Be  it  also  resolved  that  this  action  shall  become  effective 
on  the  day  before  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting  in  1968. 

44.  The  vice-moderator  ruled  that  the  proposed  amendent 
could  be  offered  as  a  change  to  the  By-Laws. 

45.  Hal  Shoemaker  led  in  the  singing  of  hymn,  'O  Master, 
Let  Me  Walk  With  Thee.' 

46.  Mrs.  Rovy  F.  Branon,  President  of  the  Associational  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Union,  was  presented  to  make  her  report. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  REPORT 

The  members  of  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary 
to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  is  made  up  of  the  members  of  the 
WMU  organizations  of  the  churches  in  the  association.  Annually  the  member- 
ship elects  officers  who  serve  as  the  Associational  WMU  Executive  Board. 
The  25  member  Board  meets  monthly  to  plan,  correlate  and  evaluate  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

The  associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  a  vital  force  in  sustained 
promotion  of  all  WMU  work.  It  also  has  a  responsibility  to  assist  in 
organizing  WMU  organizations  in  the  churches  within  the  Association  where 
there  is  need. 

During  the  past  year  WMU  Organizations  were  started  in  two  Churches 
where  there  was  none— Namely:  Carmel  and  Wilson  Memorial.  Additional 
youth  organizations  have  been  organized  in  Churches  where  there  was 
none,  or  too  few,  to  serve  all  age  groups. 
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The  Mecklenburg  Associational  WMU  held  its  annual  meeting  at 
Pritchard  Memorial  Church  on  April  4,  1967.  There  were  two  sessions: 
9:30-11:45  A.M.  and  7:30-9:00  P.M.  A  total  of  521  persons  representing 
51  Churches  registered  for  the  meeting;  also  13  visitors  came  from  several 
Negro  Churches.  Mrs.  Bill  Robertson,  Southern  Baptist  Missionary  to  Viet- 
nam, brought  the  morning  missionary  message  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Hollingsworth,  lay  members  of  our  Association,  brought  a  report  on  their 
recent  visit  to  our  Mission  Stations  in  Latin  America.  Three  Girls'  Auxiliary 
Queens  Regent-In-Service  served  as  pages.  They  were  Penny  Campbell  from 
Southside  and  Karen  Bush  and  Elaine  De  Mars  of  First  Church.  Special 
recognition  was  given  First  Baptist  Church  for  having  an  Honor  WMU  for 
1965-66.  Reports  just  received  indicate  that  First  Baptist  will  again  have 
an  Honor  WMU  for  1966-67. 

On  January  10,  1967,  at  First  Baptist  Church  the  Associational  WMU 
sponsored  a  Mission  Study  Institute  for  the  training  of  teachers  of  the 
Home  Mission  series  on  "THE  GREAT  LAKES  AREA"  under  the  leadership 
of  Mrs.  T.  C.  Christmas,  Associational  Mission  Study  Director. 

Mrs.  David  Olive,  Mission  Action  Director,  held  district  meetings  with 
church  mission  action  chairmen.  She  helped  to  promote  and  lead  in  a 
Literacy  Workshop  conducted  by  Rev.  Page  Shelton  of  the  Metro  Inner-City 
Ministry.  Miss  Mildred  Blankenship,  Field  Worker  in  Literacy  Missions 
with  the  Home  Mission  Board,  taught  the  classes  on  Feb.  13-17  at  Allen 
Street  in  the  morning  and  Enderly  Park  in  the  evening.  Between  70  and  75 
persons  completed  the  course  and  are  now  teaching  many  people  to  read 
and  write. 

Mrs.  Jack  Benjamin,  with  the  help  of  her  two  associates,  Mrs.  Harry 
Crassons  and  Mrs.  Jerry  Townsend,  conducted  a  Day  Camp  workshop  for 
Church  Sunbeam  leaders  so  that  they  could  plan  day  camps  for  8  year  old 
Sunbeams. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Katherine  McKinney  and  her  associates,  Mrs. 
Sam  Nichols  and  Mrs.  George  Koutsogeorgas,  the  Associational  Girls'  Auxiliary 
had  regular  quarterly  meetings  at  Pritchard  Memorial,  Wedgewood,  Hill- 
crest  and  Westover  with  an  average  attendance  of  150.  They  planned  and 
carried  through  on  four  extra  activities.  On  December  15,  1966  two  bus 
loads  of  GAs  and  Counselors  went  Christmas  Caroling  to  Nursing  Homes.  On 
February  15,  210  Intermediate  GAs  and  Counselors  met  at  Wilmont  Church 
for  a  banquet  where  Miss  Sara  Ann  Hobbs,  State  GA  Director,  spoke. 
The  officers  and  Counselors  of  the  Associational  Girls'  Auxiliary  had  a  prayer 
retreat  at  Highland  Park  Cabin  on  Lake  Wylie.  This  added  much  to  the 
spiritual  development  of  the  girls  and  Counselors. 

The  "YWA  Council"  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Paul  McGuirt  and 
her  two  associates,  Mrs.  E.  B.  Greene  and  Mrs.  Homer  Griffin,  Jr.,  had  regular 
quarterly  meetings.  A  Special  White  Bible  Service  was  held  in  October 
for  Edith  Brown,  retiring  Council  President.  52  young  women  from  9 
churches  participated. 

On  February  17  and  18,  1967  the  State  YWA  Convention  was  held  at 
First  Baptist  Church  where  1065  girls  from  all  over  North  Carolina  gathered 
for  inspiration  and  fellowship.  The  YWA  Council  with  its  leaders  helped 
host  the  group  and  participated  in  the  program.  The  annual  Associational 
YWA  banquet  took  place  on  April  25,  1967  at  Pritchard  Memorial  with  103 
in  attendance  including  two  foreign  exchange  students.  Guest  speaker  was 
Lanny  Johnson,  Minister  of  Education  at  Whiting  Avenue. 

As  Associational  WMU  President  I  have  visited  many  churches  and 
helped  organizations  as  they  had  need.      It  was  also  my  privilege  to  attend

the  following  meetings  during  the  year:  (1)  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
State  Woman's  Missionary  Union  convening  in  Wait  Chapel  of  Wake  Forest 
College  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  March  28-30,  1967.  (2)  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  when  it  met  in  Miami,  Florida  May  29- 
30,  1967.  (3)  WMU  Conference  week  at  Ridgecrest  August  10-16,  1967. 
(4)  The  WMU  President  and  thirteen  other  associational  officers  attended  the 
over-night  workshop  conducted  by  State  WMU  Leadership  at  First  Baptist 
Church,  Morganton,  N.  C.  on  September  8-9,  1967.  This  was  in  preparation 
for  the  local  leadership  Conference. 

The  last  week  of  the  Associational  year  was  designated  as  "WMU 
Leadership  Week",  September  25,  26  and  28,  1967.  The  Associational  officers 
and  directors  led  conferences  and  workshops  for  church  WMU  officers,  chair- 
men, counselors  and  leaders.  Miss  June  Whitlow,  WMU  Consultant,  from 
the  Birmingham  office  gave  a  special  presentation  of  the  new  concept  of 
mission  action  in  WMU  on  Monday  evening.  On  Tuesday  evening  she 
led  the  conference  for  presidents  while  eight  other  conferences  for  special 
WMU  work  were  led  by  various  associational  leaders.  Thursday  night  con- 
cluded the  six  hours  of  study  together.  Of  the  554  women  registered  293  quali- 
fied for  leadership  cards-140  WMS  cards,  20  YWA,  60  GA  and  43  Sunbeam. 
A  total  of  51  Churches  responded  to  the  opportunities  presented. 

Won't  you  pray  that  our  churches  will  "Grow  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowl- 
edge of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ".     2  Peter  3:18. 

47.  Pascal  Colson,  Minister  of  Music  at  Southside  Church,  led 
the  choir  of  his  church  in  singing  "My  God  and  I." 

48.  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  Associational  Superintendent  of  Missions, 
introduced  the  speaker  for  the  evening  session,  Dr.  Alan  Keith- 
Lucas,  of  the  School  of  Social  Work,  University  of  North  Carolina, 
Chapel  Hill. 

49.  Dr.  Keith-Lucas  said  it  was  possible  that  some  may  not 
know  what  the  work  of  God  was  in  the  world— to  love  God,  love 
your  neighbor,  and  to  serve  God  and  man.  We  are  to  go  beyond 
the  artificial  barriers  of  race  and  creed;  to  give  food  where  it  is 
needed,  but  more  important,  we  are  to  give  ourselves.  We  are 
not  to  make  judgements.  Some  people  do  not  care  what  happens 
to  others;  they  are  only  interested  if  they  get  something  in  return;— 
for  example;  gratitude.  Many  feel  that  public  relief  is  a  breeder 
of  laziness  and  immorality.  Yes,  some  so  fall  into  this  classification, 
for  not  all  can  live  on  70%  of  what  it  takes  to  exist.  There  were 
dangerous  sins  in  the  early  church;  pride,  avarice,  gluttony  and 
lust.  We  seem  to  have  found  these  sins  and  practice  them  for 
ourselves.  Jesus  died  while  we  were  yet  sinners;  not  after  we 
had  ceased  from  sin.  We  need  to  meet  some  needs,  and  then 
move  on  to  meet  other  needs.  People  have  heard  the  Gospel,  but 
have  not  let  it  change  their  lives. 
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50.  Vice-Moderator,  David  L.  Fletcher,  expressed  thanks  to 
the  members  of  Southside  Church  for  their  hospitality. 

51.  Dr.  Carl  E.  Bates,  pastor  at  the  First  Church,  offered 
prayer  as  the  first  day's  sessions  were  brought  to  a  close. 

FRIDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

October  20,  1967 

52.  Moderator  Thurman  B.  Stone  opened  the  Friday  morning 
session  at  9:00  o'clock,  in  the  beautiful  new  sanctuary  of  his  own 
church,  Calvary. 

53.  Although  Calvary  is  only  twenty-two  years  old,  it  has 
become  in  this  time  one  of  the  stronger  churches  in  the  association. 
It  was  organized  in  1945,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  A.  G. 
Sargeant,  and  a  nucleus  of  about  one  hundred  people  from  the 
Enderly  Park  Church.  It  was  first  located  on  Camp  Greene  Street. 
After  the  death  of  Mr.  Sargeant,  the  church  called  the  Rev.  Harry 
Lee  Thomas  as  pastor.  (Mr.  Thomas  is  now  pastor  of  the  States- 
ville  Avenue  Church.)  It  was  during  this  time  that  the  church 
purchased  property  on  Ashley  Road.  Relocation  of  the  church 
was  accomplished  during  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev.  Robert  L. 
Troxler.  The  church  has  recently  completed  the  construction  of  a 
$250,000  education  and  auditorium  building.  The  Rev.  Thurman 
B.  Stone  came  to  the  church  as  pastor  in  1962.  Mr.  Stone  had 
previously  served  the  Greenland  Avenue  Church  as  pastor.  The 
membership  now  stands  at  734. 

54.  Marion  R.  Epps  led  in  singing  'Love  Divine,  All  Loves 
Excelling.'    Alex  Hegenbart  accompanied  on  the  piano. 

55.  W.  Frank  Marks,  pastor  at  Eastern  Hills  Church,  read 
Ephesians  4:1-8,  and  voiced  a  prayer. 

56.  William  A.  Wallace,  Chairman  of  the  Place  and  Preacher 
Committee,  and  pastor  of  the  Woodlawn  Church,  reported  that 
the  1968  sessions  of  the  Mecklenburg  Association  would  be  held 
with  the  Calvary  and  Mulberry  Churches  on  October  24th  and  25th. 
J.  C.  Jones,  Jr.,  pastor  at  Green  Memorial,  was  announced  as 
preacher  for  the  annual  sermon,  with  R.  T.  Funderburk,  pastor 
at  Mulberry  Church,  as  the  alternate. 

57.  Alex  Hagenbart,  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee, 
and  Minister  of  Education  and  Music  at  Oakhurst  Church,  made 
report  as  follows: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  expresses  its  appreciation  to  the  many 
individuals  and  congregations  whose  cooperation  assures  the  continuing 
success  of  our  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

This  Committee  recommends  that  the  messengers  to  the  82nd  session  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  express  their  gratitude  in  particular. 

1.  To  our  host  churches,  Southside  Baptist  and  Calvary  Baptist,  and  their 
Pastors,  W.  C.  Sledge  and  Thurman  B.  Stone,  for  their  hospitality  and 
their  fine  spirit  of  friendliness. 

2.  To  our  Moderator,  Brother  Thurman  B.  Stone,  for  discharging  the  duties 
of  his  office  in  an  efficient  and  sympathetic  manner;  to  Hal  Shoemaker 
and  the  other  ministers  of  music  for  their  inspiration  through  music;  to 
Dr.  George  H.  Moore,  Dr.  Alan  Keith-Lucas,  Dr.  Nathan  Brooks  and 
Dr.  James  Stertz  for  their  inspirations  through  the  spoken  word. 

3.  To  all  who  labored  faithfully  on  the  standing  committees  and  to  the 
associational  officers  giving  inspired  leadership  to  our  Sunday  School, 
Training  Union,  W.M.U.,  Brotherhood,  Music,  and  R.A.  work;  to  our 
Statistician  and  to  our  Clerk  for  their  many  hours  of  unselfish  devotion. 

4.  To  our  Brother  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  for  his  continuing  fine  work  in  behalf 
of  all  the  churches  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

5.  To  our  Brother  Page  Shelton  for  his  part  in  making  the  inner-city  ministry 
more  meaningful. 

The  Resolutions  Committee  feels  compelled  to  encourage  our  churches 
to  work  together  in  unity  for  the  glorification  of  our  common  Lord  by  Whose 
grace  we  are  His  servants  and  fellow-laborers,  and  by  Whose  love  we  are 
sustained. 

58.  Dr.  Bonnie  Cone  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina- 
Charlotte,  was  introduced  by  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  to  speak  concerning 
'Our  Student  Ministry'  at  the  University.  She  mentioned  the  125 
faculty  members  serving  the  University,  which  number  included 
four  full-time  professors  of  religion.  A  major  is  now  being  offered 
in  religion.  It  is  hoped  that  one  religious  center  will  house 
a  cooperative  venture  for  religious  groups,  which  would  be  more 
suited  to  the  age  in  which  we  live. 

59.  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  Asso- 
ciation, brought  an  interesting  and  challenging  report.  He  men- 
tioned some  high  points  of  the  past  year,  and  indicated  some 
forward  steps  for  the  future. 

60.  Hal  Shoemaker  led  the  messengers  in  the  singing  of  'When 
I  Survey  the  Wondrous  Cross.' 

61.  Dr.  Nathan  Brooks,  Director  of  Division  of  Church  Pro- 
grams, State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  was  recognized  to 
speak  on  the  subject  of  'The  Church  and  Christian  Nurture.'  We 
are  face  to  face  with  change;  change  comes  religiously,  also.  Once 
we  had  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  which  changed  to  Training  Union,  and  now 
we  have  the  Church  Training  Program.     We  are  not  to  follow 
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every  shifting  wind,  but  make  orderly  ehange  that  we  might  not 
have  chaos.  The  following  could  be  of  real  value  to  us;  1)  Co- 
ordinate our  efforts;  2)  Give  primacy  to  leadership  training;  3)  Ex- 
periment should  not  be  feared,  major  on  people  and  not  on  pro- 
grams; 4)  Encourage  people  to  become  involved  with  personal 
witnessing;  5)  Encourage  people  in  visions  and  dreams. 

62.  Under  the  time  set  aside  to  consider  miscellaneous  matters, 
the  Moderator  announced  that  newspaper  and  television  repre- 
sentatives were  present.  He  wished  guidance  from  the  messengers 
as  to  the  advisability  of  this  form  of  reporting  on  the  meeting. 

63.  Albert  C.  Helms,  Jr.,  pastor  at  Thrift  Church,  offered  a 
motion  as  follows:  1  make  a  motion  that  the  meeting  at  Calvary 
Baptist  Church  not  be  televised  or  any  report  be  made  by  any 
news  reporter  to  report  this  meeting.'  The  motion  received  second, 
and  some  discussion  followed.  When  vote  was  called  it  was  de- 
clared that  the  motion  had  been  defeated. 

64.  Several  institutional  representatives  were  recognized;  Mrs. 
W.  R.  Waggoner  Director,  Child  Development  Center,  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina;  Dr.  Thurman  Lewis,  Gardner 
Webb  College;  Joe  Stroud,  and  Dr.  Bill  Smith. 

65.  Moderator  Stone  declared  the  time  had  arrived  for  the 
election  of  officers.  Roberts  C.  Lasater  placed  in  nomination  the 
name  of  Thurman  B.  Stone  as  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 
There  was  no  other  nominations,  and  the  present  Moderator  was 
elected  for  a  second  term  by  acclamation.  For  Vice-Moderator 
the  names  of  Leland  K.  Stephens  and  David  L.  Fletcher  were 
offered.  Upon  a  following  vote,  Leland  K.  Stephens,  pastor  at 
Grace  Church,  was  declared  elected. 

66.  Fred  C.  Roberts,  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee 
submitted  the  following  for  nomination  and  election:  Associational 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Jack  Robinson;  Associational  Train- 
ing Union  Director,  Preston  Lawrence;  Associational  Music  Direc- 
tor, Hal  Shoemaker;  Associational  Clerk,  Edward  Lovell;  Associr 
ational  Brotherhood  Director,  Robert  F.  Hewitt.  After  proper  vote, 
these  were  elected. 

67.  Dr.  James  Stertz,  pastor  of  Wake  Forest  Baptist  Church, 
Wake  Forest,  N.  C,  was  introduced  to  bring  the  associational 
message.  He  read  Ephesians  2:11-16.  The  church  is  under  fire, 
being  charged  with:  God  is  dead;  having  comfortable  pews;  offer- 
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ing  cheap  grace;  and,  being  a  product  of  culture.  We  are  keepers 
of  the  aquarium  instead  of  being  'fishers  of  men.'  OUR  ISO- 
LATION from  the  world,  from  others,  from  our  sister  churches, 
causes  us  to  condemn  others  along  with  pagans.  We  major  on 
'come  out  from  among  them— be  separate/  and,  'he  is  not  one  of 
us.'  OUR  LIMITED  OUTLOOK  finds  that  some  members  may 
want  to  get  out,  but  leadership  says,  no!— stay  inside;  we  have 
become  island  churches,  and  do  not  welcome  change.  The  answer 
is  to  recognize  no  shorelines,  but  to  go  everywhere.  OUR  PRO- 
GRAM is  confined  to  our  own  four  walls;  we  find  it  good  to  come 
together,  to  rest,  to  feature  eating  and  records.  The  church  is 
on  K.  P.  duty.  It  is  tragic  when  we  have  God  in  our  box;  does 
He  love  only  us,  as  Israel  of  old  came  to  believe.  OUR  ACTIONS 
DEMONSTRATED  by  our  locked  doors  at  eleven  o'clock  on  a 
Sunday  morning.  HOW  DO  WE  GET  OVER  ALL  THIS?  It  may 
take  another  Pentecost  to  shake  us.  It  takes  the  Holy  Spirit's 
help  to  get  the  job  done  for  we  have  been  dry  ecclesiastically. 
We  need  a  missionary  concept  for  the  church,  for  it  is  not  an 
institution  to  be  maintained,  but  a  mission.  We  must  find  out 
that  'church  in  house'  works,  and  that  we  belong  to  Jesus  Christ. 

68.  Moderator  announced  that  it  was  time  to  consider  changes 
in  Constitution  or  By-Laws. 

69.  Motion  was  made  by  Dr.  Carl  E.  Bates  of  First  Church, 
that  we  not  bring  up  the  matter  of  changes  in  the  Constitution 
or  By-Laws.    The  motion  failed. 

70.  H.  L.  Ferguson,  pastor  at  Thomasboro  Church,  read  again 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  that  he  read  on  the  day 
before.  He  moved  for  its  adoption;  a  second  was  received. 
(From  this  point  on  to  the  close  of  the  session,  many  sought  to 
be  heard  as  they  expressed  reasons  why  the  change  should  be 
adopted.  Others  desired  to  speak  to  the  messengers,  giving  their 
opinions  on  why  they  felt  the  change  should  not  be  adopted.  It 
is  not  the  purpose  of  this  minute  to  record  all  that  was  said.  For 
those  interested  in  knowing  and  hearing  every  word  spoken,  there 
is  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  a 
taped  recording.) 

71.  Motion  was  made  that  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  be  fol- 
lowed, except  where  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  do  not  provide 
to  the  contrary.    This  was  approved. 
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72.  Leland  K.  Stephens,  pastor  at  Grace  Church,  offered  a 
substitute  proposal: 

WHEREAS  certain  actions  by  some  of  our  sister  churches  regarding  the 
mode  of  baptism  for  church  membership  has  precipitated  a  crisis  among  the 
churches  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  and 

WHEREAS  it  is  common  knowledge  that  there  have  been  and  always 
will  be  differences  among  us  in  matters  of  interpretation  and  practice  (Luke 
9:49-50)  and, 

WHEREAS  we  all  stand  in  danger  of  having  our  Baptist  faith,  and  work 
undermined  by  the  gradual  turning  away  of  individual  churches  from  our 
historic  Baptist  principles  and  doctrines,  and, 

WHEREAS  our  freedom  as  local  self-governing  churches  is  in  grave 
danger  of  being  impaired  by  influences  from  the  local  association  or  other 
bodies, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  we,  the  messengers  to  the  Eighty- 
second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association; 

(1)  Re-affirm  that  we  hold  baptism  to  be  by  immersion  and  to  be 
administered  to  believers  only  (Matthew  28:19-20),  (Romans 
6:3-4),  (I  Cor.  12:13); 

(2)  Have  it  duly  recorded  that  we  stand  opposed  to  the  actions  of 
our  sister  churches  in  departing  from  our  historic  Baptist  princi- 
ples concerning  baptism; 

(3)  We  re-affirm  our  historic  belief  in  the  autonomy  of  the  local 
church  (the  right  of  each  church  to  govern  itself  as  it  feels  led 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  without  outside  interference). 

A  second  to  the  motion  was  received.     In  the  vote  following,  the 

messengers  defeated  this  substitute  proposal. 

73.  During  the  three  hour  discussion  period  there  were  motions 
to  extend  the  time  limit;  to  adjourn  the  session;  to  stop  debate. 
During  one  of  the  periods  of  ballot  taking  and  counting,  other 
Constitution  and  By-Law  changes  were  presented  and  acted  upon. 
(These  are  given  later  in  the  minutes.) 

74.  At  long-last  the  question  of  the  By-Law  change  as  pro- 
posed by  H.  L.  Ferguson  was  called  for.  Vote  to  be  by  ballot. 
A  special  Teller  Committee  under  the  leadership  of  Earl  N.  Porter, 
pastor  at  Whiting  Avenue,  which  had  already  had  a  busy  after- 
noon, returned  to  the  assembly  with  the  decision  of  the  messengers. 
There  were  214  votes  in  favor  of  the  proposed  change  to  the 
By-Laws,  and  130  against  making  the  change.  Moderator  Stone 
announced  the  affirmative  vote. 

75.  Hatcher  S.  Elliott,  pastor  at  Commonwealth,  offered  a 
motion  as  follows: 

1.  That  this  Association  commit  itself  to  a  Covenant  of  Prayer. 

2.  That  this  Association  ask  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  use  every 
method  at  his  disposal  to  enlist  every  church  in  earnest  prayer  to 
Almighty  God  concerning  the  present  problem  and  our  continuing 
fellowship. 
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3.  That  at  the  same   time   we  ask  the  leadership  of  our  Association   to 
give  a  new  emphasis  to  missions  and  evangelism. 

76.  At  an  earlier  period  in  the  session,  Harry  Lee  Thomas, 
pastor  at  Statesville  Avenue  Church,  offered  a  motion: 

RESOLVED:  "That  the  82nd  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Associ- 
ation respectfully  urge  our  public  officials- local  and  statewide— to  seek  further 
funds  by  raising  taxes  on  the  harmful  and  non-essential  commodities,  tobacco 
and  alcohol,  before  pressing  for  a  sales  tax  increase  on  the  necessities  of  life— 
a  method  that  places  a  disproportionate  burden  on  the  average  wage-earner 
and  the  poor— those  least  able  to  afford  it." 
This  motion  was  not  adopted  by  the  messengers. 

77.  Roberts  C.  Lasater,  Associational  Board  President,  called 
the  attention  of  the  messengers  to  the  proposed  changes  in  the 
Constitution  (see  item  22)  which  he  read  on  the  previous  day's 
afternoon  session.  He  moved  for  the  adoption  of  these  changes. 
His  motion  received  second,  and  the  vote  following  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

78.  Wendell  Davis  moved  for  adjournment  of  the  session. 
There  was  a  second,  and  the  messengers  voted  to  close  the  Eighty- 
second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

79.  Thurman  B.  Stone  led  the  closing  prayer.

The  1968  Minutes  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 
are  affectionately  dedicated  to  the  memory  of 

JOHN  C.  FLETCHER,  JR. 

Minister  of  Education 
Pritchard  Memorial  Church 


So  close  was  John's  twenty-year  relationship  as  minister  of  education 
that  it  can  be  stated  that  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church  is  itself  a 
memorial  to  his  life.  (The  lodge  on  Lake  Norman  is  to  be  named  for  him.) 
The  men  of  the  church  had  worked  on  the  lodge  with  John.  They  had 
remodeled  the  church  office  with  John.  For  regular  meetings  John  usually 
worked  in  the  kitchen. 

This  was  typical  of  him.  No  task  was  too  menial  to  claim  his  personal 
attention.  For  larger  responsibilities  his  leadership  was  there  but  almost 
obscured  by  those  who  were  rightly  the  organizational  heads. 

John  was  as  genuine  as  an  Ivory  Soap  ad.  He  was  so  natural  that  there 
was  an  impression  of  unconcern;  actually  he  was  amazingly  thorough  and  a 
genius  for  detail.  To  express  his  operation  in  colloquial  language,  he  never 
missed  a  trick. 

It  would  fill  up  a  page  to  recall  all  that  he  did  in  the  Association  and 
because  of  it.  In  the  last  few  years,  however,  he  saved  his  strength  for  his 
own  church.  They  were  his  people  and  he  always  acted  more  like  one  of 
them  than  he  did  staff. 

Perhaps  this  was  one  of  John's  chief  virtues.  He  was  just  one  of  us.  No 
other  ambition  did  he  show  except  to  himself.  And  his  mirror  was  honest. 

This  almost  self-belittling  concept  of  servanthood  is  rare.  But  at 
Pritchard  and  with  John  it  was  contagious.  If  foundation  can  be  spirit, 
then  one  is  laid.

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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Kerfoot's  Rules  of  Order  followed: 

Article  I— Name 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  It 
may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc. 

Article  II— Composition 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be  composed  of 
the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  missionary  Baptist  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messengers 
according  to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred  members  or 
less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor;  churches  with  more 
than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  messenger  for  every  one 
hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed  ten  messengers,  including  the 
pastor. 

Article  III— Purpose 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  shall:  devise  and  recommend 
measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence,  spiritual  power  and  activities  of  Baptist 
churches  in  ways  designed  to  develop  their  resources,  energies  and  gifts  in  the 
advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world;  promote,  encourage  and 
sponsor  the  establishment  of  missions,  Sunday  schools  and  churches;  engage  in  other 
activities  related  to  religious  work. 

Section  2.  The  association  is  a  means  by  which  the  affiliated  churches  may 
engage  in  activities  beyond  their  capacity  as  individual  churches.  It  is  in  this  context 
that  a  wider  Christian  fellowship  is  provided,  an  express  need  which  the  association  is 
designed  to  meet. 

Article  IV— Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Statistician,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational 
Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  Brotherhood  President. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the 
floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting.  The 
other  above  named  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  but  nominations  for 
these  offices  shall  be  made  by  a  committee  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  association. 
Nominations  by  the  committee  appointed  shall  not,  however,  preclude  nominations 
from  the  floor.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  associational 
meeting  in  which  they  are  elected  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and  appoint 
committees  as  are  required  by  this  consitiution.  He  shall  also  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and 
cannot  immediately  succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  term.  The  Vice- 
Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the 
Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 
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Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the 
churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records  of  the 
churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the  association 
such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

Article  V— Associational  Board 

Section  1.  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  one  lay  member, 
elected  by  each  cooperating  church,  together  with  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating 
church,  the  officers  of  the  association,  the  chairmen  of  standing  committees,  and  the 
President  of  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  The  associational  board 
may  also  elect  to  the  board  each  year,  those  persons  whom  they  may  consider 
important  to  the  work  of  the  association,  such  as  associate  pastors,  ministers  of 
education,  and  retired  ministers. 

Section  2.  The  associational  board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  interim.  The 
operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  consitution  of  the 
association  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  of  the  association  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
associational  board,  as  early  after  the  annual  meeting  as  is  deemed  advisable,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  the  board  for  the  work  of  the  new  year. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the  board  and 
that  of  the  association. 

Article  VI— Procedure 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  nominating  committee  as  provided  by 
Article  IV,  Section  2. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  and 
a  committee  on  Resolutions. 

Section  3.  After  the  annual  meeting,  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  committee 
of  five  to  serve  as  an  Order  of  Business  Committee.  The  committee  shall  work  with 
the  Moderator  and  Promotional  Secretary.  It  will  have  the  responsibility  of  planning 
the  program  for  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the  second 
day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  association  during  the  first  day 
of  the  annual  meeting. 


Article  VII— Missions  Policy 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting  of  new 
churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initiative  for 
beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek  the 
leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordination  in  what 
is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by  the 
churches  which  makes  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or  actions  of 
the  association  should  therefor  respect  the  integrity  of  the  cooperating  churches  and 
associational  missionary  endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does  seek  to 
encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting  an  orderly 
growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  association. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their  own 
membership  policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to  Baptist  polity. 
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BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day  to  be 
determined  at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and 
publicized  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time  for 
publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  1  of  each  year  and  close  September 
30  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Kerfoot's  parliamentary  law. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the  associational 
board,  shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  All  newly  formed  churches  desiring  admission  into  the  association  shall 
present  their  petitionary  letters  to  the  President  of  the  associational  board  three 
months  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  association,  so  that  they  may  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Petitionary  Letters  for  their  examination  and  recommendation  to  the 
association  during  the  next  meeting.  Any  church  making  application  for  admission  to 
the  association  will  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  one  year. 

6.  If  any  Church  in  the  Association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive  years  in 
filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the  Association  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  to  the  Associational  Board, 
and  action  to  this  effect  by  the  Association. 

7.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  present. 


CONSTITUTION  OF 
THE   MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD, 

INC. 

THIS  IS  TO  CERTIFY,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  asso- 
ciate ourselves  into  a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and 
the  applicable  sub-sections  thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to 
that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

Article  I— Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be,  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

Article  II— Location 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

Article    III— Objects    and   Purposes 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed 
are: 
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Section  1.  To  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  and  activities  of  Baptist  Churches  and  for 
developing  their  resources,  energies,  and  gifts  in  the  advancement  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world. 

Section  2.  To  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  the  establishment  of 
missions,    Sunday  schools,    and  churches. 

Section  3.  To  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  religious  educational 
programs. 

Section  4.     To  engage  in  activities  related  to  religious  work. 

Article   IV— Powers 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  sell,  lease,  convey 
and  receive  as  gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and 
additional  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  fore- 
going powers  and  purposes,  the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could 
do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in 
the  same  name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and 
attested  by  the  Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  members  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation,  and 
the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Associational  Board,    Inc.  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Article  V— Membership 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  member- 
ship shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly 
elected  to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  IV, 
Section  1,    of  the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
administered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which 
shall  be  vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its 
members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meeting. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on 
all  matters  coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote 
of  a  quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 

Article  Vl-Officers 

The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  elected  by  ballot  at  the  first  meeting  following 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

The  present  officers  of  the  Associational  Board  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  as  shown  in  the  minutes   and  records  of  said  Board  for   1946 
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shall  ipso  facto  become  the  officers  of  this  Corporation  as  herein  provided 
for  the  rest  of  the  associational  year  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is  Charlotte, 
Mecklenburg  County,  North  Carolina,  and  the  name  of  the  Registered  Agent 
of  the  corporation  at  such  address  is  Edwin  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of 
Missions  or  his  successor. 

Article  VII— Committees 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  executive  committee  com- 
posed of  officers  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  the 
chairmen  of  all  standing  committees,  and  five  members-at-large  from  the 
membership  of  the  corporation,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tist Association.  The  executive  committee  shall  transact  all  business,  particu- 
larly of  an  executive  nature,  committed  to  it  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Associational  Board,  Inc.,  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  for  membership  on  the  regular  com- 
mittees. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  missions  committee,  composed 
of  seven  members,  which  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  mission  work 
in  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association;  to  locate  strategic  places  where 
missions  or  churches  may  be  established;  to  make  recommendations  for  the 
purchase  of  lots  and  other  property  for  missions,  churches,  and  religious 
work;  and  to  recommend  to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board, 
Inc.,    programs  for  establishing  work  in  these  locations. 

Section  3.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  ordination  advisory  com- 
mittee, composed  of  twelve  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  counsel  with 
churches,  as  requested,  and  with  ministerial  candidates,  concerning  exami- 
nation and  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 
The  committee  shall  also  act  for  the  association  when  request  concerning 
endorsement  of  a  license  to  the  ministry  is  received. 

Section  4.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  finance  committee,  composed 
of  seven  members  in  addition  to  the  treasurer  of  the  associational  board, 
the  president  of  the  associational  board,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  finance  committee  shall  prepare  a  budget  for  recommendation 
to  the  associational  board,  supervise  the  work  of  the  associational  treasurer, 
arrange  for  an  annual  audit  of  the  finances  of  the  associational  board,  pro- 
vide counsel  to  the  associational  board  concerning  financial  matters,  and 
act  for  the  associational  board  as  directed. 

Section  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  interracial 
cooperation,  composed  of  ten  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  work  with 
Negro  Baptists  in  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  concern. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  petitionary 
letters,  composed  of  five  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all 
applications  of  churches  for  affiliation  with  the  Mecklenburg  Association  and 
to  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Mecklenburg    Baptist   Association. 

Section  7.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  property  committee,  com- 
posed of  three  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  superintend  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  associational  office  and  grounds  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  finance  committee  and/or  the  associational  board  as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  8.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  Educational  Council,  the 
chairman  of  which  shall  be  the  superintendent  of  missions.  The  constituent 
parts  of  the  council  and  the  scope  of  its  responsibilities  are  to  be  determined 
by  the  board  and  as  indicated  herein. 
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(1)  The  Associational   Sunday  School   Superintendent,    Training  Union 

Director,    Brotherhood    Director    and    Woman's    Missionary    Union    President 
shall   be   members   of   the   Educational    Council. 

(2)  A  board-elected  Music  Director  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Educa- 
tional Council,    and  shall  lead  in  an  associational  program  of  music  education. 

(3)  A  board-elected  chairman  of  evangelism  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Educational  Council  and  shall  relate  the  ministry  of  evangelism  to  the 
full  ministry  of  the  association. 

(4)  The   Educational   Council   shall   have    the    responsibility   of   prepai 
ing  a  calendar  of  activities.   It   shall   also   correlate,    plan   and   promote   the 
educational   services    and    organizations    of   the    association. 

Section  9.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  inner-city  minis- 
tries, composed  of  twelve  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  give  guidance 
and  direction  to  local  missions  ministries  other  than  those  pertaining  to  mission 
churches  and  new  churches. 

Section  10.  The  corporation  shall  have  such  other  committees  as  are 
authorized  by  resolution  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tional Board,    Inc. 

Section  11.  The  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  select  from  its 
membership  or  from  the  membership  of  any  churches  who  are  members 
of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  individuals  to  serve  on  any  and 
all  of  its  regular  committees  or  special  committees  and  nothing  herein  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  any  member  of  any  cooperating  church  from 
serving  on  such  committees. 

Section  12.  The  present  members  of  the  aforesaid  committee  shall 
ipso  facto  become  members  of  said  committee,  as  herein  provided  for  the 
remainder  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  year,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected  or  appointed.

Article   IX— Duration 

The  duration  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  unlimited.

PROCEEDINGS 

of  the 

Eighty- third  Annual  Session 

of  the 

Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 

(Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  until  1935) 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 
October  24,  1968 

1.  The  Eighty-third  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  met  with  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  Thursday  afternoon,  October  24,  1968,  at  3:30  o'clock,  with 
Moderator  Thurman  B.  Stone,  presiding. 

2.  The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in  the  year 
1886.  The  Preacher  and  the  Moderator  were  one,  Rev.  E.  C.  Williams.  The 
Clerk  was  J.  M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual  session  of  1935,  held  at  the 
Durham  Memorial  Church,  the  churches  of  Cabarrus  County  were  granted 
letters  to  form  the  Cabarrus  Association. 

3.  The  sessions  of  this  day  and  the  emergency  session  of  October  20, 
1967,  constitute  a  "First"  for  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  messengers  to  meet 
with  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church.  (A  brief  history  of  the  Calvary  Church 
was  presented  in  last  year's  minutes,  and  will  not  be  repeated  here.) 

4.  Harold  I.  Shoemaker,  Associational  Music  Director,  Assistant 
Pastor  and  Music  Director  of  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Church,  led  the 
singing  of  "The  Church's  One  Foundation." 

5.  The  theme  as  chosen  by  the  Program  Committee  for  the  annual 
session  was  "We  Love  Because  He  First  Loved  Us." 

6.  Allen  Bailey  a  layman  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  read  verses 
from  John  13:  31-35  and  John  15:12-17  and  offered  a  prayer. 

7.  Thurman  B.  Stone,  Moderator  and  pastor  of  Calvary  Church,  with 
gavel  in  place,  announced  the  opening  of  the  eighty-third  annual  session  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

8.  The  Moderator  voiced  a  hearty  welcome  to  Calvary  Church  in 
behalf  of  himself  and  the  members. 

9.  Motion  was  made  by  Richard  Kennedy  that  the  messengers 
present  and  those  who  might  later  attend,  constitute  the  Eighty-third 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  business 
and  hearing  reports,  and  that  the  program  as  printed  and  in  the  hands  of 
the  messengers,  be  the  official  order  of  business;  with  whatever  changes 
might  be  found  necessary.  The  motion  received  second. 
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10.  H.  L.  Ferguson,  pastor  of  the  Thomasboro  Church,  offered  a 
substitute  motion:  That  the  messengers  present  and  those  who  might 
attend  later,  who  have  been  duly  elected  by  churches  conforming  to  our 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  constitute  the  Eighty-third  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  business  and  hearing  reports. 
The  motion  received  second.  After  determining  that  it  was  the  intention  to 
include  the  printed  program  as  the  official  order  of  business,  the  vote 
which  followed  was  favorable  to  the  substitute  motion. 

11.  At  this  point  Moderator  Stone  read  a  letter  from  the  St.  John's 
Baptist  Church. 

12.  The  Moderator  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
Committees:  PLACE  AND  PREACHER:  Chairman,  Frank  Koger,  J.  Nick 
Price,  Coit  Troutman,  Dan  Silver,  Frank  Moore.  RESOLUTIONS:  Chair- 
man, Frank  Marks,  S.  M.  Dorton,  Mrs.  Guy  Helms,  Mrs.  James  DeLoach. 
TELLER:  Chairman,  Howard  Carlton,  Dennis  Larkin,  Troy  Sherrin, 
Hatcher  Elliott.  NOMINATING:  Chairman,  Grady  Faulk,  Clyde  Bearden, 
Joe  Burnette,  Leland  Stephens,  Ernest  Glass.  PROGRAM:  Chairman, 
Richard  Kennedy,  Hal  Shoemaker,  Dean  Kaufman,  Kenneth  L.  Hollifield, 
S.  M.  Dorton. 

13.  Each  messenger  was  furnished  with  a  package  of  materials  which 
included  program,  calendar  of  1969  events  and  meetings,  financial 
information,  and  assorted  reports. 

14.  Several  new  workers  and  pastors  had  assumed  leadership  responsi- 
bilities in  the  Association  since  the  last  annual  meeting:  PASTORS; 
Eastway,  Edgar  L.  Christy,  Independence  Hill,  John  F.  Perry,  Jr., 
Providence,  Wm.  H.  Crouch,  Trinity,  Robert  H.  Sims.  EDUCATION; 
Midwood,  Larry  Sledge.  Some  of  these  were  present  and  introduced  to  the 
messengers. 

15.  Associational  Board  President,  Wm.  A.  Wallace,  pastor  at  Wood- 
lawn  Church,  was  introduced  for  the  presentation  of  the  Board's  report. 

REPORT  OF  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD 

TO  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

October  24,  25,  1968 

The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board  met  to  organize  after  the  annual 
session  in  1967,  upon  the  call  of  Moderator  Thurman  B.  Stone.  A  committee  to 
nominate  board  officers  had  been  appointed  by  the  moderator,  and  made 
recommendations  for  all  officers. 

The  Rev.  D.  J.  Abernathy,  Pastor  of  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church,  was  elected  as 
board  president.  Later  in  the  year  Mr.  Abernathy  accepted  a  call  to  a  church  in 
Orlando,  Fla.  and  he  was  succeeded  in  this  position  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Wallace, 
pastor  of  the  Woodlawn  Baptist  Church.  Mr.  Wallace  had  been  vice-president  of  the 
board. 

Joel  L.  Williams  continued  as  treasurer  of  the  board  and  James  J.  Caldwell  as 
secretary.  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  is  superintendant  of  missions  and  works  with  all  the 
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standing  committees  of  the  board. 

The  board  functions  much  as  does  the  general  board  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina.  It  is  incorported  so  that  it  may  operate  for  the 
association  in  between  annual  sessions.  All  the  standing  committees  of  the  association 
are  committees  of  the  board.  The  board,  therefore,  has  its  own  officers  and  the 
association,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  annual  meeting,  has  its  own  officers.  The 
moderator  works  very  closely  with  both  groups  of  officers. 

One  of  the  more  interesting  things  which  the  board  experienced  during  the  course 
of  the  year  was  the  holding  of  Seminary  Day  in  cooperation  with  Southeastern 
Theological  Seminary.  This  was  held  on  the  fifth  Sunday  in  March,  1968,  and  about 
thirty  of  the  churches  in  the  association  heard  speakers  from  the  seminary.  Dr.  OHn 
T.  Binkley  was  present,  as  well  as  faculty  members.  It  was  acclaimed  as  a  success  by 
all  participants. 

A  rather  large  item  was  inserted  in  the  associational  budget  for  the  year  in  order 
to  give  assistance  to  the  Allen  Street  Baptist  Church  which  needed  to  move  from  the 
location  which  it  had  occupied  tor  many  years.  The  board  voted  to  appropriate 
S20,000  by  the  end  of  1968,  if  possible,  toward  the  purchase  of  property  for  the 
Allen  Street  Church  which  in  its  new  location  was  to  be  called  Shamrock  Drive.  Rev. 
Ernest  W.  Glass  is  pastor.  The  association  has  been  able  to  keep  its  own  commitment 
in  this  regard  and  has  made  payments  on  schedule. 

Some  effort  was  made  for  the  association  to  obtain  the  old  Allen  Street  property. 
This  was  not  a  move  designed  to  help  the  church  but  rather  to  minister  to  the 
community.  It  was  not  considered  by  the  vote  which  was  taken  in  committee  a 
project  which  the  association  could  afford  to  assume. 

The  board  did  vote  to  include  in  the  budget  a  small  appropriation  for  a  ministry 
to  the  jails  and  prison  camps.  Robert  L.  Hollingsworth  is  the  part-time  chaplain  for 
this  work. 

Participation  in  the  student  work  at  UNC— C,  now  called  the  United  Religious 
Ministry  ot  UNC— C  continues.  The  moderator  and  superintendent  of  missions 
represents  the  board  in  making  plans  and  carrying  out  this  work. 

A  resort  ministry  on  Lake  Norman  has  been  promoted  in  cooperation  with  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Mooresville,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  and 
associations  which  border  the  lake.  It  is  planned  to  resume  this  ministry  in  1969. 

The  board  is  giving  assistance  in  the  area  of  evangelism,  particularly  as  this  finds 
focus  in  the  Crusades  of  the  Americas.  The  Rev.  R.  T.  Funderburke,  pastor  of  the 
Mulberry  Baptist  Church,  is  the  associational  chairman  of  evangelism.  A  meeting  was 
held  in  the  course  of  the  past  year  with  outside  leaders  tor  the  discussions  in  the 
persons  of  Dr.  Foy  M.  Valentine  and  Dr.  M.  Ray  McKay. 

The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory  has  had  a  rather  busy  year.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  the  Executive  Committee  passed  a  motion  to  the  effect  that  the  committee 
henceforth  not  consider  itself  under  any  obligations  to  examine  candidates  other 
than  those  called  for  a  specific  field  of  sendee.  The  Rev.  Spurgeon  M.  Dorton,  pastor 
of  the  Huntersville  Baptist  Church,  has  been  chairman  of  the  committee. 

The  Committee  on  Inner-City  Ministeries  was  headed  by  the  Rev.  Coit  R. 
Troutman,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the  Carmel  Baptist  Church.  Mr.  Troutman  had  been  a 
member  of  the  committee,  but  this  was  his  first  year  as  chairman.  The  committee  was 
asked  during  the  course  of  the  year  to  make  a  self-study  and  they  are  now  engaged  in 
that.  The  committee  has  also  involved  itself  with  ministries  at  the  Dilworth  Center 
and  the  Tenth  Street  Center.  The  Tenth  Street  Teen  Center  has  been  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Myers  Park  Baptist  Church  and  the  Charlotte  Urban  ministry.  Support 
for  this  was  withdrawn  at  the  October  meeting  of  the  board  Additional  support, 
however,  was  voted  for  the  Dilworth  Center.  The  Park  Road  and  Pritchard  Memorial 
Baptist  Churches  are  participating  in  the  work  at  Dilworth.  in  addition  to  the 
contribution  of  the  association  itself. 

The  Property  Committee  made  recommendation,  and  the  board  approved,  to 
remodel  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions.  Mr.  John  Brown  is  chairman  of 
the  Property  Committee. 
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Mr.  E.  T.  Anderson  has  continued  as  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  has 
worked  in  cooperation  with  the  treasurer,  in  providing  counsel  to  the  board  in 
financial  matters  throughout  the  year.  It  was  with  a  great  deal  of  regret  that  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Williams  as  treasurer  was  accepted  at  the  October  meeting,  and  Mr. 
Leslie  J.  Horton  of  the  Providence  Baptist  Church  elected  to  succeed  him 

Other  standing  committees  of  the  board  have  met  and  have  made  progress  reports 
from  time  to  time.  These  include  the  Missions  Committee,  Ben  F.  Sides,  chairman; 
the  Interracial  Cooperation  Committee,  with  Ken  G.  Small  as  chairman;  and  the 
Petitionary  Letters  Committee,  with  J.  C.  Jones,  Jr.,  as  chairman.

20.  William  A.  Wallace  requested  that  Treasurer  Williams  remain  at  the 
front  for  a  few  minutes.  He  was  presented  with  a  very  elegant  radio  in 
appreciation  for  his  many  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association. 

21.  John  Brown,   Chairman  of  the  Property  Committee,  made  brief 
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report  in  which  he  stated  that  the  physical  condition  of  our  property  was 
all  right. 

22.  Several  visitors  were  greeted  by  the  Moderator. 

23.  The  loyal  cooperative  work  of  Vice -Mode  rat  or  Leland  Stephens 
during  the  past  year  was  noted  by  Moderator  Stone. 

24.  At  the  time  for  miscellaneous  matters,  Hal  Shoemaker  of  the 
Pritchard  Memorial  Church,  was  recognized.  He  presented  the  following: 

The  challenges  that  face  Christians  living  in  our  day  and  serving  in  our  area 
motivate  me  to  do  something  which  I  have  never  done  before  in  our  Association.  I 
usually  limit  my  activities  to  music  and  leave  the  talking  to  those  who  enjoy  it  more, 
and  do  it  more  effectively  that  I. 

However,  since  last  year's  meeting  my  heart  has  been  burdened  over  the  action 
taken  which  in  effect  excluded  two  of  our  sister  churches  from  our  Association. 
Their  practice  of  receiving  members  is  not  the  same  as  that  practiced  by  the  majority 
of  the  churches.  I  imagine  that  there  are  other  churches  who  have  differing  methods 
of  receiving  members  and  different  concepts  of  church  programming  which  could  be 
challenged  if  we  continue  to  have  doctrinal  or  method  requirements  for  membership 
in  the  Association. 

No  church  is  a  "member"  of  the  association  or  the  convention.  These  bodies  are 
made  up  of  duly  elected  messengers  from  the  affiliated  churches.  I  personally  believe 
in  the  autonomy  of  the  local  church  as  well  as  the  autonomy  of  the  association.  I  do 
not  believe  that  churches  should  instruct  the  Association  concerning  its  activities  any 
more  than  I  believe  the  Association  should  instruct  the  churches  concerning  theirs.  I 
believe  in  believers  baptism  by  immersion;  but  I  do  not  believe  the  mode  of  baptism 
is  more  important  than  the  reality  of  the  new  birth,  the  total  Christian  commitment 
and  the  autonomy  of  the  local  church.  This,  however,  is  not  the  problem  we  face. 

The  question  is  this  —  do  we  believe  in  the  autonomy  of  the  local  church?  Shall 
we  continue  to  have  fellowship  with  these  two  sister  churches? 

I  therefore  move  that  we  amend  the  By-Laws  by  striking  out  By-Law  No.  7 
adopted  at  last  year's  associational  meeting  which  reads: 

"All  churches  affiliated  with  this  association  shall  be  churches  who  use  the 
New  Testament  as  a  statement  of  their  faith  and  church  polity  and  require 
that  all  candidates,  who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water,  on  the  basis 
of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Savior  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  membership." 
And  I  include  in  this  motion  that  these  two  churches  not  be  required  to  apply  to 
the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  for  re-instatement  in  the  association. 

25.  A  second  was  received  on  the  motion  contained  in  the  foregoing. 

26.  Wendell  G.  Davis,  pastor  at  the  Midwood  Church,  made  a 
substitute  motion  to  table  the  original  motion.  Second  was  heard,  and  the 
vote  following  was  in  the  affirmative.  Thus,  the  original  motion  was  not 
considered. 

27.  W.  Bryant  Carr,  pastor  of  the  Matthews  Church,  was  recognized 
and  presented  the  following  matter: 

DECLARATION  OF  OPPOSITION 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

October  24,  1968 

We,  the  members  of  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  annual  session,  do  hereby 
register  our  opposition  to  any  and  all  efforts  to  increase  consumption  of  alcoholic 
beverages,  whether  by  advertising  or  legislation  which  would  make  more  outlets  for 
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the  sate  of  such  beverages. 

We  stand  unalterably  opposed  to  liquor  by  the  drink. 

28.  The  messengers  heartily  endorsed  the  sentiments  expressed  by 
Bryant  Carr. 

29.  H.  L.  Ferguson,  pastor  of  the  Thomasboro  Church,  wished  to 
know  if  the  letter  from  St.  John's  Baptist  Church,  which  was  read  earlier 
in  the  session,  was  intended  for  inclusion  in  the  minutes.  There  were 
several  who  wished  to  be  heard  in  this  connection,  both  pro  and  con.  H.  L. 
Ferguson  made  motion  as  follows:  That  the  letter  from  St.  John's  Baptist 
Church  be  received  as  information  and  not  be  recorded  in  the  minutes. 
Second  was  received,  and  the  standing  vote-count  following,  indicated  that 
a  majority  of  the  messengers  did  not  want  the  letter  included  in  the 
minutes. 

30.  Nancy  Kistler  was  introduced  to  give  the  statistical  report.  Copies 

were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers.  The  report  was  for  the  period 

October  1,  1967  through  September  20,  1968. 

Members  by  baptism  1,545,  by  letter  2,458,  losses  2,628,  making  the  present 
membership  of  the  churches  as  42,072.  For  local  work  4,584,817  and  for  missions 
623,857  was  given  into  the  church  treasuries— total  $5,208,674.  The  Sunday  Schools 
showed  an  increase  in  enrollment,  as  did  the  WMU,  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  and  the 
number  of  tithers.  The  Training  Unions  suffered  a  decline. 


31.  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  brought  greetings. 
ASSOCIATIONAL  FOUNDATION  REPORT  FOR  1968 

During  the  past  year,  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.  has  made 
regular  and  systematic  progress.  More  and  more  of  our  Baptist  people  are  inquiring 
about  the  services  of  the  Foundation  and  are  following  these  inquiries  with  concrete 
evidence  of  their  concern.  Some  have  made  direct  monetary  contributions  through 
the  foundation  for  a  particular  agency  or  institution.  Others,  with  the  help  of  their 
lawyers,  have  made  provisions  in  their  wills  that  through  the  Foundation  Christian 
causes  have  been  remembered. 

One  of  our  major  emphases  has  been  in  the  area  of  will  making.  Our  pastors, 
associational  superintendents,  and  our  church  representatives  have  given  encouraging 
help  in  this  educational  campaign.  The  response  in  each  instance,  whether  in  an 
association  or  individual  church,  has  been  most  gratifying. 

We  solicit  your  prayers  and  your  continuing  cooperation.  The  Foundation 
remains  ready  to  assist  you  in  any  phase  of  our  endeavors.  Please  call  on  us  if  we  can 
be  of  assistance  to  you. 

32.  William  A.  Poole,  Superintendent  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 

Homes  for  the  Aging,  was  introduced.  He  noted  that  only  22  Mecklenburg 

churches  gave  to  this  cause  during  the  past  year,  but  on  the  previous  year 

37  churches  had  made  gifts. 

The  past  year  in  your  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  has  been  one  of  the  most 
eventful  in  the  history  of  the  Homes.  Of  primary  significance  was  the  opening  of  the 
Yanceyville  Home  on  November  1,  1967  and  dedicatory  services  on  April  25,  1968, 
with  Governor  Dan  K.  Moore  as  the  principal  speaker. 
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When  the  Yanceyville  Home,  accommodating  31  residents,  is  filled  to  capacity, 
the  number  living  in  all  of  our  Homes  will  reach  200.  Residents  at  Yanceyville, 
Resthaven,  the  Albemarle  Home,  the  Hayes  Home,  the  Hamilton  Home,  and  the 
Infirmary  constitute  a  large  and  ever-growing  family  of  elderly  people  who  receive 
compassionate  and  tender  care. 

The  waiting  list  for  admission  to  one  of  our  five  Homes  continues  to  grow,  but 
has  been  revised  and  is  a  bit  more  realistic  than  ever  before.  The  opening  of  the 
Yanceyville  Home  has  relieved  the  pressure  greatly  on  this  waiting  list,  and  persons 
are  encouraged  to  make  application  from  the  various  sections  of  our  great  State. 

Baptists  of  North  Carolina  can  be  grateful  for  their  record  in  ministering  to  the 
residents  in  their  five  Homes  for  the  Aging.  Recent  reports  reveal  that  our  Baptist 
Homes  for  the  Aging  are  giving  more  financial  assistance  to  their  needy  aging  than 
any  other  denominational  Home  in  North  Carolina.  About  85%  of  the  residents 
ministered  unto  receive  assistance  through  the  love  gifts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 
These  love  gifts  from  our  Baptist  churches  come  from  two  main  sources:  (1)  The 
Special  Day  Offering,  received  on  the  3rd  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  from  which 
the  Homes  derive  22*/2%  of  their  total  support;  (2)  The  Cooperative  Program  from 
which  we  receive  12VS%  of  total  income.  Gifts  for  1967  through  these  two  sources 
were  at  an  all  time  high  and  amounted  to  around  $200,000.00.  The  1968  Special  Day 
Offering,  at  this  time,  is  reflecting  an  encouraging  increase.  Unless  these  two  vital 
sources  of  income  are  increased  considerably,  your  Baptist  Homes  cannot  be 
maintained,  either  on  the  basis  of  quality  of  care,  or  quantity. 

More  than  in  any  previous  years  the  ministry  of  the  Homes  has  been  extended 
beyond  the  day  to  day  care  of  the  residents  to  our  local  churches  and  communities. 
Experiences  have  been  shared  in  more  than  one  Association,  in  World  Missions 
Conferences,  Family  Life  Conferences,  High  School  classes  in  Family  Living,  etc. 

Life  among  the  residents  in  the  Homes  is  most  interesting,  and  if  one  wonders 
about  activity  among  those  whose  average  age  is  80,  let  him  come  and  see.  Let 
everyone  who  is  contributing  to  this  great  area  of  human  need  be  grateful  to  the  Lord 
to  be  a  part  of  a  great  denomination  that  has  had  the  vision  to  plan  for  the  aging,  and 
is  moving  forward  in  meeting  the  needs  of  this  very  deserving  group. 


33.  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  were  represented  by 
W.  R.  Wagoner,  who  told  of  the  wonderful  work  accomplished  for 
unfortunate  children.

North  Carolina  Baptists  and  other  friends  of  the  Children's  Homes  are  making 
possible  a  Christian  way  of  life  for  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  who  otherwise  would 
be  denied  many  of  life's  best  opportunities.  More  than  1300  children  were  assisted  in 
some  type  of  service  during  the  past  year. 

All  associated  with  the  Children's  Homes  are  deeply  grateful  for  every  type  of 
support.  Cooperative  Program  income  through  the  churches  is  increasingly  important. 
Last  year's  Thanksgiving  offering  is  the  largest  ever  —  now  approaching  $325,000. 
Special  gifts,  bequests  through  wills  and  estate  planning  provide  much  needed  income 
and  wonderful  opportunities  to  invest  in  the  lives  of  children  and  young  people. 

Encouraging  progress  is  being  made  in  the  capital  funds  campaign  to  build  a  home 
for  children  in  Western  North  Carolina  to  be  located  in  Haywood  County  between 
Waynesville  and  Clyde.  It  is  hoped  that  construction  can  begin  in  early  1969.  The 
Western  Home,  in  addition  to  providing  group  care,  will  strengthen  all  types  of 
services  now  bein^  provided  children  and  their  families  in  the  Western  area. 
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Four  family  style  cottages  have  been  constructed  and  dedicated  during  the  past 
year  —  two  at  Mills  Home  and  two  at  Kennedy  Home.  Two  additional  cottages  will 
be  constructed  at  Mills  Home  during  the  coming  year.  Funds  for  these  buildings  have 
come  from  bequests  through  estate  planning  by  friends  of  neglected  and  dependent 
children. 

The  number  of  good  Christian  homes  for  the  care  of  foster  children  is  growing. 
More  are  needed  in  all  sections  of  the  state.  Foster  homes  serve  children  of  all  ages 
and  are  particularly  helpful  for  some  who  have  special  needs.  Couples  with  or 
without  children  of  their  own,  who  have  an  abundance  of  love,  find  this  to  be  a 
challenging  and  rewarding  opportunity  for  Christian  service. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  homes  are 
dedicated  to  a  program  of  child  care  that  will  merit  the  undivided  loyalty  and 
support  of  our  people  and  that  will  be  worthy  the  blessings  of  our  Lord.  We  covenant 
with  you  to  face  the  future  as  we  have  the  past:  to  offer  Christian  nurture  to  children 
in  distress  in  the  name  of  Christ  our  Savior  and  Lord. 


34.  W.  K.  McGee  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  spoke  of  the 
work  which  is  a  part  of  the  ministry  performed  by  this  great  institution.  A 
report  by  Earl  N.  Porter,  pastor  at  Whiting  Avenue  Church  and  hospital 
representative  for  the  Association  follows: 

REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPRESENTATIVE 

October  1968 

It  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  as  Baptist  Hospital  Representative  in  our 
association.  With  ever  expanding  needs  for  an  ever  enlarging  ministry  through  the 
Baptist  Hospital,  a  serious  effort  was  made  to  enlist  every  church  in  the  association  in 
support  of  the  Hospital  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  or  through  regular  budget 
commitment. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  pastors  who  assisted  greatly  in  making  personal 
contact  with  proper  leadership  in  the  churches.  Assisting  in  this  work  were  Lyman 
McDonald,  Paul  Couch,  Clyde  Simpson,  Jerry  Townsend,  Bob  Hillard,  Coit 
Troutman,    Spurgeon   Dorton  and  Sam  Stevenson. 

Information  believed  to  be  helpful  to  the  church  is  attached  to  or  included  with 
this  report.  It  is  hoped  that  this  information  will  contribute  to  a  better  understanding 
of  the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  and  that  there  will  be  an  increased  joy  in  the 
privilege  of  serving  our  Lord  through  this  Hospital  ministry. 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  is  a  large,  modern  medical  center  with  a  staff  of  specialists 
and  the  newest  and  best  equipment  developed  by  medical  science.  The  education 
program  enrolls  some  700  students  a  year  in  10  paramedical  schools  and  the  clinical 
training  of  third  and  fourth  year  students  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine. 

Medical  research  is  a  major  service  of  our  Hospital.  Some  two  million  dollars  in 
grants  received  each  year  from  foundations,  agencies,  and  individuals  make  it  possible 
for  the  scientists  to  conduct  important  studies  which  contribute  substantially  to  the 
store  of  medical  knowledge. 

In  this  ministry  of  healing  to  body,  mind,  and  spirit  all  of  us  have  the  privilege  of 
sharing.  We  share  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  or  through  regular  budget 
support. 

Messengers  are  urged  to  be  informed  about  what  is  being  done  in  the  local  church 
to  support  this  healing  ministry.  Interest  and  concern  shown  by  the  people  could 
result  in  increased  support  in  the  years  ahead. 

35.  The  messengers  stood  during  the  singing  of  "Amazing  Grace." 

36.  Hal  Shoemaker  sang  beautifully  "Eternal  Life." 

37.  The  preacher  for  the  annual  sermon  was  J.  C.  Jones,  Jr.,  pastor  of 
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the  Green  Memorial  Church.  R.  T.  Funderburke  was  the  alternate 
preacher.  He  is  pastor  at  Mulberry  Church. 

J.  C.  Jones,  Jr.,  began  with  some  word  pictures  from  the  creation  story 
in  Genesis.  God  observed  that  his  His  creation  was  good.  Man  ignored 
God's  early  prohibition,  and  this  has  been  the  repeated  fact  ever  since. 
Man,  for  the  most  part,  has  sought  his  own  wilful  way.  God  has  been  left 
out.  "I  have  given  you  plenty,  and  you  have  forgotten  me,"  God  declared. 

The  early  Christians  tried  desperately  to  face  the  world  toward  God. 
Acts  1:8  presents  the  challenge,  Acts  2  announces  the  coming  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  the  rest  of  the  book  of  Acts  shows  the  effectiveness  of 
Christian  action.  They  were  of  one  accord:  loving  Jesus,  loving  each  other, 
telling  the  Great  Story,  willing  to  give  themselves,  and  longing  to  see  Jesus 
again. 

38.  Prayer  closed  the  session  and  opened  the  way  for  the  evening 
meal. 


THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 

39.  Carroll  Dellinger,  Minister  of  Music  at  Calvary  Church,  was 
introduced  as  music  leader  for  the  night's  session.  He  led  in  singing  of  "All 
Hail  the  Power." 

40.  James  M.  Brown  of  the  Durham  Memorial  Church,  read  from 
Matthew  5:17-20;  22:35-40,  and  offered  a  prayer. 

41.  Brother  Bazemore  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  was  recognized  and 
spoke  of  the  effective  work  and  coverage  of  our  State  paper. 

42.  William  A.  Wallace  was  presented  for  a  continuation  of  the 
Associational  Board  Report. 

43.  The  Missions  Committee  report  was  given  by  Ben  F.  Sides,  Jr., 
Chairman. 

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  activity  of  the  Missions  Committee  for  the  last  twelve  months  has  been  light 
and  few  demands  have  been  made. 

The  chief  reason  for  a  slackened  pace  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  previous  year's 
commitment  to  pay  off  the  note  on  the  property  for  the  Carmel  Baptist  Church,  and 
the  aid  given  to  Allen  Street  Baptist  Church  in  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  toward  the 
purchase  of  property  on  Shamrock  Drive. 

Allen  Street  Baptist  Church  has  chosen  to  relocate  and  with  the  help  of  the 
Association,  will  be  able  to  move  into  their  proposed  Building  Program  several  years 
ahead  of  schedule. 

The  Association  again  this  year  made  its  second  payment  of  $2,500. 00  to  Sunset 
Road  Baptist  Chapel  on  a  three  year  commitment  of  $7,500.00. 

The  Missions  Committee  recommended  to  the  Associational  Board  to  contribute 
$350.00  along  with  several  Neighboring  Associations  for  a  Summer  Ministry  at  the 
Camp  Sites  on  Lake  Wylie.  We  do  not  have  any  report  at  this  time  as  to  how 
successful  the  ministry  was  or  as  to  its  future  program. 

The  Missions  Committee  along  with  our  Superintendent  of  Missions  discussed 
early  in  this  year  the  possible  locations  of  future  church  sites.  Because  of  activities  of 
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the  last  three  years  of  previous  Committees,  our  present  commitments,  and 
the  relocations  of  several  of  our  sister  churches,  it  was  agreed  that  no  new  sites  would 
be  recommended  this  year. 

The  Missions  Committee  gave  some  study  concerning  the  disposition  of  the  two 
church  sites  we  have;  one  on  Shopton  Road  and  one  in  the  Starmount  Development. 
No  recommendation  is  forthcoming,  but  it  is  the  consensus  of  this  Committee  that 
the  Shopton  Road  property  should  be  sold  at  the  proper  time;  we  still  believe  that  a 
church  should  be  established  on  the  Starmount  property  or  in  the  general  area.  For 
years,  previous  Committees,  and  this  Committee,  have  been  unsuccessful  in  getting 
any  of  our  churches  in  this  Association  interested  in  sponsoring  a  church  in  this 
location. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  this  assembly  for  the  privilege  of  serving  on  this 
Committee  for  the  past  several  years,  and  to  have  been  its  Chairman  this  year.  Also, 
to  express  my  appreciation  to  our  Superintendent  of  Missions,  the  members  of  the 
Committee  who  have  served  faithfully  and  the  cooperation  of  the  Board,  in  helping 
us  carry  out  the  duties  and  programs  that  have  been  undertaken. 

44.  R.  T.  Funderburke,  pastor  at  Mulberry  Church,  was  presented  to 
bring  a  report  from  the  Evangelism  Committee. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

TO  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

October  24,  1968 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  committee  on  evangelism  is  to  encourage  and 
correlate  evangelistic  opportunities  in  our  association.  With  this  in  mind,  your 
committee  set  about  the  task  of  achieving  3  goals  during  the  1967-68  year.  In  the 
first  place,  it  was  our  intention  to  produce  a  program  which  could  unite  some  of  the 
fractured  elements  in  our  association.  Secondly,  we  desired  to  motivate  as  many 
churches  as  possible  to  participate  in  the  dates  set  aside  for  our  association  to  engage 
in  the  Crusade  of  the  Americas  during  1969.  Thirdly,  we  investigated  the  possibility 
of  producing  a  television  program  which  would  portray  the  various  ways  and  means 
for  evangelizing  the  greater  Charlotte  community.  (This  third  goal,  though  ardently 
pursued  and  investigated  by  Brother  David  Wooten,  was  never  actually  expedited.) 

In  keeping  with  our  first  quest,  a  workshop  on  evangelism  was  planned  for  August 
26,  1968.  The  theme  of  the  meeting  was  "By  All  Means  Win  Some."  It  was  our  hope 
that  through  the  presentation  of  traditional  evangelism  coupled  with  various 
opportunities  for  social  involvement,  there  might  be  constructed  a  common  platform 
upon  which  all  of  our  brethren  could  stand  for  a  unified  proclamation  of  our  Lord's 
glorious  Gospel.  We  felt  ourselves  most  fortunate  in  securing  Dr.  Foy  Valentine, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Christian  Life  Commission,  noted  author  and  marvelous 
Christian,  to  lead  us  in  our  theme  concerning  the  "Christian  in  Social  Concern."  We 
likewise  were  particularly  blessed  by  the  participation  of  Dr.  M.  Ray  McKay, 
professor  emeritus  of  Southeastern  Seminary  and  noted  for  his  work  in  the  area  of 
personal  evangelism.  In  order  to  involve  the  laity,  we  asked  Mr.  Hob  art  Smith,  local 
contractor  and  Baptist  layman,  along  with  Mr.  Stacy  Long,  local  layman  primarily 
involved  in  prison  ministry,  to  serve  along  with  these  in  a  panel  discussion 
during  the  evening  session.  The  committee  was  elated  to  be  able  to  present  such  a 
program  to  our  association;  however,  we  were  extremely  disappointed  in  the  number 
of  people  who  were  in  attendance. 

In  our  second  effort,  we  have  secured  the  names  of  23  churches  who  have  agreed 
to  cooperate  with  the  date  set  for  our  engagement  in  the  Crusade  of  the  Americas, 
March  16-30,  1969.  It  is  urgently  important  that  every  church  be  confronted  with 
the  opportunity  and  responsibility  of  participating  with  other  Baptists  in  the  western 
hemisphere  in  prayerful  concern  for  a  spiritual  awakening  to  be  experienced  through 
a  simultaneous  revival  meeting  next  spring.  Thus,  your  committee  would  urge  the 
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messengers  of  this  association  to  see  that  your  church  rightly  faces  this  challenge.  At 
this  point,  the  following  churches  have  agreed  to  participate:  Arlington,  Berryhill, 
Chantilly,  Chapman  Memorial,  Commonwealth,  Derita,  Dilworth,  Durham  Memorial, 
Eastern  Hills,  Eastway,  Enderly  Park,  First  Baptist,  Grace,  Greenland  Avenue, 
Hickory  Grove,  Matthews,  Midwood,  Mulberry,  Newell,  Oak  Grove,  Oakhurst, 
Westview,  Springdale,  Southside,  Calvary,  Thomasboro  and  Woodlawn.  We  hope  that 
others  will  be  forthcoming.  It  is  the  prayer  of  this  committee  that  God,  in  His  grace, 
will  pour  out  His  Holy  Spirit  in  power  upon  these  days  and  bring  revival  to  this  area 
and  to  the  Americas. 

45.  Ernest  W.  Glass,  pastor  of  the  Shamrock  Drive  Church,  gave  the 

report  for  the  Interracial  Cooperation  Committee. 

The  Interracial  Cooperation  Committee  has  been  active  in  the  following  ways  this 
year. 

1.  The  Fourth  Ward  Kindergarten  received  $1200.00  in  monthly  payments.  This 
money,  along  with  contributions  from  other  churches  and  denominations,  enabled  a 
worthy  ministry  to  be  provided  to  35  Negro  Children  in  a  deprived  community.  The 
committee  has  also  provided  a  sympathetic  ear  to  needs  and  problems  in  this 
ministry. 

2.  The  committee  has  watched  with  keen  interest  the  progress  of  The  Sterling 
Community  Center  in  Pineville.  It  has  provided  encouragement  and  advice  in  this 
ministry. 

The  Interracial  Cooperation  Committee  has  raised  questions  this  year  about  the 
nature  and  purpose  of  its  work.  The  committee  recognizes  the  establishment  of  our 
Inner-City  Ministry  Committee.  Further,  the  Interracial  Committee  feels  that  some  of 
its  projects  should  rightly  be  turned  over  to  the  Inner-City  Ministry  Committee.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  the  coming  year,  clearer  lines  may  be  established  between  these  two 
committees. 

46.  Carroll  Dellinger  led  in  the  singing  of  "Where  Cross  the  Crowded 
Ways  of  Life." 

47.  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  Association, 
was  invited  to  present  his  report.  His  remarks  were  given  under  the  title 
"The  Changing  Role  of  the  Association." 


THE  CHANGING  ROLE  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION 

Standing  as  close  as  we  are  to  the  subject,  it  may  not  be  possible  for  us  to 
accurately  assess  the  changing  role  of  the  association.  We  do  know  that  it  is  quite 
different  from  what  it  was  twenty  years  ago.  That's  how  long  we've  lived  with  it. 
There  is  the  additional  handicap  to  perspective  because  we  would  like  to  be  engaged 
in  dialog  with  those  in  high  places  in  the  "hierachy"  rather  than  just  talking  to 
ourselves.  There  is  little  doubt  in  our  minds  that  much  of  the  change  which  is  thrust 
upon  us  is  coming  from  "above,"  although  we  bear  most  of  the  burden  as  though  it 
were  all  self-initiated. 

If  we  were  in  dialog  with  the  VIP's  of  our  denomination,  we  could  contend  that 
this  rather  normal  resistance  to  innovations  only  proves  that  the  association  is 
important  because  this  is  where  the  greatest  pressure  comes.  Dr.  James  L.  Sullivan 
says  that  in  the  association,  "the  water  hits  the  wheel". 

Dr.  Allen  W.  Graves,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Religious  Education,  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  said  many  years  ago  that  the  association  was  the  strongest 
force  for  conformity  in  the  denomination.  This  was  logical  for  the  leadership  training 
of  the  association's  educational  organizations  assumed  a  uniformity  of  both  objective 
and  method. 

In  more  recent  years  there  has  been  an  invitation  to  creativity,  imagination,  and 
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individuality  in  program  planning.  And  this  has  affected  the  role  of  the  association  in 
education.  The  Sunday  School  Board  has  declared,  "We  will  provide  resources  for 
what  you  have  decided  will  best  meet  your  needs."  Some  of  us  may  grow  more  by 
this  means  but  we  won't  have  the  statistics  to  prove  it.  The  association  is  having  a 
rough  time  finding  where  it  fits  into  this  concept 

Every  associational  missionary  or  superintendent  of  missions  needs  to  spend 
about  two  weeks  in  Nashville  every  year,  and  we  are  going  for  a  week  in  December. 
The  state  convention  staff  go  there  several  times  a  year,  and  they  should,  but  in  the 
association,  as  we  say,  "the  water  hits  the  wheel." 

The  associational  worker  may  be  primarily  an  educational  worker.  This  is  true 
because  the  association  of  necessity  devotes  more  time  and  energy  to  education  than 
to  any  other  phase,  including  evangelism  or  church  extension. 

When  we  hear  of  change,  we  immediately  think  of  current  demands  for  the 
church  to  change,  or  the  urgency  of  change  in  missionary  endeavors  so  that  we  may 
bring  Christ  to  a  changing  society.  But  Christian  education  is  also  changing.  There  is 
less  resistance  to  change  in  Christian  education.  We  realize  it  is  needed  In  the 
association  we  just  don't  know  yet  what  we  are  going  to  do  about  it. 

The  denominational  meetings  designed  to  bring  us  up  to  date  are  not  offered  on 
an  associational  level  at  this  time.  If  both  leadership  and  funds  were  available,  it 
would  be  an  appropriate  time  to  have  an  associational  secretary  of  education. 

The  general  associational  superintendent  of  missions  is  caught  in  the  same  bind  as 
the  pastor.  He  is  finding  that  it  is  impossible  to  be  a  specialist  in  all  fields.  To  really 
be  proficient  in  one  would  relieve  some  of  his  frustration,  but  how  is  this  to  be 
accomplished  without  neglecting  vital  areas  of  the  ministry? 

There  is  some  consolation  in  this  however.  A  listing  of  the  leading  persons  in  the 
fields  of  Sunday  School,  the  Church  Training  Ministry,  and  Music  would  in  any  given 
year  include  some  of  our  own  local  associates.  Throughout  the  years,  and  now,  these 
heroes  contribute  much  to  our  programs  of  leadership  development 

An  old  Sunday  School  law  is  that  ten  people  are  reached  for  every  worker,  and 
this  may  have  some  similar  application  in  the  association  in  leadership  training.  Little 
effort  is  required  to  think  of  a  number  of  persons  who  have  actually  grown  up  in  the 
association.  Whatever  roles  the  association  may  be  called  upon  to  play,  there  will  be  a 
dependence  on  both  the  staff  leaders  in  the  churches  and  the  more  gifted  laymen.  A 
part  of  the  reward  will  be  in  seeing  people  grow  to  maturity. 

But  who  could  really  chart  the  course  of  a  city  association?  What  do  we  know 
about  juvenile  rehabilitation  or  family  guidance?  Something,  but  not  enough.  What 
do  we  have  to  suggest  as  ways  by  which  churches  and  church  members  can  reach 
those  in  apartment  complexes,  or  those  in  mobile  home  parks?  Hardly  anything. 
What  do  we  know  about  the  ministry  in  the  ghetto?  Practically  nothing.  What 
experience  have  we  had  in  witnessing  to  ethnic  groups?  To  the  handicapped?  What 
special  skills  do  we  have  that  will  help  us  to  reopen  a  dialog  with  youth:  What  powers 
of  hearing  do  we  have  that  will  enable  us  to  turn  a  perceptive  ear  to  the  elderly? 

The  association  is  flexible  enough  to  be  an  instrument  for  multiple  ministries.  An 
unusual  resourcefulness  and  creativity  will  be  necessary  if  some  of  these  altogether 
new  mission  opportunities  are  realized.  Serving  a  wide  variety  of  churches  will  also 
demand  a  versatility  virtually  unknown  in  the  halcyon  days  of  "Building  a  Standard 
Sunday  School." 

New  ministries  and  new  challenges  will  put  the  association  in  a  key  place  as  a 
resource.  Stronger  associations  will  be  able  to  employ  some  of  their  own  specialists,  if 
the  churches  will  raise  the  level  of  their  giving  to  3%  or  more  of  the  undesignated 
budget. 

If  the  role  of  the  association  is  to  be  realized  as  a  full  partner  in  the 
denomination,  a  more  adequate  budget  will  be  necessary.  Almost  all  denominational 
bodies  are  restricted  in  their  function  because  of  a  limitation  of  funds.  The 
association  is  usually  the  most  severely  affected  by  a  lack  of  financial  support  The 
world  mission  contribution  for  some  congregations  is  rather  creditable,  and  especially 
so  in  compared  to  their  allocation  for  local  missions.  There  is  little  doubt  but  that  we 
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are  more  fortunate  in  this  particular  than  almost  any  association  in  the  state,  but  our 
pattern  of  giving  to  local  missions  is  little  more  than  one  dollar  per  year  per  member. 
We  are,  of  course,  not  meddling,  complaining  or  even  preaching.  "That's  just  the  way 
it  is,"  as  Walter  Cronkite  would  phrase  it. 

By  every  way  of  looking  at  it,  however,  the  future  of  the  association  as  an 
instrument  of  mission  is  bright.  It  is  the  mark  of  the  association  to  serve  and  its 
services  will  be  increasingly  required  for  changing  churches  in  a  changing  world. 

We  do  know  that  the  world  is  in  need  of  the  saving  message  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Beyond  this  the  world  will  declare  its  own  needs.  Like  it  or  not,  it  is  these  needs 
which  we  must  help  meet,  not  that  these  are  separate  from  the  Gospel  itself. 

Jesus  knew  this  and  quoted  Isaiah  to  substantiate  it.  Luke  4: 18,19  "The  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  is  upon  me,  because  he  has  anointed  me  to  preach  good  news  to  the  poor. 
He  has  sent  me  to  proclaim  release  to  the  captives  and  recovering  of  sight  to  the 
blind;  to  set  at  liberty  those  who  are  oppressed;  to  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of 
the  Lord." 

We  cannot  set  for  ourselves  a  more  worthy  goal  than  did  the  Saviour  in  His  day. 

As  the  churches  go  so  will  the  association  go.  The  minutes  of  the  association 
contain  the  reports  of  the  churches  to  the  denomination.  The  sum  total  of  these 
declare  the  gains  and  record  the  losses.  It  is  only  recently  that  we  have  been  forced  to 
admit  some  losses. 

A  self-study  by  a  near-by  association  makes  this  confession:  "Our  statistics  reveal 
a  decline  in  the  general  enlistment,  educational,  growth  and  development  of  religious 
work  even  though  the  population  has  gained.  This  is  not  good  for  the  association.  Is 
it  that  we  have  grown  weary  in  our  zeal  for  enlistment?  Or  could  it  be  that  we  have 
only  applied  transitional  methods  of  enlistment?  In  this  age  of  urbanization  the 
church  and  the  association  are  being  challenged  on  every  hand  for  new  forms  of 
ministry.  However,  on  every  hand  the  church  is  faced  with  a  highly  specialized 
technological,  pragmatic  and  indifferent  urban  man." 

The  progress  and  destiny  of  the  association  is  thus  bound  to  effective  ministry  in 
its  constituent  congregations.  The  association  has  no  desire  for  a  changing  role  other 
than  to  serve  and  to  minister.  Its  service  is  to  her  affiliated  churches.  It  is  also  a 
means  of  service  for  these  churches. 

The  church  may  always  be  tempted  to  maintain  itself  and  perpetuate  itself 
institutionally.  The  association  dare  not  have  such  an  image  or  purpose.  It  was 
conceived  in  fellowship,  it  is  maintained  in  ministry.  The  changing  role,  whatever  it 
may  be,  only  reflects  the  demands  of  a  new  perspective  in  ministry. 

Elton  Trueblood  points  out  that  both  at  the  beginning  and  at  the  end  of  his  time 
with  the  disciples  Jesus  said,  "Follow  me."  It  was  certainly  not  accidental  that  the 
disciples  were  called  disciples  (learners).  So  would  we  learn  our  own  tasks.  So  would 
we  learn  the  people  whom  we  would  serve.  So  shall  we  learn  Christ  and  follow  him. 

48.  The  Calvary  Church  choir  under  the  direction  of  Carroll  Dellinger 
delighted  the  messengers  with  "Let  Mount  Zion  Rejoice,"  and  "God  of 
Grace  and  God  of  Glory." 

49.  Dr.  Fred  Moseley  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  was  introduced  to 
bring  the  message  of  the  evening.  Jesus  went  about  preaching,  teaching, 
and  healing  with  a  planned  organized  approach.  The  Home  Mission  Board 
seeks  to  do  the  same  in  our  day— reaching  out  to  multitudes  as  it  ministers 
to  the  homeland.  So  many  are  still  unreached— the  Board  has  come  to  help 
the  associational  reach.  Through  the  years  there  have  been  three  areas  of 
work:  Evangelism,  Starting  of  new  churches,  and  Ministry  to  people  of 
special  need  and  circumstance.  Dr.  Moseley  spoke  enthusiastically  about 
Project  500;  the  starting  of  500  new  churches  in  strategic  areas.  140  of 
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these  new  churches  have  already  been  started.  We  now  have  more  than 
2,200  home  missionaries,  and  67  engaged  in  orientation  procedures. 

50.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Dr.  Moseley. 

51.  Moderator   Stone   declared  the   evening's  session  closed  to  begin 
again  on  the  following  day  at  the  Mulberry  Church. 


FRIDAY  MORNING  SESSION 
October  25,  1968 

52.  Moderator  Thurman  B.  Stone  opened  the  Friday  morning  session 
at  9:00  o'clock. 

53.  The  Mulberry  Church  is  a  product  of  the  missions  program  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  The  Association  purchased  property  on 
Tuckaseegee  Road  and  requested  that  the  Enderly  Park  Church  assume  the 
sponsorship  of  it  as  a  mission. 

The  church  was  constituted  on  October  2,  1960.  At  this  time  there 
were  240  church  members.  Church  membership  is  in  excess  of  500. 

The  church  has  grown  very  rapidly  and  has  had  some  difficulty  in 
keeping  pace  with  the  growth.  It  is  now  in  about  its  third  phase  of  building 
and  is  sorely  pressed  as  to  where  to  put  the  people. 

The  Rev.  R.  T.  Funderburke  has  been  the  only  full-time  pastor  of  the 
church.  Before  coming  to  Charlotte  in  1961  he  was  pastor  of  Calvary 
Baptist  Church  in  Raleigh.  Prior  to  this  he  was  associate  pastor  of  the 
Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte. 

54.  Hal  Shoemaker  mentioned  that  Margaret  Slate  is  accompanying  on 
the  organ  for  all  sessions.  He  then  led  in  the  singing  of  "I  Will  Sing  the 
Wondrous  Story"  and  "  O  Master,  Let  Me  Walk  With  Thee." 

55.  The  Moderator  asked  that  Vice-Moderator  Leland  Stephens 
preside  over  this  session. 

56.  Carroll  E.  Taylor  of  Southside  Church  read  1  John  4:13-21  and 
offered  a  prayer. 

57.  The  Associational  Board  report  continued  under  the  leadership  of 
William  A.  Wallace. 

58.  Coit  R.  Troutman  pastor  of  Carmel  Church  and  Chairman  of 
Inner-City  Ministries  Committee  gave  a  report  as  follows: 

The  Inner-City  Ministry  Committee  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  has 
devoted  a  large  portion  of  its  meeting  time  during  the  year  to  the  study  of  inner-city 
ministries  which  was  requested  by  the  associational  board.  The  immensity  of  the  task 
makes  it  necessary  that  the  committee  bring  at  this  time  only  a  progress  report  It  is 
assumed,  however,  that  the  study  will  be  continued  until  a  more  complete  report  can 
be  prepared. 

The  work  of  the  committee  began  prior  to  1963  with  intensive  study,  and 
although  much  work  is  being  done,  it  will  probably  always  be  necessary  for  there  to 
be  a  continuing  study,  evaluation,  and  planning. 

Research  and  impression  papers  have  been  prepared  which  relate  an  account  of 
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the  beginning  of  inner-city  ministries  in  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  and 
another   paper   to   indicate   that  this   ministry  is  an  integral  part   of  associational 

missions.  .  .     .  , 

Other  papers  point  to  some  general  areas  of  need  with  descriptions  ot  these  needs; 
and  still  another  paper  indicates  some  of  the  churches  now  engaged  in  inner-city 
ministries. 

The  study  seeks  to  take  into  account  "The  Church  in  the  changing  community 
and  the  role  of  the  Association."  There  is  also  a  desire  to  explore  organizational 
structures  especially  designed  to  implement  inner-city  ministries.  Both  of  these 
suggest  the  need  for  a  working  philosophy  for  local  missions  and  a  statement  has 
been  prepared  with  this  purpose  in  mind. 

Some  of  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  work  of  the  committee  are:  C.  O. 
Milford,  Wendell  G.  Davis,  Thurman  B.  Stone,  Kenneth  Small,  Ernest  C.  Upchurch, 
Dr.  Willis  C.  Bennett,  Mrs.  Dave  Olive,  Mrs.  Carl  Phillips,  and  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr. 

59.  Ernest  C.  Upchurch,  Secretary  of  Metropolitan  and  Missions 
Department  of  State  Baptist  Convention,  was  introduced.  He  said  it  was 
important  that  we  find  effective  ways  of  ministering.  The  Home  Mission 
Board  is  making  a  study  of  114  churches  that  have  decided  to  remain  in 
the  inner  city.  For  the  most  part  our  programs  are  geared  to  the  suburban 
section,  while  there  is  a  critical  urban  need.  To  rebuild  slum  area  is  a  very 
costly  matter.  If  the  church  has  anything  to  say  or  do,  it  had  better  be 
soon. 

60.  Frank  R.  Koger,  Chairman  of  the  Place  and  Preacher  Committee, 
and  pastor  of  Enderly  Park  Church,  reported  that  the  1969  sessions  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Association  would  be  held  with  the  Derita  and  Durham 
Memorial  Churches  on  October  23rd  and  24th.  David  R.  Wooten,  pastor  of 
Chantilly  Church  was  announced  as  preacher  for  the  annual  sermon,  with 
W.  Frank  Marks,  pastor  of  Eastern  Hills  Church,  as  the  alternate. 

61.  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  W.  Frank  Marks,  made 
the  following  report: 

Your  Resolutions  Committee  recommends  that  the  Messengers  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  express  sincere  gratitude: 

1.  To  Pastor  Thurman  Stone  and  his  people  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  to  Pastor 
Tom  Funderburke  and  his  people  of  Mulberry  Baptist  Church  for  their  gracious 
welcome,  warm  hospitality  and  adequate  provision  for  the  meeting  of  our 
association. 

2.  To  Moderator  Thurman  Stone  for  the  wise  leadership,  the  fair  and  courteous 
manner  of  presiding  during  sometimes  tense  and  difficult  periods. 

3.  To  Mr.  Joel  Williams  for  the  years  of  dedicated  service  he  has  rendered  Our 
Lord  and  our  Association  as  the  efficient  and  excellent  treasurer  of  the  Mecklenburg 
Association. 

4.  To  the  Program  Committee  for  the  presentation  of  a  program  which  provided 
adequate  time  for  discussion  of  business  and  the  presentation  of  information  and 
inspiration. 

62.  J.  Grady  Faulk,  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee  offered 
the  following  for  nomination  and  election:  Associational  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Lanny  Johnson;  Associational  Training  Union  Director, 
Joe     Burnette;     Associational     Music     Director,      Hal     I.     Shoemaker; 
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Associational  Brotherhood  Director,  Robert  F.  Hewitt;  Associational 
Clerk,  Edward  Lovell.  Upon  proper  motion,  second  and  vote,  these  were 
elected. 

63.  Under  miscellaneous  business,  Kenneth  L  Hollifield,  pastor  at 
Durham  Memorial  Church,  recommended  that  our  clerk  be  instructed  to 
send  to  St.  John's  and  Myers  Park  churches  a  letter  of  appreciation  for 
their  loyal  and  dedicated  support,  and  to  let  them  know  that  it  is  the 
prayer  and  wish  of  this  body  that  somehow  our  fellowship  can  be  restored 
in  the  near  future.  The  messengers  unanimously  approved  this 
recommendation. 

64.  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  stated  that  we  have  missed  John  C.  Fletcher,  Jr., 
Minister  of  Education  at  Pritchard  Memorial  Church,  from  our  midst.  He 
made  motion  that  we  dedicate  the  1968  minutes  to  his  memory.  This  was 
approved  unanimously. 

65.  H.  L.  Ferguson  announced  that  several  persons  had  been  studying 
the  possibility  of  having  a  Chaplain  for  hospital  ministry. 

66.  Joe  Burnette  recommended  that  the  clerk  write  a  letter  of 
sympathy  to  Mrs.  Claude  W.  White  concerning  the  accidental  death  of  her 
husband. 

67.  Hal  Shoemaker  led  in  the  singing  of  "O  Zion  Haste." 

68.  Vice-Moderator  Leland  Stephens  announced  that  the  time  had 
arrived  for  the  election  of  a  Moderator  and  a  Vice-Moderator.  James 
Deloach  placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  Wm.  Clyde  Bearden,  and  Grady 
Faulk  nominated  Leland  Stephens  for  the  position  of  Moderator.  Written 
ballots  were  handed  to  the  messengers  and  the  count  following  was  in 
favor  of  Wm.  Clyde  Bearden,  pastor  at  Greenland  Avenue  Church  for 
Moderator.  W.  Bryant  Carr  placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  W.  Frank 
Marks,  pastor  at  the  Eastern  Hills  Church,  for  Vice-Moderator.  He  was 
elected  to  this  position  by  acclamation. 

69.  Mrs.  Rovy  Branon,  Associational  WMU  President,  was  introduced 
to  bring  her  report. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1967-68 

Under  the  five  year  theme,  "A  Church  Fulfilling  its  Mission,"  the  SBC  selected 
"Ministry"  as  the  function  of  the  Church  to  be  emphasized  in  1967-68 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  with  an  organization  already  equipped  to  help  the 
Church  fulfill  its  mission  through  "Ministry"  focused  its  attention  and  emphasis  on 
Mission  Action.  Mission  Action  is  the  organized  effort  of  a  Church  to  minister  and 
witness  to  persons  of  special  need  or  circumstance  who  are  not  now  enrolled  or 
immediate  prospects  for  a  Church.  Mission  Action  is  conducted  as  an  on-going 
activity  extending  over  a  long  period  of  time,  or  as  a  project  activity  which  is  short 
term.  Mission  Action  is  love  in  action. 

The  WMU  Watchword  for  1967-68  was  characteristic  of  the  year's  emphasis. 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these  —  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 
Matt.  25-40.  As  women  and  young  people  sang  the  hymn  of  the  year;  namely  "Where 
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Cross  The  Crowded  Ways  of  Life,"  they  were  reminded  of  the  multitudes  who  need 
to  be  shown  the  love  of  Christ. 

The  1967  fall  leadership  Conferences  for  the  Association  stressed  the  concept  of 
Mission  Action  as  it  applied  to  the  Church's  WMU.  Miss  Jane  Whitlow,  WMU 
Consultant  from  the  Birmingham  office,  spent  two  evenings  explaining  in  detail  the 
new  ideas.  Thus  the  New  Year  was  off  to  a  good  start. 

The  Associational  Girls  Auxiliary  had  a  very  active  fall  quarter.  On  October  14th, 
1967  they  had  a  meeting  including  the  installation  of  new  officers.  213  girls  from  22 
Churches  attended.  On  November  19th  214  girls  and  Counselors  spent  the  day  with 
the  children  at  Mills  Home  in  Thomasville.  Each  girl  carried  a  love  gift  to  share  with 
one  of  the  children  and  attended  Sunday  School  and  Church  with  them.  On 
December  15th  three  bus  loads  of  girls  and  Counselors— 168  in  all— went  Christmas 
Caroling.  They  visited  patients  at  Mercy  and  Presbyterian  Hospitals  and  the 
Methodist  Home.  These  girls  were  sharing  their  Christian  love  with  many  people  in 
various  circumstances. 

The  YWA  Council  planned  its  Quarterly  Meeting  for  the  evening  of  December 
18th  as  a  Christmas  party  honoring  the  200  residents  of  Edwin  Towers.  The  young 
women  carried  gifts  and  refreshment  for  the  people;  they  presented  the  Christmas 
story  in  scripture  and  music.  30  girls  from  9  organizations  reported  an  excellent 
response. 

The  second  quarter  of  the  year  was  banquet  time  for  both  the  YWA  Council  and 
the  Associational  GA.  Because  of  the  generosity  and  convenience  of  Pritchard 
Memorial  both  banquets  were  held  there.  The  intermediate  GA's  had  14  Foreign 
Exchange  Students  as  guests  at  their  banquet  on  March  15th.  In  an  informal  way  the 
190  young  people  had  an  opportunity  to  give  their  Christian  testimony  in  fun  and 
fellowship  and  to  share  ideas  and  customs  from  around  the  world. 

The  YWA  Council  met  for  an  evening  of  food,  fun,  and  fellowship  on  March  19th. 
The  152  young  women  and  Counselors  from  32  Churches  enjoyed  the  evening  which 
closed  with  an  inspirational  message  from  Lanny  Johnson,  Minister  of  Education  at 
Whiting  Avenue. 

Your  WMU  President  attended  the  State  WMU  Annual  Meeting  in  Asheville  March 
12-14.  Mecklenburg  WMU  was  one  of  the  few  Associational  Organizations  recognized 
for  Honor  Achievement  on  the  1966-67  Aims.  (An  Honor  Associational  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  is  one  that  has  attained  the  following  Associational  Aims  for 
Advancement;  (1)  By-Laws  adopted  as  a  guide;  (2)  Training  provided  for  Church 
WMU  leadership;  (3)  WMU  Organizations  established  in  at  least  one  Church  or 
Mission  where  none  exists;  (4)  Increase  in  number  of  WMU  Organizations;  and  had  at 
least  15%  each  of  its  WMU,  YWA,  GA  and  Sunbeam  bands  attaining  some  recognition 
on  the  Aims  for  Advancement.  First  Baptist  WMU  of  Charlotte  was  again  recognized 
as  an  Honor  WMU  organization. 

It  was  at  the  State  WMU  Annual  Meeting  that  your  Associational  President 
re- issued  the  invitation  to  the  women  to  come  to  Charlotte  March  11-13,  1969  for 
the  State  WMU  Meeting  in  Ovens  Auditorium.  Arrangements  for  its  use  have  already 
been  made. 

On  March  18th,  State  promoted  Church  Leadership  Conferences  were  held  at  East 
Baptist  Church  in  Gastonia.  The  Associational  WMU  President,  YWA  Director,  GA 
Director,  Sunbeam  Band  Director  along  with  many  Church  WMU  Presidents  attended 
the  interpretation  Meetings  for  the  New  Organization  plans  for  WMU  for  1968-69. 

The  Annual  Mecklenburg  Associational  WMU  Meeting  was  April  2nd,  1968  at 
First  Baptist  Church.  The  major  portion  of  program  time  at  both  morning  and 
evening  sessions  was  devoted  to  presentation  of  the  new  WMU  Organization  plans  for 
1968-69  by  Miss  Jo  Gwin.  Each  session  concluded  with  a  Missionary  Message  by  two 
former  Southern  Baptist  Missionaries,  Mrs.  David  Lockard  of  Rhodesia  and  Rev. 
Ernest  Glass  of  Malaysia.  The  attendance  was  over  400  from  49  of  our  70  Churches. 

In  May  Associational  officers  led  3  follow-up  interpretation  Meetings  —  Matthews, 
Westover  and  Huntersville  —  with  an  attendance  of  125  from  23  different  Churches. 
Associational  WMU   officers  have  been  invited  into  eight  Churches  to  interpret  in 
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greater  detail  the  new  plans. 

At  the  times  for  the  July  and  August  Associational  WMU  Board  Meetings  the 
President  taught  the  new  WMU  Leadership  Course  to  22  members  of  the  Board 
including  many  of  the  new  officers. 

The  new  Associational  WMU  officers  attended  the  State  lead  Workshop  in  Black 
Mountain  in  preparation  for  their  fall  leadership  Conference  which  will  be  reported 
on  by  the  new  WMU  Director  next  year,  Mrs.  Gene  Moore. 

It  has  been  a  privilege  for  me  to  serve  as  Associational  WMU  President  for  the  last 
five  years.  The  work  has  been  hard  and  discouraging  at  times,  but  the  enthusiasm, 
and  cooperation  of  all  the  Church  and  Associational  leaders  has  been  thrilling  and 
inspiring.  I  can  say  without  a  moment's  hesitation  that  Mecklenburg  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  has  progressed  under  the  complete  cooperation  of  all  the  Churches, 
without  whose  leadership  Mission  work  cannot  be  accomplished. 

70.  Mrs.  Branon  introduced  Mrs.  Gene  Moore  the  in-coming 
Associational  WMU  President. 

71.  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  was  recognized  to  present  "Christian  Education 
in  the  Churches." 

72.  Lanny  R.  Johnson,  Minister  of  Education  at  the  Whiting  Avenue 
Church,  and  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  made  the  report 
as  follows: 


1967-68  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  1967-68  Sunday  School  work  in  our  Association  was  not  good  quantitatively. 
There  was  a  decline  of  1,354  in  enrollment. 

To  my  knowledge,  there  was  only  one  Associational  Sunday  School  meeting  held 
during  the  year.  This  meeting  was  to  inform  Pastors  and  General  Superintendents  of 
projected  plans  for  1969-70.  We  were  delighted  to  have  as  our  guest  at  that  meeting 
Mr.  Burl  Lucas,  one  of  our  Sunday  School  workers  with  the  State  Convention. 

Plans  for  1969-70  call  for  conferences  for  each  age  group  in  the  Sunday  School. 
Each  of  these  age  group  conferences  will  be  divided  into  three  groups:  for  Pastors  and 
General  Superintendents,  for  Department  Superintendents,  and  for  teachers.  We 
intend  for  these  conferences  to  be  practical  as  well  as  helpful. 

VBS  enrollment  was  down  last  year.  Our  1967-68  enrollment  was  12,670 
contrasted  with  13,548  in  1966-67.  Sixty-six  churches  reported  VBS.  This  is  a 
decline  of  one. 

Three  VBS  Clinics  were  held.  The  first  conducted  by  Mr.  Dean  Kaufman  was  for 
Principals  and  Pastors.  The  second  was  for  all  workers  and  the  third  was  a  conference 
on  Creative  activities,  conducted  by  Mr.  Kaufman.  These  Clinics  proved  to  be  highly 
successful  and  we  hope  to  provide  them  again  this  year. 

The  challenge  for  the  teaching  agency  of  the  Church  is  greater  than  ever  before. 
With  a  new  grading  system  projected  for  1970,  we  must  improve  the  quality  of  our 
teaching.  We  have  the  church's  best  organization  for  reaching  people.  Let  us  never 
lose  sight  of  this  fact.  Let  us  always  press  on  toward  the  mark  of  the  high  calling  of 
God  in  Christ  Jesus  through  the  teaching  ministry  of  the  Church.  Let  us,  through  the 
Sunday  School  reach  and  teach  people  for  our  Lord. 


73.  Brotherhood  Director  for  the  Association,  Robert  F.  Hewitt, 
presented  the  report  for  that  organization,  also  he  gave  the  Royal 
Ambassador  report  of  T.  Keller  Bush,  who  was  unable  to  be  present. 
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BROTHERHOOD  REPORT  TO  ASSOCIATION 

The  importance  of  the  laymen  today  in  our  churches  is  far  reaching.  Since 
Christianity  is  a  lay  movement,  a  church  does  its  work  through  the  hands  of  its 
people  and  moves  on  the  feet  of  its  members.  You  must  remember,  in  instituting  His 
Church,  Jesus  commissioned  people  to  carry  forth  His  commands. 

Some  churches  are  inclined  to  think  more  of  survival  and  expansion  as  an 
institution  than  of  its  mission  and  ministry.  This  is  true  when  most  of  a  church's 
work  is  done  inside  the  building  and  only  for  the  good  of  its  members.  It  is  entirely 
possible  to  forget  that  God  "so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  son." 

Baptist  men  in  the  world  fulfilling  their  ministry  can  become  bridges  between  the 
church  as  an  institution  and  the  church  as  the  ministering  body  of  Christ.  If  the 
message  of  Christ  is  to  get  into  factories,  offices,  political  parties,  homes,  the  press, 
television,  and  labor  unions,  laymen  must  take  it.  What  Christ  would  do  for  needy 
and  suffering  humanity,  the  church  must  do.  But  how?  The  answer  is  men,  more  than 
the  pastor.  So  why  then,  are  there  pastors  who  refuse  to  use  their  laymen  in  this 
manner?  The  layman  and  church  pastor  stand  side  by  side  in  the  Lord's  work.  Both 
laymen  and  pastor  belong  to  God  and  exist  to  serve  him  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

Christian  laymen  are  needed  to  reach  the  boys  in  the  name  of  Christianity.  The 
involvement  of  youth  is  essential  to  any  proposed  conquest  of  the  world  by 
Christianity.  Fortunately,  boys  depend  upon  men  for  example  and  instruction. 
Laymen  are  needed  to  advance  world  missions.  For  almost  100  years  women  through 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  kept  this  need  before  Southern  Baptist.  But  they  need 
help. 

The  mission  effort  needs  to  be  accelerated  in  the  community  and  rest  of  the 
world.  It  can  be  by  using  the  Baptist  layman. 

Oh,  for  the  zeal  and  dedication  of  our  missionaries  in  Peru,  Chile,  Uruguay. 
Argentina,  and  Brazil.  In  July,  I  was  fortunate  to  be  able  to  travel  to  these  mission 
points  with  twenty-six  other  N.  C.  laymen.  Missionaries  and  native  pastors  alike, 
thrilled  us  to  our  very  marrows  with  the  enthusiastic  Christian  spirit  they  showed  in 
their  work.  No  self  esteem  here.  No  competition  with  one  another.  No  dissension  in 
the  ranks  of  these  true  disciples.  There  was  no  time  for  this  luxury  of  the  affluent. 

The  Lord,  being  the  Lord,  led  Dr.  Graham  of  Asheboro,  and  me  to  a  little  mission 
on  the  outskirts  of  a  town  called  Belo  Horizonte.  I  thanked  God  that  the  opportunity 
had  come  to  me  long  ago  —  the  opportunity  to  be  a  Baptist  layman,  experienced 
through  working  with  men  in  Brotherhood.  It  seemed  a  dream  —  surely  not  away  out 
here  at  the  edge  of  the  Jungle  —  a  building  built  with  nondescript  timber,  but  not 
noticeable  because  of  the  countless  number  of  people  that  had  come  to  hear  the 
story  of  salvation  from  the  lips  of  the  two  strangers  from  the  North.  The  eagerness 
they  showed  in  accepting  God's  word  proved  one  thing  —  the  inward  longing  of  man 
for  someone  that  cares.  On  arriving  home,  we  later  heard  by  letter  of  a  revival  held  in 
this  same  mission,  and  a  hundred  souls  came  to  know  Jesus. 

I  am  firmly  convinced  if  the  masses  of  South  America  were  centered  in  our 
prayers  and  the  "Crusade  of  the  Americas"  was  centered  in  our  thoughts  and  mission 
actions,  Communism  would  be  set  back.  If  we  don't  do  a  thing  but  give  lip 
movement,  the  Crusade  will  die  from  apathy.  Let  us  keep  that  from  happening, 

How?  Organize  now  a  Baptist  Men's  unit  in  your  church,  if  you  don't  already 
have  one.  A  church  can  meet  this  need  in  the  area  of  missions  in  two  ways: 

1.  Help  the  men  grow  through  mission  knowledge,  and 

2.  Engage  the  men  in  mission  actions. 

There  are  those  who  refer  to  the  laymen's  membership  in  a  church  as  "frozen 
credits  and  dead  capital."  This  implies  a  church  has  failed  to  profitably  use  men  to 
their  potential.  The  laymen  in  a  church  are  assets  for  accomplishing  God's  work  in 
the  world.  But  a  church  must  understand  first  its  own  need  to  teach  and  direct  men 
in  carrying  out  the  mission  of  the  Lord. 

As  a  church  teaches  missions,  it  becomes  clear  to  men  that  they  must  get  involved 
in  missions. 
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Paul  wrote  in  I  Cor.  15:58  "Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast, 
unmoveable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that 
your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord." 

In  Phillipians  2:13  Paul  says,  "For  it  is  God  which  worketh  in  you  both  to  will 
and  to  do  of  his  good  pleasure.  "A  church  is  expected  to  launch  an  offensive  for  God 
in  the  world  with  men  providing  the  manpower  if  it  is  to  remain  true  to  its  distinctive 
nature  and  Christ-appointed  mission. 


ROYAL  AMBASSADOR  REPORT 

Responsibility  for  the  boy  of  each  family  is  keen— for  parents  and  sister  too.  This 
is  good.  The  responsibilities  of  a  family  is  great  as  never  before  in  history  of 
man  .  .  .  .The  boy  looks  for  more  from  life  and  he  finds  more  too. 

Royal  Ambassadors  are  exposed  to  a  full  program.  A  program  of  activity  from  the 
start  as  a  Lad  to  Ambassador  Service-Aide.  Including  outdoor  activities,  camping, 
cook-outs,  baseball  and  sports  to  maintain  relationships.  (We  have  inclosed  a  full 
baseball  report  from  Mr.  Floyd  Black,  Baseball  Committee  Chairman). 

In  an  attempt  to  help  keep  the  Royal  Ambassador  chapters  informed  of  new 
events,  we  send  from  the  Association  office  a  news  sheet  "MECKRA  NEWS." 
About  eight  or  ten  issues  are  mailed  each  year.  And  a  total  of  approximately  375 
copies  are  mailed  each  printing,  to  our  association  churches. 

Beginning  in  the  near  future  the  age  of  Royal  Ambassadors  will  begin  with  the  six 
year  old.  The  three  additional  ages  will  require  more  trained  counselors.  This  younger 
group  we  hope  will  attract  many  man-wife  counselor  teams. 

This  was  the  year  of  the  Fourth  National  Royal  Ambassador  Congress  in 
Oklahoma  City.  Buses  from  North  Carolina  toured  August  10  to  17  and  included  the 
Congress.  Two  buses  went  from  the  Charlotte  area.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

These  are  important  days  in  the  ministry  of  Training  Union.  Many  new  ideas,  new 
materials,  and  a  new  seriousness  to  our  need  for  Christian  training  are  coming  to  us 
through  our  Training  Unions. 

This  has  been  a  good  year  for  Training  Union  in  the  Mecklenburg  Association. 
The  state  Training  Union  department  helped  in  a  very  fine  Associational  Training 
School  at  Midwood.  This  was  very  helpful  to  many  workers  from  many  churches. 
The  morning  sessions  were  especially  helpful  to  pastors  and  other  general  officers. 

We  had  good  representation  in  our  Junior  memory  work,  but  felt  more  should 
have  participated  in  Intermediate  Sword  Drill,  Speakers'  Tournament,  and  Adult 
Scripture  Reading  Tournament.  We  hope  pastors,  Training  Union  Directors,  and 
Training  Union  workers  will  encourage  more  participation  in  1969. 

July  21,  1969  we  will  have  Dr.  Philip  B.  Harris,  Director  for  our  Convention-wide 
Training  Union,  as  our  speaker  in  an  Associational  briefing  meeting  about  the  new 
Training  Union  name  and  program.  Mark  this  date  on  your  calendar. 

Please  keep  the  date  October  26-30,  1970,  for  an  Associational  Training  School  to 
study  the  new  Training  Union  set-up. 

May  I  urge  each  of  you  to  study  and  stay  up-to-date  with  the  current  Training 
Union  materials,  especially  the  Training  Union  Magazine.  This  is  essential  in  order  to 
know  what  is  going  on  in  Training  Union  Work. 

Also,   may   I   thank  each   of  you   for  your  prayers,   assistance,   and  support  in 
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carrying  on  the  Training  Union  work.  I  would  like  to  pledge  to  you  my  best  during 
the  coming  year,  and  beg  you  to  support  and  use  your  Training  Union  as  a  means 
toward  a  more  effective  Christian  witness  through  the  local  church. 

75.  Hal  Shoemaker,  Associational  Music  Director,  told  of  the  weekly 
luncheon  meetings  of  music  directors  and  assistants.  Many  worthwhile 
plans  are  worked  out  at  such  gatherings.  He  offered  the  advice  and  help  of 
the  music  directors  to  assist  any  church  that  makes  request.  In  particular, 
help  was  offered  in  connection  with  the  Crusade  of  the  Americas  revivals 
in  the  early  part  of  1969.  He  mentioned  that  a  Choir  Festival,  Children's 
Choir  Workshop,  and  Church  Choir  Fellowship  Sing  would  be  held  in  the 
Spring  of  1969. 

Your  ministers  of  music  recognize  that  music  becomes  noise  unless 
there  is  harmony.  Our  prayer  is  that  there  will  always  be  a  spirit  of 
harmony  in  all  our  work.

77.  Norman  A.  Wiggins,  President  of  Campbell  College,  was 
introduced  to  bring  the  message  of  the  morning. 

From  the  reading  of  Isaiah  5:1-9,  we  glean  the  story  of  a  man  who  laid 
out  a  vineyard,  prepared  and  planted  it  with  the  hope  of  a  harvest  of  good 
grapes.  However,  wild  grapes  brought  disappointment  to  the  man.  Colleges 
have  planned  for  a  harvest  of  good  students,  but  here  and  there  the 
product  has  been  demonstrations  and  uprisings.  What  is  happening? 
Students  are  no  more  than  numbers,  increase  in  knowledge  has  brought 
involvement  in  social  concern,  and  there  is  a  changing  of  moral  standards. 
Students  look  on  the  good  life  as  freedom,  they  do  not  want  to  work,  they 
are  unhappy. 

Somewhere  between  the  founding  of  our  country  and  our  present  day 
college,  we  have  missed  out.  We  had  better  find  out  where.  It  is  not 
enough  to  be  happy,  we  must  be  creative.  Only  one  who  has  made  his 
peace  with  God  is  happy.  If  God  has  a  purpose  for  the  flower  and  the  tree, 
He  surely  has  a  purpose  for  each  one  of  us.  The  challenge  to  Christian 
higher  education  is  not  to  the  colleges  alone,  but  to  the  church  and  the 
home.  In  the  early  days  of  our  country  religion  and  education  were  hand 
in  hand.  If  America  ceases  to  be  good,  she  will  cease  to  be  great.

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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Kerfoot's  Rules  of  Order  followed: 

Article  I— Name 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  It 
may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc. 

Article  II— Composition 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be  composed  of 
the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  missionary  Baptist  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messengers 
according  to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred  members  or 
less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor;  churches  with  more 
than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  messenger  for  every  one 
hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed  ten  messengers,  including  the 
pastor. 

Article  HI— Purpose 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  shall:  devise  and  recommend 
measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence,  spiritual  power  and  activities  of  Baptist 
churches  in  ways  designed  to  develop  their  resources,  energies  and  gifts  in  the 
advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world;  promote,  encourage  and 
sponsor  the  establishment  of  missions,  Sunday  schools  and  churches;  engage  in  other 
activities  related  to  religious  work. 

Section  2.  The  association  is  a  means  by  which  the  affiliated  churches  may 
engage  in  activities  beyond  their  capacity  as  individual  churches.  It  is  in  this  context 
that  a  wider  Christian  fellowship  is  provided,  an  express  need  which  the  association  is 
designed  to  meet. 

Article  IV— Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Statistician,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Associational 
Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  Brotherhood  President. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the 
floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting.  The 
other  above  named  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  but  nominations  for 
these  offices  shall  be  made  by  a  committee  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  association. 
Nominations  by  the  committee  appointed  shall  not,  however,  preclude  nominations 
from  the  floor.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  associational 
meeting  in  which  they  are  elected  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and  appoint 
committees  as  are  required  by  this  consitiution.  He  shall  also  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall  be  elected  for  one  term  and 
cannot  immediately  succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  term.  The  Vice- 
Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Moderator,  and  may  act  for  the 
Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 
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Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the 
churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after  adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the  records  of  the 
churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  report  to  the  association 
such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

Article  V—  Associational  Board 

Section  1.  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  one  lay  member, 
elected  by  each  cooperating  church,  together  with  the  pastor  of  each  cooperating 
church,  the  officers  of  the  association,  the  chairmen  of  standing  committees,  and  the 
President  of  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  The  associational  board 
may  also  elect  to  the  board  each  year,  those  persons  whom  they  may  consider 
important  to  the  work  of  the  association,  such  as  associate  pastors,  ministers  of 
education,  and  retired  ministers. 

Section  2.  The  associational  board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  interim.  The 
operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  consitution  of  the 
association  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  of  the  association  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
associational  board,  as  early  after  the  annual  meeting  as  is  deemed  advisable,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  the  board  for  the  work  of  the  new  year. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the  board  and 
that  of  the  association. 

Article  VI— Procedure 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  nominating  committee  as  provided  by 
Article  IV,  Section  2. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  and 
a  committee  on  Resolutions. 

Section  3.  After  the  annual  meeting,  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  committee 
of  five  to  serve  as  an  Order  of  Business  Committee.  The  committee  shall  work  with 
the  Moderator  and  Promotional  Secretary.  It  will  have  the  responsibility  of  planning 
the  program  for  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the  second 
day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  association  during  the  first  day 
of  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  VII— Missions  Policy 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting  of  new 
churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initiative  for 
beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek  the 
leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordination  in  what 
is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by  the 
churches  which  makes  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or  actions  of 
the  association  should  therefor  respect  the  integrity  of  the  cooperating  churches  and 
associational  missionary  endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does  seek  to 
encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting  an  orderly 
growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  association. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their  own 
membership  policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to  Baptist  polity. 
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BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day 
to  be  determined  at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board 
and  publicized  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time 
for  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  1  of  each  year  and  close 
September  30  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  parliamentary 
law. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the 
associational  board,    shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  All  Newly  formed  churches  desiring  admission  into  the  Associa- 
tion shall  present  their  petitionary  letters  to  the  President  of  the  Associa- 
tional Board,  so  that  they  may  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitionary 
Letters  for  their  examination  and  recommendation  to  the  Board  or  Asso- 
ciation during  the  next  meeting.  Any  church  recommended  for  admission 
to  the  Association  will  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for 
a   period   of  not   less   than    one   year. 

6.  If  any  Church  in  the  Association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive 
years  in  filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  it's  affiliation  with  the 
Association  upon  recommendation  of  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  to 
the  Associational  Board,  and  action  to  this  effect  by  the  Association. 

7.  All  Churches  affiliated  with  this  Association  shall  be  Churches  who 
use  the  New  Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  polity  and 
require  that  all  candidates,  who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water, 
on  the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  mem- 
bership. 

8.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  present. 


CONSTITUTION  OF 
THE   MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL   BOARD, 

INC. 

THIS  IS  TO  CERTIFY,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  asso- 
ciate ourselves  into  a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and 
the  applicable  sub-sections  thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to 
that  end  do  hereby  set  forth. 

Article  I— Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be,  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

Article  II— Location 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

Article    Ill-Objects    and    Purposes 
The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed 
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Section  1.  To  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  and  activities  of  Baptist  Churches  and  for 
developing  their  resources,  energies,  and  gifts  in  the  advancement  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world. 

Section  2.  To  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  the  establishment  of 
missions,    Sunday  schools,    and  churches. 

Section  3.  To  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  religious  educational 
programs. 

Section  4.     To  engage  in  activities  related  to  religious  work. 

Article   IV— Powers 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  sell,  lease,  convey 
and  receive  as  gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and 
additional  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  fore- 
going powers  and  purposes,  the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could 
do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in 
the  same  name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and 
attested  by  the  Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum 
of  members  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation,  and 
the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Associational  Board,    Inc.  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Article  V— Membership 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  member- 
ship shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly 
elected  to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  V, 
Section  1,    of  the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
administered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which 
shall  be  vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its 
members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meeting. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on 
all  matters  coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote 
of  a  quorum  of  the  members   shall   constitute   corporate   action. 

Article  Vl-Officers 

The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  elected  by  ballot  at  the  first  meeting  following 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

The  present  officers  of  the  Associational  Board  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association   as   shown  in   the   minutes   and   records   of   said   Board   for    1946 
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shall  ipso  facto  become  the  officers  of  this  Corporation  as  herein  provided 
for  the  rest  of  the  associational  year  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is  Charlotte, 
Mecklenburg  County,  North  Carolina,  and  the  name  of  the  Registered  Agent 
of  the  corporation  at  such  address  is  Edwin  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of 
Missions  or  his  successor. 

Article  VII— Committees 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  executive  committee  com- 
posed of  officers  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  the 
chairmen  of  all  standing  committees,  and  five  members-at-large  from  the 
membership  of  the  corporation,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tist Association.  The  executive  committee  shall  transact  all  business,  particu- 
larly of  an  executive  nature,  committed  to  it  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Associational  Board,  Inc.,  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  for  membership  on  the  regular  com- 
mittees. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  missions  committee,  composed 
of  seven  members,  which  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  mission  work 
in  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association;  to  locate  strategic  places  where 
missions  or  churches  may  be  established;  to  make  recommendations  for  the 
purchase  of  lots  and  other  property  for  missions,  churches,  and  religious 
work;  and  to  recommend  to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board, 
Inc.,    programs  for  establishing  work  in  these  locations. 

Section  3.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  ordination  advisory  com- 
mittee, composed  of  twelve  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  counsel  with 
churches,  as  requested,  and  with  ministerial  candidates,  concerning  exami- 
nation and  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 
The  committee  shall  also  act  for  the  association  when  request  concerning 
endorsement  of  a  license  to  the  ministry  is  received. 

Section  4.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  finance  committee,  composed 
of  seven  members  in  addition  to  the  treasurer  of  the  associational  board, 
the  president  of  the  associational  board,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  finance  committee  shall  prepare  a  budget  for  recommendation 
to  the  associational  board,  supervise  the  work  of  the  associational  treasurer, 
arrange  for  an  annual  audit  of  the  finances  of  the  associational  board,  pro- 
vide counsel  to  the  associational  board  concerning  financial  matters,  and 
act  for  the  associational  board  as  directed. 

Section  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  interracial 
cooperation,  composed  of  ten  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  work  with 
Negro  Baptists  in  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  concern. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  petitionary 
letters,  composed  of  five  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all 
applications  of  churches  for  affiliation  with  the  Mecklenburg  Association  and 
to  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Mecklenburg    Baptist   Association. 

Section  7.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  property  committee,  com- 
posed of  three  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  superintend  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  associational  office  and  grounds  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  finance  committee  and/or  the  associational  board  as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  8.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  Educational  Council,  the 
chairman  of  which  shall  be  the  superintendent  of  missions.  The  constituent 
parts  of  the  council  and  the  scope  of  its  responsibilities  are  to  be  determined 
by  the  board  and  as  indicated  herein. 
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(1)  The  Associational   Sunday  School   Superintendent,    Training  Union 

Director,    Brotherhood    Director    and    Woman's    Missionary    Union    President 
shall   be   members   of   the    Educational    Council. 

(2)  A  board-elected  Music  Director  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Educa- 
tional Council,    and  shall  lead  in  an  associational  program  of  music  education. 

(3)  A  board-elected  chairman  of  evangelism  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Educational  Council  and  shall  relate  the  ministry  of  evangelism  to  the 
full  ministry  of  the  association. 

(4)  The    Educational    Council    shall    have    the    responsibility    of   prepar 
ing   a   calendar   of   activities.   It  shall   also   correlate,    plan   and   promote   the 
educational    services    and   organizations    of   the    association. 

Section  9.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  inner-city  minis- 
tries, composed  of  twelve  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  give  guidance 
and  direction  to  local  missions  ministries  other  than  those  pertaining  to  mission 
churches  and  new  churches. 

Section  10.  The  corporation  shall  have  such  other  committees  as  are 
authorized  by  resolution  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tional Board,    Inc. 

Section  11.  The  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  select  from  its 
membership  or  from  the  membership  of  any  churches  who  are  members 
of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  individuals  to  serve  on  any  and 
all  of  its  regular  committees  or  special  committees  and  nothing  herein  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  any  member  of  any  cooperating  church  from 
serving  on  such  committees. 

Section  12.  The  present  members  of  the  aforesaid  committee  shall 
ipso  facto  become  members  of  said  committee,  as  herein  provided  for  the 
remainder  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  year,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected  or  appointed.

Article   IX— Duration 

The  duration  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  unlimited. 

In  the  event  of  dissolution  of  this  corporation,  the  assets  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  be  distributed  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Caro- 
lina to  be  used  for  religious  purposes  in  the  discretion  of  said  Baptist  State 
Convention,  and  no  individual  members  of  this  corporation  shall  have  a 
propriety  interest  therein.

PROCEEDINGS 

of   the 

Eighty-fourth  Annual  Session 

of   the 

Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 

(Mecklenburg-Cabarrus    until    1935) 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 
October  23,  1969 

1.  The  Eighty-fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  met  with  the  Derita  Baptist  Church,  Derita,  North  Carolina, 
Thursday  afternoon,  October  23,  1969,  at  4:00  o'clock,  with  Moderator 
W.    Clyde    Bearden,   presiding. 

2.  The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in  the  year 
1886.  The  Preacher  and  the  Moderator  were  one,  Rev.  E.  C.  Williams. 
The  Clerk  was  J.  M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual  session  of  1935,  held  at  the 
Durham  Memorial  Church,  the  churches  of  Cabarrus  County  were  granted 
letters    to   form   the    Cabarrus    Association. 

3.  This  is  the  third  time  that  the  Association  has  met  with  the  Derita 
Church.  On  January  22,  1940,  Brothers  D.  C.  Kerr  and  R.  D.  James  ap- 
peared before  the  Executive  Committee,  requesting  assistance  in  organiz- 
ing a  Baptist  Church  in  Derita.  The  committee  called  a  Presbytery  for 
the  organization  of  the  church,  February  25,  1940.  The  church  first 
erected  an  education  building,  and  then  went  on  to  add  an  auditorium, 
which  gave  adequate  space  for  growth.  And,  the  Derita  Church  has  grown. 
The  value  of  property  is  well  over  one-half  million  dollars.  The  member- 
ship is  over  800,  the  Sunday  School  has  an  enrollment  of  872,  the  Training 
Union  has  316,  the  W.M.U. :  reaches  138,  and  the  latest  held  Vacation 
Bible    School    touched    209-    James    R.    DeLoach    is   the    current   pastor. 

4.  William  Jarvis,  Music  Director  for  the  Association,  and  Minister 
of  Music  at  the  First  Church,  led  in  the  singing  of  '"All  Hail  the  Power 
of  Jesus'  Name,"  and  "Serve  the   Lord  with  Gladness." 

5.  The  Program  Committee  had  chosen  as  a  theme  for  the  annual 
session,   "The  Church,  Our  Hope  In  The  Seventies." 

6.  John  A.  Grant,  pastor  at  Southside  Church,  read  Ephesians  4:1  —  13, 
and  led  in  prayer.  Serious  illnesses  and  deaths  among  our  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  family  and  their  acquaintances,  were  noted,  and  mentioned  in 
prayer. 

7.  Moderator    Bearden    appointed  the   following  Committees:

8-  Larry  Sledge,  Chairman  of  Registration,  announced  there  were 
present    227   registered   members   and   50   visitors. 

9-  The  Chairman  of  Registration,  Larry  Sledge  of  the  Midwood  Church, 
offered  motion  'that  the  messengers  present  and  those  who  may  later 
attend,  who  have  been  duly  elected  by  churches  conforming  to  our  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  constitute  the  Eighty-fourth  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  business  and  hearing  reports; 
and  that  the  program  as  printed  and  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers,  be 
the  official  order  of  business,  with  whatever  changes  may  be  found 
necessary.     The     motion     was     adopted. 

10-  Inquiry  was  made  to  be  sure  that  the  messengers  were  in  posses- 
sion of  a  packet  of  materials  containing  program,  calendar  of  1970  events 
and      meetings,  financial  information,  and  assorted  reports. 

11.  Phil  Lyn  Nye,  Sr.,  of  the  host  church,  warmly  welcomed  the 
messengers   and  visitors   in  the   absence   of  Pastor  James   R.  DeLoach. 

12.  The  moderator  requested  all  new  pastors  and  workers  who  had 
come  to  the  Association  during  the  past  year,  to  come  to  the  front  and 
introduce    themselves.    Those    present    were,

13-  Wm.  A.  Wallace,  President  of  the  Associational  Board,  and  pastor 
at  Woodlawn  Church,  was  recognized  for  presentation  of  the  Board's 
report. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL 
BOARD  TO  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board  was 
held  November  5,  1968,  after  the  1968  Annual  Associational  Meeting.  The 
primary  purpose  was  to  consider  a  report  from  a  Nominating  Committee, 
appointed  by  Moderator  Clyde  Bearden,  concerning  Board  Officers  for 
the    new   associational   year. 

The  Rev.  William  A.  Wallace,  Pastor  of  the  Woodlawn  Baptist  Church, 
was  elected  as  President  of  the  Board,  and  the  Rev.  Earl  N.  Porter, 
Pastor  of  the  Whiting  Avenue  Baptist  Church  was  elected  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent. Mr.  Carroll  E.  Taylor,  a  layman  of  the  Southside  Baptist  Church 
was  elected  as  Board  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Leslie  J.  Horton,  a  layman  of 
the  Providence  Baptist  Church,  was  elected  to  serve  as  Treasurer. 
Chairman  of  the  various  Board  Committees  were  also  named  at  this 
first    meeting. 

The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Board  is  incorporated  and  functions  as  the 
Association  between  annual  sessions.  All  standing  committees  of  the 
Association  are  actually  committees  of  the  Board.  The  Board  meets 
monthly  and  is  composed  of  all  pastors  of  member  churches,  one  duly 
elected  lay  representative  from  each  affiliate  church,  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  chairmen  of  standing  committees,  and  the  President  of 
the  Associational  Women's  Missionary  Union.  The  Associational  Board 
may  also  elect  to  its  membership  any  other  persons  whom  they  consider 
might  make  a  worthy  contribution  to  the  work  of  the  Association,  such  as 
associate  pastors,  ministers  of  music  and/or  education,  and  retired 
ministers . 

Perhaps  the  greatest  cooperative  endeavor  during  the  year  was  the 
Crusade  of  the  Americas.  District  prayer  retreats  for  the  Crusade  were 
conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Evangelism  Committee.  A  Crusade 
Rally  was  also  held  at  the  Derita  Church  with  the  Rev.  David  Gomez, 
pastor  of  a  church  in  Brazil,  bringing  the  message  of  challenge  and  in- 
spiration. Fellowship  luncheons  were  arranged  during  the  two  Crusade 
weeks  in  our  Association.  Dr.  Wayne  Ward,  professor  of  Theology  at 
Southern  Seminary,  Dr.  Bill  Bennette,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Fort  Smith,  Arkansas,  and  James  Carraway,  Southern  Baptist  Evan- 
gelistic Singer,  were  among  the  program  personalities  at  these  fellowship 
luncheons.  These  luncheons  were  well  attended  and  a  blessing  to  every- 
one  who  participated   in   them. 

Another  interesting  and  helpful  happening  was  the  Non-Evangelical 
Conference  held  at  the  Providence  Baptist  Church  on  April  27-28,  1969. 
The  purpose  of  this  conference  was  to  help  us  better  understand  our 
Non-Evangelical  friends  and  investigate  possible  ways  of  working  with 
and  ministering  to  them.  State  and  Home  Mission  Board  Personnel  were 
present  to  share  ideas  and  materials.  Although  the  attendance  left 
something  to  be  desired,  it  was  felt  to  be  a  most  helpful  conference  for 
those   who  attended. 

One  of  the  more  recent  conferences  that  was  both  informational  and 
inspirational   was    the    Associational   Missions    Conference    held   with   the 
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First  Baptist  Church  on  September  18,  1969-  Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  and  Dr.  Arthur  B. 
Rutledge,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  were  the 
principal    program    personalities. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Association  held  property  in  the  Starmount 
Area  with  the  anticipation  of  beginning  a  new  church  there.  During  the 
year  the  Board  felt  that  perhaps  it  would  be  best  to  sell  this  property 
and  invest  in  property  in  another  location  that  might  prove  more  promis- 
ing and  offer  more  potential.  Transaction  was  made  with  Mr.  Herman 
Yearwood  and  the  Starmount  acreage  was  sold  for  a  cash  price  of 
$48,000.00.  No  additional  investment  in  other  property  has  been  made 
as  yet.  Concerning  the  purchase  of  any  additional  property  the  Board 
passed  the  following  motion:  '"Before  the  Missions  Committee  obligates 
itself  for  any  property  in  a  given  area,  all  Baptist  Churches  in  the 
surrounding   area  are  to  be  made  aware  of  their  efforts." 

The  Board  President  and  Associational  Moderator,  Clyde  Bearden, 
were  instructed  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  serve  as  representatives 
of  the  Board  to  talk  with  the  Wedgewood  Baptist  Church  in  regard  to  a 
reported  "open  door"  membership  policy  adopted  by  that  church.  These 
Board  representatives  were  received  in  a  gracious  spirit  of  Christian 
love  and  understanding  by  the  Wedgewood  pastor  and  deacons.  The 
pastor  verified  that  such  membership  policy  had  been  adopted  by  their 
church.  The  Board  President  and  the  Associational  Moderator  then  in- 
formed the  church  that  this  action  was  a  deviation  from  associational 
policy  and  tantamount  to  the  church  severing  its  relationship  with  the 
Association.  The  pastor  indicated  that  although  they  had  not  intended 
this,  nevertheless,  they  realized  that  it  was  a  possibility  when  they 
took  their  action.  The  only  request  the  church  made  was  for  an  inter- 
pretation concerning  their  immediate  status  in  the  Association.  At  its 
May  meeting  the  Board  passed  the  following  motion:  "Now  and  in  the 
future,  any  church  which  deviates  from  the  policy  of  the  Association 
concerning  baptism  will  be  deemed  to  have  voted  themselves  out  of  the 
fellowship  of  the  Association  once  this  action  has  been  verified  by  tne 
Executive     Board." 

At  the  instruction  of  the  Board  at  its  July  meeting,  the  President 
wrote  a  letter  to  the  ' 'Biblical  Recorder"  and  to  all  State  Legislators 
who  voted  against  liquor-by-the-drink  legislation.  Commendation  was 
given  to  these  Legislators  for  their  faithful  effort  in  helping  to  defeat 
this  bill. 

Action  was  also  taken  to  approve  a  Hospital  Chaplain  Ministry  which 
had  been  under  extensive  study  by  a  special  committee.  Plans  are  now 
underway  to  make  this  ministry  operative  as  soon  as  possible  and 
practical. 

With  a  great  deal  of  concern  for  the  churches  and  the  work  which 
suffered  extensive  damage  by  "Hurricane  Camille"  the  Board  voted  to 
designate  the  month  of  October  as  a  time  to  receive  contributions  to  as- 
sist these  churches  and  their  ministries.  The  affiliate  churches  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Association  were  urged  to  participate  in  this  endeavor, 
sending  all  monies  to  the  Associational  Office  to  be  sent  from  there  to 
the     Mississippi  Baptist  Convention. 
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The  Executive  Committee,  at  the  September  meeting  of  the  Board,  re- 
commended "that  the  Finance  Committee  make  provisions  in  the  budget 
for  a  full-time  Superintendent  of  missions  as  of  January  1,  1970,  with 
the  understanding  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  write 
a  job  description  and  that  they  find  and  recommend  a  man  to  the  Associa- 
tional  Board  that  will  satisfy  the  Association  and  the  job  description. 
This  job  description  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Assoc  iational  Board  for 
approval   before    looking   for   a   man   to   fill   the    position." 

It  was  also  at  the  September  meeting,  on  recommendation  from  the 
Inner-City  Ministeries  Committee,  that  the  Board  voted  to  cooperate 
with  the  Young  Womens  Christian  Association  of  Charlotte,  Inc.  in  the 
establishment  of  an  after  school  Day  Care  Center  on  the  premises  of 
the  property  known  as  the  Tenth  Street  Center  which  is  owned  by  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  This  center  is  to  be  operated  by  the 
Young  Womens  Christian  Association  of  Charlotte,  Inc.  and  in  accord- 
ance with  a  mutual  agreement,  a  copy  of  which  has  been  attached  to  the 
minutes  of  the  Board  and  kept  by  the  Board  Secretary. 

At  its  October  meeting  the  Board  authorized  the  President  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  investigate  the  needs  of  and  the  possibility  of  Associa- 
tional  participation  in  the  United  Prisons  Ministry  of  North  Carolina, 
Inc.  This  committee  has  been  appointed  and  is  expected  to  report  at  the 
next    regular    meeting    of    the    Board. 

This  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Board  although 
it  has  not  been  an  easy  one.  There  have  been  problems  but  there  have 
also  been  victories  and  advances.  Let  us  prayerfully  seek  God's  will 
for  our  Association  and  move  forward  together  to  challenge  our  oppor- 
tunities   and    claim   new    victories    for   our    Lord. 

14.  The  Petitionary  Letters  Committee,  J.  C.  Jones,  Jr.,  Chairman, 
gave  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  makes  the  following  recommendations  to  this  eighty- 
fourth    Annual    session    of   the    Mecklenburg    Baptist    Association: 

(1)  That  the  Association  comply  with  the  request  of  Davidson  Chapel 
to    continue    under   the   watchcare    of   the   Association    for   another   year. 

(2)  That  Sunset  Road  Baptist  Church  be  received  under  the  watchcare 
of    the    Association    for   a    period    of   one    year. 

15-  The  Ordination  Advisory  Committee,  S.  M.  Dorton,  Chairman, 
presented    his    committee's    report: 

The  Ordination  Advisory  Committee  meets  at  the  request  of  any  church 
in  our  Association  to  counsel  with  them,  and  with  ministerial  candidates, 
concerning  examination  and  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the  gospel 
ministry. 

During    the    year    the    committee    met   with    the    following    candidates   and 
recommended     ordination     by     the     church     requesting     their    examination:

18.  Jack  R.  Benjamin,  Chairman  of  the  Property  Committee,  gave 
his    report. 

Your  Property  Committee  would  like  to  bring  the  following  observations 
as  our   report  for  the  year,  1968—69. 

Our  first  observation  is  that  an  un-used  building  is  not  a  witness  for 
the  Lord.  It  became  necessary  to  board  up  doors  and  windows  of  the 
Tenth  Street  Property  to  protect  it  from  total  destruction.  Through  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  Elliot's  Committee,  the  property  is  being  put  back  into 
use,    and    we    trust    a    positive    witness    for    the    Lord's  work. 

Our  second  observation  is  that  God  still  raises  up  a  man  for  the  job. 
He    has   directed   Mr.    Ed   Edwards   of   Green   Memorial   Church   to   keep  the 
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grass  mowed  at  the  Associational  Office  from  the  time  it  was  located 
on  Commonwealth  Avenue.  No  one  asked  him,  but  each  year  he  appears 
with  his  mower  as  the  work  needs  to  be  done.  This  Committee  would 
like   to   express   its   thanks   for  his    service   this   year  and   the  past  years. 

19.  Under  miscellaneous  matters  —  J.  C.  Jones,  Jr.,  was  recognized. 
He  presented  a  recommendation  having  to  do  with  a  suggested  By-Law 
change.  After  a  motion  and  some  discussion,  the  voting  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

Petitionary  Letters  Committee  recommends  a  change  in  Associational 
By-Law    Number   5   as   printed   on  page    16   of    1968   Minutes. 

By-Law  5  now  reads:  "All  newly  formed  churches  desiring  admission 
into  the  Association  shall  present  their  petitionary  letters  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Associational  Board  three  months  prior  to  the  meeting  of 
the  Association,  so  that  they  may  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Petitionary  Letters  for  their  examination  and  recommendation  to  the 
Association  during  the  next  meeting.  Any  church  making  application  for 
admission  to  the  Association  will  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the 
Association    for   a   period   of   not    less    than    one    year." 

Recommended  change  reads:  "All  newly  formed  churches  desiring 
admission  into  the  Association  shall  present  their  petitionary  letters  to 
the  President  of  the  Associational  Board,  so  that  they  may  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Petitionary  Letters  for  their  examination  and  recom- 
mendation to  the  Board  or  Association  during  the  next  meeting.  Any 
church  recommended  for  admission  to  the  Association  will  come  under 
the  watchcare   of  the  Association  for  a  period  of  not  less   than  one  year." 

20.  Henry  Maxey  of  the  Hickory  Grove  Church,  was  recognized  to 
bring  to  the  Association  information  concerning  an  Associational  Camp. 
His  recommendation  brought  forth  a  motion  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  look  into  the  matter.  A  favorable  vote  followed. 

That  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Association  Moderator  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  feasibility  of  an  Association  Camp.  Included 
in   this  study  should  be  the  possibilities   of  a  camp  which  would  include: 

1.  A  year  round  program. of  Retreats,  RA  Camping,  Family  Camping, 
and  a  summer  program  of  week  long  events,  retreats,  and  Day 
Camps. 

2.  A    camp   which    could   have    four   areas: 

a.  Cabin  area  for  retreats   and  week  long  events. 

b.  Family    Camp    area    which    would    have    a    place    for   Camping 
Trailers. 

c.  R.A.  Camping  area. 

d.  Day  camping  area. 

That  this  study  committee  returns  with  information  concerning  availa- 
bility of  sites,  cost  of  sites,  buildings,  equipment,  and  architect  fees, 
and   a   study  of  personnel  to   operate    such   a   camp   area. 

That  this  study  committee  determines  the  needed  amount  to  start  such 
a  Camp  and  ways  of  financing  the  initial  cost  and  the  annual  operating 
expenses. 

21.  Statistician    Nancy    Kistler    was    recognized    to     bring    her    report. 
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Copies  of  the  report  were  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers.  The  figures 
given  were  for  the  close  of  the  Associational  year,  September  30,  1969. 
1,222  members  were  received  by  baptism,  by  letter  and  statement, 
2,214  were  received.  There  were  2,384  losses  —  making  the  total 
church  membership  41,525-  Expenses  •  of  the  churches,  $4,598,992. 
Of  this  amount  $3,960,948.  was  for  local  work,  and  $638,044.  was 
for  mission  causes.  A  total  of  $4,611,530.  was  reported  received  by 
the  church  treasurers.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  tithers, 
and  in  the  membership  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  and  W.M.U. 
Only   the  Vacation  Bible  Schools  showed  an  increase. 

22.  Our  Baptist  Agencies  and  Institutions  had  representatives;  some 
were   placed  in  the  program.     Others  were   recognized. 

23.  Richard  D.  Smith,  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Caro- 
lina, spoke  interestingly  and  in  an  informative  manner  about  Church 
Planning. 

24.  Jerry  Potter,  of  the  State  Convention,  ably  presented  information 
concerning    Ministry    to    the    Handicapped. 

25.  Bob  Shepherd  gave  a  helpful  look  at  Our  Resort  Ministries.  He 
told   of   the   work   in   the    Lake    Norman   area. 

26.  William  Jarvis  favored  the  messengers  with  special  music,  "God 
Leads    His   Dear  Children   Along."   Sarah   Venable  was    at   the   organ. 

27.  David  M.  Wooten,  pastor  at  Chantilly  Church,  was  not  present  to 
give    the   annual   sermon.    He   was   detained   by   the    death   of  his    sister. 

28.  W.Frank  Marks,  pastor  of  the  Eastern  Hills,  and  alternate  preacher, 
delivered  a  very  heart-warming  message.  He  read  from  the  eleventh 
chapter  of  Luke.  We  are  slow  to  put  into  practice,  but  quick  to  memorize, 
"Lord,  teach  us  to  pray  —  Thy  will  be  done."  He  pleaded  that  we  allow 
God  to  use  us,  and  that  we  stop  finding  sin  and  evil  practices  in  others, 
and  take  a  good  look  at  ourselves.  If  God  is  to  use  us  we  must  have 
compassion  in  our  hearts;  what  is  in  our  hearts  must  come  out  to  help 
others;    and,   we    should    seek   ways    to   reveal   the    truth    about   our   God. 

29-  After  prayer,  the  messengers  and  visitors  enjoyed  a  fine  supper 
prepared    by    the    Derita    Church. 


THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 

30.  Moderator  3earden  called  the  evening  session  to  order  at  seven 
o'clock. 

31-  Alex  F.  Hegenbart,  of  the  Oakhurst  Church,  led  in  the  singing  of 
'Come,    Thou  Almighty   King.' 

32.  John  F.  Perry,  Jr.,  pastor  at  Independence  Hill  Church,  read 
Acts     15:    1  —  12,    and    offered   prayer. 

33.  Hymn,    'Love   Divine,   All   Loves    Excelling'   was    sung. 

34.  William  A.  Wallace  was  recognized  for  a  continuation  of  the 
Associational    Board   report. 

35-  W.  Bryant  Carr,  pastor  of  the  Matthews,  Church,  presented  the 
report    of   the    Missions    Committee. 

MISSIONS    REPORT 

It    is   the   duty   of  your  Missions   Committee   to  have   general  supervision 
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of  the  mission  work  in  our  Association;  to  locate  places  where  missions 
or  churches  may  be  established;  to  recommend  purchasing  of  property  for 
mission  churches  and  religious  work,  and  recommend  to  the  Associational 
Board   programs    for  establishing  work   in    these    locations. 

Your  committee  has  held  regular  meetings  during  the  year  and  has  given 
considerable  time  and  thought  to  numerous  matters  that  have  come  to  our 
attention. 

We  have  given  advice  and  encouragement  to  Grace  Baptist  Church  in 
their  efforts  of  establishing  a  mission  in  the  Wheeling  Mobile  Home  Park. 
This  work  is  now  going  forward  under  the  guidance  of  Grace  Baptist 
Church. 

We  have  given  counsel  to  the  Steel  Creek  mission  group  in  their  efforts 
to   get  a    Baptist  Church    started    in   the   Steel  Creek   area.      This   work  was 
organized    into  a   Church    last   Sunday,   October    19,    1969.      As    soon   as  pro- 
perty   can    be    secured    the    church    will    move    from    its    present    location   at 
Dixie   on   Highway    160   further  down   into  the  Steel  Creek  area. 

Your  Committee  after  careful  study  recommended  to  the  Associational 
Board  that  the  Starmount  property  be  sold  and  the  funds  be  held  for  a  more 
promising    Church    site.      This    has    been   done. 

We  have  visited  in  numerous  areas  of  the  city  and  county  and  are  con- 
vinced that  we  are  in  a  changing  and  developing  community,  and  we  must 
be  alert  to  new  opportunities  for  Baptist  work  within  the  bounds  of  our 
Association. 

36.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Evangelism,  James  R.  DeLoach, 
and  pastor  at  Derita  Church,  was  not  present,  due  to  the  death  of  a 
pastor  friend.  It  was  suggested  that  his  report  be  heard  at  the  following 
day's    session. 

37.  The  report  for  the  Committee  on  Interracial  Cooperation  was 
read   by   William   A.   Wallace. 

Report    of 
INTERRACIAL  COOPERATION  COMMITTEE 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  frustrations  and  tensions  in  the  area 
of  race  relations  in  Mecklenburg  County.  This  has  been  increased  by  the 
court  order  stepping  up  the  rate  of  integration  in  the  Charlotte  —  Meck- 
lenburg public  schools.  Your  committee  on  Interracial  Cooperation 
urges  the  Baptists  of  our  county  to  take  the  lead  in  demonstrating  the 
spirit  of  Christ  in  our  relationships  with  those  of  other  races.  This 
is  a  time  when  paternalistic  aid  is  often  worse  than  no  help  at  all, 
yet  help  is  desperately  needed.  However,  we  must  look  upon  our  Negro 
brothers,  not  primarily  as  needy  people  who  need  help,  but  rather  as 
brothers  in  Christ  with  whom  we  can  and  should  share  the  fellowship 
of    the  Gospel. 

During  the  past  year  the  Fourth  Ward  Kindergarten  received  $1200.00 
in  monthly  payments  through  the  Interracial  Cooperation  Committee.  This 
money,  along  with  contributions  from  other  churches  and  denominations, 
enabled  a  worthy  ministry  to  be  provided  to  approximately  35  Negro 
children    in    a   deprived   community. 

38.  Hymn,    'Stand  Up,   Stand   Up  for   Jesus'   was   sung. 
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39-  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Missions,  was  introduced 
to    bring    his    thoughts    on    ''Planning    For    The   Seventies." 

PLANNING  FOR  THE  70's 

The  attention  of  Southern  Baptist  Churches  in  the  Association  is  now 
directed  to  planning  for  the  70's.  Many  changes  in  the  organizational 
and    spiritual    life    of   churches    are    expected   to    ensue    as    a   result. 

Even  the  very  best  informed  churchmen  may  easily  overlook  the  func- 
tion of  an  association  at  any  time,  yet  the  value  of  the  association  in 
the    period    of  preparation    for   the    70's   will   be    obvious. 

It  is  not  expected,  of  course,  that  the  association  should  become  the 
church,  although  this  is  true  with  some  other  kinds  of  ecclesiastical 
bodies.  The  association  need  not  undertake  what  the  church  can  do  for 
itself.  This  alone  causes  some  to  conclude  that  the  association  does 
nothing  for  them  and  that  they  do  not  need  it.  Inasmuch,  however,  as 
the  churches  are  related  to  one  another,  the  association  is  a  valuable 
tool    in    implementing    this    relationship. 

In  a  free  church  structure  such  as  ours,  the  association  is  like  the 
branch  of  a  large  corporation.  It  represents,  promotes,  reflects,  com- 
municates, correlates,  surveys,  extends,  encourages,  establishes,  ad- 
vises, enlists,  trains,  sells,  operates,  performs  operations,  supports, 
and    is    supported.   What    doesn't   the    association    do? 

How  many  teachers,  Bible  school  workers,  W.  M.  U.  leaders,  brethren 
of  the  Brotherhood  and  other  churchmen  have  been  involved  in  associa- 
tional  affairs?  They  could  be  listed  by  the  scores  or  hundreds.  It  will 
be  normative  for  them  to  look  to  the  association  in  the  preparation 
period    for    the    70's. 

Perhaps  all  of  the  ministries  of  the  churches  through  the  association 
may  be  affected  by  the  changes  to  take  place.  These  will,  of  course,  in- 
clude Music,  Pastoral  Training,  Training  of  Lay  Personnel  and  Mission 
Action.  Special  ministries  now  include  Student  Work,  Prison  Ministries, 
Literacy  Programs,  Language  Ministries,  Resort  Ministry,  Tutorial 
Services,   Youth   Work,   Sports,   Interracial   Kindergarten,   and  Day-Care. 

In  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  the  ministries  which  have 
been  co-ordinated  through  the  association  have  been  largely  effected 
by  volunteer  workers.  There  are  two  other  approaches  to  associational 
work,  however,  although  they  are  both  very  expensive  and  would  require 
a  substantially  larger  budget.  One  of  these  would  be  the  establishment 
of  institutions  for  specialized  services.  Each  institution  so  established 
would  probably  require  a  budget  of  $20,000.  a  year  or  more.  There  is 
also  a  way  of  doing  educational  and  mission  work  through  a  trained 
and  paid  staff.  This,  too,  would  require  considerably  more  support  than 
the  association  is  receiving  at  this  time.  It  hurts  some  to  notice  in  the 
reports  of  our  statistician  and  treasurer  that  the  association  is  financed 
by  what  amounts  to  about  a  $1.25  per  year  per  church  member.  That  is 
about  what  we  are  giving  for  local  missions. 

Southern  Baptists  would  like  to  call  people  to  repentance  and  to  faith 
in  Jesus  Christ  in  the  70's.  We  would  like  to  see  the  moral  standard  of 
our    society    elevated. 
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A  special  book  has  been  written  designed  to  make  ready  church  leaders 
for  the  70's.  Someone  has  also  said  that  the  purpose  of  this  Shaping 
The  70's  preparation  period  is  to  help  each  church:  acquire  a  compre- 
hensive preview  of  life  anticipated  tor  the  70's  decade:  evaluate  its 
message  and  mission  and  relate  them  to  the  anticipated  circumstances 
of  life,  and,  renew  its  structures  and  operation  to  face  the  challenges 
of    the   decade    ahead. 

The  book  referred  to  above  is  entitled  "The  Seventies:  Opportunities 
for  Your  Chureh".  It  should  be  especially  helpful  in  taking  the  church 
through  what  is  now  called  Phase  One,  Getting  The  Challenge.  Oppor- 
tunities  for  a  review   of  this  book  have   been  offered   in  our  association. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Training  Union  has  written  a  resource  unit  on 
the  challenge  of  the  70's  and  this  can  be  studied  at  any  time.  The  pastor 
can  also  prepare  and  deliver  a  series  of  sermons  explaining  the  Biblical 
concepts  and  principles  which  influence  the  issues  confronting  the 
church  at  this  time.  These  could  perhaps  be  made  more  effective  by  a 
follow-up  question  and  answer  discussion  period.  In  all  of  this  the 
Church  Council  will  be  a  most  useful  tool  for  the  church  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  churches  which  have'  not  heretofore  taken  advantage  of  this 
instrument    will    now   do    so. 

We  now  move  to  Phase  Two,  Understanding  the  Task.  It  is  hoped 
during  this  period  to  include  church  members  in  a  study  oi  the  New 
Testament  implications  of  a  church's  functions,  tasks  and  organization 
and  relate  these  to  life  in  the  latter  part  of  the  twentieth  century.  Many 
books  have  been  written  in  recent  years  about  the  Church.  Some  of  them 
are  very  helpful  and  positive  in  their  approach.  A  special  book  prepared 
for  this  purpose  is  entitled  A  Dvnamie  Chureh.  This  book  is  a  revision 
of  The  Chureh  Organized  and  Funetioning  and  should  be  very  helpful 
by    any   one    of   several   means    in   which    it   could   be   studied. 

Phase  Three  is  Organizing  For  Work.  During  this  time  it  is  hoped  that 
organizational  leaders  may  learn  how  to  group  and  grade  their  members, 
select  and  train  their  workers,  administer  their  programs,  and  carry  out 
the  needed  tasks  appropriate  to  their  organization.  During  this  time  the 
Church  Council,  Organizational  Councils,  and  the  Nominating  Committee 
will  bear  responsibilities  in  the  significant  actions  which  it  is  hoped 
will  take  place  in  the  life  of  the  church,  particularly  between  March  1, 
1970    and   July    1,    1970. 

After  the  state  and  regional  clinics,  there  will  be  associational  clin- 
ics. The  associational  clinics  will  be  supplemented  by  follow-up  clinics. 
Throughout  the  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  promote  something  of  a 
crash  program  to  prepare  leadership  and  churches  for  the  many  changes 
which   are   to  take  place   in  the   life   of  the   denomination. 

Five  program  manuals  have  been  prepared  to  give  comprehensive 
guidance  in  administration  needed  to:  (1)  group  and  grade  the  organiza- 
tions; (2)  determine  leadership  jobs  and  needs;  (3)  plan  for  leadership 
training  required;  (4)  make  space  and  equipment  adjustments;  (?)  learn 
names  of  new  titles  in  organization  and  leadership;  (6)  become  familiar 
with    lesson   courses   and   training  materials   that  must   be  placed   in  use. 

Phase  Four  is  Training  For  Action.  The  purpose  of  this  step  is  to 
review,    select,    and    order    lesson    course    and    training   materials;    to   train 
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the  workers  to  use  materials,  techniques  and  terminology  for  the  70's; 
and  to  launch  the  program  designed  to  help  Baptists  live  the  spirit  of 
Christ     in    belief    and    relevance. 

During  this  time  it  will  he  both  important  and  helpful  to  study  closely 
the  materials  in  the  periodicals,  especially  during  April  and  May,  1970. 
It  is  understood  that  there  will  have  to  be  reorientation  and  specific 
training  for  every  director,  leader  and  teacher  in  the  church  program 
organizations.  By  all  means  this  should  be  accomplished  between  May 
and  September,   19"0- 

It  is  suggested  that  there  be  conducted  a  study  of  the  age  division 
manuals  for  all  the  educational  programs  of  the  church.  Special  materials 
will    be    available    to   help   in    this    study. 

This  will  also  be  the  time  to  select  curriculum  materials.  Involved  in 
these  decisions  will  be  the  church  council,  organizational  councils  and 
the  librarian.  These  materials  should  be  ordered  either  by  the  church 
secretary  or  the  church  librarian.  And  the  order  for  the  1970  quarter 
should    be   placed    in    late    June   or   early    July. 

Churches  should  also  take  another  look  at  the  weekly  schedule  of 
church  activities  for  the  new  year.  It  will  be  important  to  evaluate  and 
revise  as  needed  so  that  the  meetings  which  are  planned  may  be  served 
as  resources  for  action.  It  is  also  a  time  to  allocate  space  and  equipment 
and  to  install  a  selected  records  system.  New  record  forms  and  proce- 
dures   will    be    recommended    for   many    of   the    church    organizations. 

Detailed  program  plans  should  be  made  and  implemented  at  the  ap- 
propriate time.  Resources  for  the  development  of  such  plan  will  be 
contained  in  these  volumes:  Source  Book  70;  The  Church  Programming 
Guide;    and  The  Church  Development  Plan   Book. 

Surely  we  realize  that  it  is  a  new  day.  The  world  of  the  70rs  is  not 
that  of  yesterday,  and  in  fact  it  is  closer  to  the  twenty-first  century  than 
it  is  to  the  nineteenth.  We  realize  this  as  we  read  a  newspaper,  listen 
to  the  radio,  or  watch  television.  Hopefully  it  is  also  heard  from  our 
pulpits.  That's  the  power  of  the  gospel:  it  is  the  Good  News  of  God  in 
Christ  now  and  the  70fs  will  become  "now"  almost  before  we  realize  it.

42.  W.  Bryant  Carr  of  the  Matthews  Church,  suggested  the  messengers 
of  the  Association  extend  to  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  their  warm  gratitude  and 
appreciation  for  the  many  years  of  faithful  service  given  by  our  Superin- 
tendent   of   Missions.    This   appreciation   was   expressed. 
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43-  Alex  F.  Hegenbart  of  the  Oakhurst  Church  sang  beautifully  "Green 
Pastures." 

44.  Wm.  H.  Crouch,  pastor  at  Providence  Church,  introduced  the 
speaker  of  the  evening,  Rev.  Harold  Shirley,  pastor  of  the  Ardmore 
Baptist   Church,   Winston-Salem,   N.   C. 

45.  He  presented  his  thoughts  under  the  theme,  "The  Christian  Minis- 
try A  Ministry  of  Hope."  A  question  was  posed,  'Have  you  ever  thought 
about  leaving  the  ministry?'  He  expressed  his  concern,  and  the  concern 
of  many  others.  There  is  hope;  on  the  horizon  there  is  a  new  breed  of 
personnel.  Some  churches  may  have  to  become  smaller  before  they  be- 
come stronger.  A  new  brand  of  freedom  is  appearing;  we  can  change  the 
vessel  without  changing  its  contents.  We  may  need  to  provide  worship 
services  on  week-days.  Long  week-ends  are  causing  a  drain.  A  Christian 
should  never  be  afraid  to  learn  facts.  'I  will  build  my  church,'  said  Jesus. 
And    He    is    doing    just    that. 

46.  Duncan    Futrelle    led   the    closing  prayer. 

47.  The  sessions  of  October  23,  1969,  were  declared  ended,  to  resume 
on   the    morrow  with   the   Durham   Memorial  Church.

49.  Historical    sketch   of  Durham  Memorial  Church: 

HISTORIAL  SKETCH  OF  DURHAM  MEMORIAL  CHURCH 

From  its  beginning  as  a  mission  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  1921, 
the  Durham  Memorial  Baptist  Church  has  had  a  long  and  fruitful  ministry. 
Begun  as  a  Sunday  School  on  April  3,  1917,  it  was  four  years  later  on 
the  same  date  that  thirty-six  charter  members  began  holding  services  as 
an  organized  mission.  The.  church  was  named  Durham  Memorial  in  1922 
in  memory  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Durham,  a  member  of  First  Baptist  and  friend  and 
benefactor  of  the  new  mission  church.  Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  J.  P. 
Brock  through  1921  and  T.  L.  Cashwell  from  January  1,  1922,  the  church 
grew  from  the  original  36  to  a  total  of  325  in  1926.  During  the  following 
years  the  church  continued  to  grow  but  more  gradually.  In  1948,  at  the 
beginning  of  Rev.  C.  E.  Baker's  ministry,  the  congregation  decided  to 
build  a  more  modern  and  adequate  building  for  its  increased  membership. 
This  building,  on  Whitehaven  Avenue,  was  built  directly  across  the  street 
from  the   old  church.   Rev.   Baker  retired  in    1962. 

The  Reverend  Kenneth  Hollifield  was  called  as  pastor  in  1963-  In 
1964,  the  members  recognized  that  the  future  of  Durham  Memorial  must 
be  thought  of  in  terms  of  relocation.  Most  of  our  members  were  moving 
out  of  the  neighborhood  with  no  prospective  members  moving  in  to  replace 
them.  In  church  conference  at  which  this  problem  was  the  primary  topic 
of  discussion,  the  congregation  decided  to  investigate  the  possibility  of 
relocation.  A  committee  was  elected  to  search  out  a  new  church  site. 
Many    months    later,   it   was   with   great   enthusiasm  that   the   committee   re- 
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commended  and  the  congregation  agreed  to  purchase  nine  acres  of  land 
on  the  corner  of  Thrift  and  Toddville  Road.  Other  committees  were 
formed  to  sell  our  present  sanctuary  and  to  begin  planning  for  the  new 
building.  Plans  were  completed  and  construction  began  in  March,   1966. 

On  September  18th,  1966  the  new  church  building  was  ready  and  the 
first  service  was  held  in  it.  This  was  the  third  Sunday  of  the  month  and 
at  this  service  the  church  conference  was  held.  Many  families  living  in 
the  area  have  joined  us.  We  look  forward  to  a  productive  Christian 
ministry    among   the   many   fine   people    in   the   community. 

50.  Lowell    Dotson,    of    the    Providence    Church,    led    in    the    singing 
of    hymns    'Praise    Him!    Praise    Him!,'    and    'I    Love    To    Tell    The  Story.' 
Then    he    sang   a   solo. 

51.  A.  B.  Hammett,  pastor  at  Sharon  Forest  Church,  read  Ephesians  2: 
13—22     and  offered  a  prayer. 

52.  Kenneth  L.  Hollified,  pastor  of  the  host  Durham  Memorial  Church 
welcomed    the   messengers    and   visitors. 

53-  Moderator  Bearden  requested  Vice-Moderator  W.  Frank  Marks, 
pastor   of  the   Eastern  Hills   Church,   to   assume   charge   of  the   session. 

54.  Wm.  A.  Wallace,  President  of  the  Associational  Board,  was  asked 
to    continue    the    Board's    report. 

55-  Hatcher  S.  Elliott,  pastor  at  Commonwealth  Church,  gave  the 
Inner-City    Ministries   Committee   report. 

REPORT  OF  INNER-CITY  MINISTRY  COMMITTEE 

of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 

1968-69 

Dr.  J.  N.  Evans  of  our  Home  Mission  Board  says:  "One  of  the  great 
new  facts  in  modern  civilization  is  the  emerging  of  metropolitan  society." 
Someone   else  has   said,   "the  city   is   both   a   magnet   and   a   monster." 

The  12  member  committee  of  which  I  am  part  and  for  which  I  report 
was  established  to  minister  to  this  magnet  and  monster.  Our  report  is 
brief  but  it  represents  much  time  and  study.  We  felt  it  necessary  in  the 
out-set  to  set  down  a  theological  base  and  a  statement  of  purpose.  Mrs. 
Carrie  Winter  and  Rev.  Wendell  Davis  rendered  invaluable  assistance 
in    preparing    this    statement. 

The  chairman  and  one  other  member  of  the  committee  attended  the 
Metropolitan  Ministries  Conference  in  Durham  last  February.  We  have 
sought  to  maintain  close  contact  with  the  Home  Mission  Board  and 
Baptist    State    Convention    in    our   work. 

Most  recently  we  have  worked  out  an  agreement  with  the  Y.W.C.A.  by 
which  we  will  permit  their  use  of  the  Tenth  Street  Church  property  to 
operate  a  child-care  center.  This  will  open  doors  of  opportunity  for 
volunteer  service  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  our  churches.  It  is  our 
hope  that  many  of  our  people  will  respond  to  the  opportunities  which 
will  be  available. 

There  is  no  recommendation  with  this  report  but  we  would  urge  that 
the  people  of  the  Association  be  alert  to  the  growing  needs  of  the  inner- 
city     and     offer    assistance     to     this     committee     by    suggesting    ways    of 
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ministry    or  by   volunteering   for   service.

56.  James  R.  DeLoach,  pastor  at  Derita  Church,  was  present  to 
represent  the  Committee  on  Evangelism.  He  had  previously  handed  in 
his  written  report  to  be  given,  and  did  not  have  a  copy  at  this  session.

58.  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Missions,  introduced  E. 
Luther  Copeland  of  Southeastern  Seminary,  to  speak  on  "New  Frontiers 
In  Missions."  Dr.  Copeland  is  professor  of  Missions  at  the  seminary. 
Overseas  we  are  confronted  in  new  ways  by  the  varied  religions.  The 
secular  frontier  presents  a  growing  challenge.  The  church  is  not  having 
the  same  influence  as  in  previous  days.  He  was  concerned  for  the  de- 
velopment of  adequate  leadership.  A  greater  involvement  for  the  lay 
members  is  needed.  The  church  needs  to  be  taken  out  where  the  people 
are;  there  are  so  many  needed  places.  The  mission  of  our  Lord  is  fore- 
most. He  was  God,  but  took  the  form  of  a  slave,  and  identified  himself 
with   people   at   their  deepest  need. 

59.  Vice-Moderator  Marks  asked  for  reports  from  appointed  committees. 

60.  Earl  Porter,  pastor  at  Whiting  Avenue  and  Chairman  of  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee  was  requested  to  bring  his  committee's  report.  He 
offered  the  following  names  for  nomination  and  election:  Clerk,  Edward 
Lovell;  Statistician,  Nancy  Kistler;  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
Wendell  Sloan;  Training  Union  Director,  Joe  Burnette;  Brotherhood 
Director,  R.  F-  Hewitt.  After  proper,  second,  and  vote,  these  were  de- 
clared   elected. 

61.  Dennis  M.  Larkins,  Chairman  of  the  Place  and  Preacher  Commit- 
tee,     and  pastor  at  Cornelius  Church,  gave  report  as  follows: 

The  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  recommends  that  the  1970  sessions 
of  the  Mecklenburg  Association  be  held  with  The  Greenland  Avenue 
Church,  October  22  and  The  Eastern  Hills  Church,  October  23  and 
James  R.  DeLoach,  pastor  of  The  Derita  Church,  preach  the  annual 
sermon,  with  W.  Henry  Crouch,  pastor  of  The  Providence  Church  as 
the    alternate. 

62.  John  A.  Grant  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  made  the  following 
report: 

Your  Resolutions  Committee  recommends  that  the  messengers  of  the 
Mecklenburg    Baptist   Association   express    sincere   gratitude: 

1.  To  pastor  James  DeLoach  and  his  people  of  Derita  Church,  to 
pastor  Kenneth  Hollifield  and  his  people  of  Durham  Memorial  Baptist 
Church,  for  their  gracious  welcome,  warm  hospitality  and  adequate 
provision   for  the   meeting  of  our  Association. 
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2.  To  the  Moderator,  Clyde  Bearden  for  his  efficient  leadership  and 
kind     and   gracious    manner   of   presiding    during    the    sessions. 

3-  To  Rev.  W.  Frank  Marks  for  his  inspirational  message  delivered 
under     unexpected    circumstances. 

4-  To  the  Program  Committee  for  the  presentation  of  a  program  which 
provided  ample  time  for  business,  presentation  of  information  and  in- 
spiration. 

5.  We  further  recommend  in  the  light  of  the  resignation  offered  by 
our  Superintendent  of  Missions,  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  that  we  express  to 
him  sincere  gratitude  for  twenty  years  of  loyal  service  and  leadership 
to    the    Mecklenburg    Baptist    Association. 

63-      Miscellaneous    matters    were    called    for. 

64.  J.  C.  Jones  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee, 
read  a  petition  from  East  Baptist  Church  indicating  a  desire  to  unite 
with  the  Association.  He  made  a  motion  that  this  church  be  received 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  period  of  one  year.  The 
motion  received  second  and  was  duly  carried.  The  committee  chairman 
stated  that  this  new  church  had  a  membership  of  260,  that  it  had  ac- 
quired   5x/2   acres    of    land,   and   had   $20,000.00    in   the   building   fund. 

65-  W.  Clyde  Bearden  announced  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
study  the  possibility  of  a  Summer  Camp.  Henry  Maxey  was  named  as 
Chairman. 

66.  John  A.  Grant  offered  a  motion  that  the  1969  minutes  be  dedicated 
to  E.  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  as  a  tribute  to  his  years  of  faithful  service  to 
the  Association,  and  that  the  officers  write  words  of  appreciation  for 
incorporation.  The  motion  received  an  affirmative  vote.  A  picture  of 
E.    R.    Echerd,    Jr.,    is    to   be    included. 

67.  Hymn    —   ''Blessed   Assurance,   Jesus   Is    Mine." 

68.  Vice-Moderator  Marks  announced  the  time  for  the  election  of  a 
Moderator  and  a  Vice-Moderator.  W.  Bryant  Carr  made  a  motion  that  the 
present  Moderator,  W.  Clyde  Bearden,  and  the  Vice-Moderator,  W.  Frank 
Marks,  be  continued  in  their  respective  offices.  The  Clerk  was  requested 
to  put  the  question.  A  second  was  received,  and  the  messengers  voted 
in   favor   of  so   doing. 

69.  Mrs.  Gene  Moore,  W.M.U.  Director  for  the  Association,  was  re- 
cognized   to    bring    her   report. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1968-69 

The  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  auxiliary  to  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association,  is  organized  to  assist  churches  in  a  sustained 
program  of  missions  and  the  promotion  of  W.M.U.  work  in  Mecklenburg, 
to  assist  in  organizing  work  where  there  is  none  or  a  need  for  more 
organizations. 

New  work  was  established  this  past  year  in  two  churches:  Springdale 
and    Southview    Baptist   Churches. 

The  W.M.U.  Council,  consisting  of  18  members  from  various  churches, 
meets    monthly    to    plan    and    evaluate    the    work    in    this    association   and 
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works    with    the    leadership    in    the    organizational    structure    of  Woman's 
Missionary     Union. 

The  year  1968-69  has  been  one  of  the  most  exciting,  most  challenging 
years  in  the  history  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  The  watchword  for 
this  year  "Ye  shall  be  Witness  unto  me.  .  .unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth."  Acts  1:8,  was  implemented  in  a  new  program  of  organization.  In 
this  new  program  of  simplicity  and  flexibility,  geared  to  action,  women 
have  experienced  a  new  involvement  in  missions.  The  program  calls  for 
in  depth  study  of  the  Bible,  current  missions,  mission  books  and  round 
table  books,  a  new  concept  of  concentrated  and  intercessory  prayer  and 
new  ideas  in  mission  action,  ministering  to  persons  of  special  need  and 
circumstance  regardless  of  color,  class  or  creed,  going  where  the  need 
is.  Women  have  the  privilege  of  choosing  the  area  of  participation  in 
which     their    interest    lies. 

With  a  new  program  came  new  leadership  concepts,  making  it  necessary 
for  each  officer  and  leader  to  secure  new  leadership  cards.  We  were 
thrilled  at  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  demonstrated  by  the  attendance  at 
the  Fall  Leadership  Conference  held  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  nights, 
Sept.  23-24,  at  Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church  with  a  total  of  620 
attending  and  490  leadership  cards  received.  More  interpretation  of  the 
new  program  and  help  with  various  problems  led  the  Associational  W.M.U. 
Officers     into     many     churches. 

Mecklenburg  Woman's  Missionary  Union  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  serving 
as  host  to  the  State  W.M.U.  Convention  March  11-13  in  Ovens  Auditorium. 
Churches  in  Charlotte  and  Mecklenburg  united  in  this  effort,  serving  in 
many  capacities,  to  help  make  the  convention  most  inspiring  and  chal- 
lenging. Mrs.  Rovy  Brannon  from  First  Baptist  Church  served  as  general 
chairman. 

The  Associational  W.M.U.  held  its  annual  meeting  April  8,  1969  at 
Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Church.  Miss  Auris  Pender,  missionary  to 
Singapore,  China  &  Hawaii,  brought  messages  of  hope  for  our  world 
through  Christ.  Mr.  Hobart  Smith,  from  Newell  Baptist  Church,  brought 
a  very  inspiring  challenge  of  the  Crusade  to  W.M.U.  women.  Miss  Linda 
Warren,  State  Y.W.A.  Director,  spoke  on  our  watchword  "Ye  Shall  Be 
Witnesses".  Some  300  women  and  young  people  attended.  First  Baptist 
Church  was  recognized  as  a  Distinguished  W.M.U.  Miss  Shellie  McEntire 
and  Miss  Cheryl  Senn,  G.  A.  Queen  Regents  from  First  Baptist  and 
Pritchard  Memorial  Baptist  Churches  served  as  pages  for  the  annual 
session. 

The  Associational  W.M.U.  began  a  new  quarterly  publication  called 
•'The  Mission  Air",  promoting  W.M.U.  work  in  our  area  with  news  and 
views    from  associational   officers    and  churches. 

The  Associational  Y.W.A.'s,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Homer  Griffin, 
Jr.  and  Miss  Frances  Laney,  has  had  a  full  year  of  activity  with  two 
very  successful  associational  meetings,  one  in  October  with  75  Hallo- 
ween costumed  Y.W.A.'s  attending  and  the  other  in  February  at  which 
time  Mrs.  C.  C.  Warren  spoke  to  120  Y.W.A.'s  on  "Love,  Courtship 
and  Marriage".  The  State  Y.  W.  A.  Convention  was  held  in  Greensboro 
March  28-30,  Miss  Cindy  Walkup,  career  Y.W.A.  from  Hutchison  Baptist 
Church,    sang   a   solo   entitled   "People".   All   cannot   be   told   of  what  was 
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heard    and    experienced    by    the    104    Y.W.A.'s    from   Mecklenburg    who  left 
Greensboro    anxious    to   get   more   involved   in   mission   action. 

The   Girls'   Auxiliary  program  under  the  direction  of  Miss   Janet  Reavis 
with   Intermediates   and  Mrs.  George   Koutsogeorgas   and   Mrs.  Sam  Nichols 
working   with    Juniors,   have   had   a   very    active    year.    Four   meetings,   one 
each     quarter,    have    been    held    with    excellent    attendance.    One    of   the 
highlights    of    the    year    was    the    privilege    of   having    Miss    Stella   Austin, 
missionary   to  Nigeria,  who,   using  curios,   gave   a   most   challenging  mes- 
sage to  G.  A.ps     Another  highlight  was  the  annual  picnic  at  Hickory  Grove 
Baptist   Church   when    175    girls   and    leaders   enjoyed   Miss    Faye   Tunmire, 
missionary    to   the    Philippines,    as    she    gave   news    from   the    Islands  with 
G.    A.    girls   participating,    modeling   dresses    from  the    Philippines.      Miss 
Reavis    has    taught   the    foreign   and  home    mission   study   books    in   several 
churches.       Many    girls    from    Mecklenburg   had    the    privilege    of  attending 
G.  A.  Camp  at  the  new  WMU  camp,  Mundo  Vista,  in  Asheboro.     G.  A.  girls 
are   finding  their  place.   .   ."For  such  a  time   as  this." 

The  Associational  Sunbeam  Band  Director,  Mrs.  David  Duncan,  partici- 
pated in  a  state  Day  Camp  Workshop  at  Mundo  Vista  and  with  the  help  of 
Mrs.   Keith   McManus,   led  a  Day  Camp  Workshop  in   our  association." 

Twelve  Associational  officers  attended  a  State  Leadership  Workshop 
in  Hickory  August  22  and  23  in  preparation  for  the  Fall  Associational 
Leadership  Conference. 

The  Associational  W.M.U.  Director  has  had  the  privilege  of  attending 
the  W.M.U.  Meeting  of  S.B.C.  in  New  Orleans,  the  W.M.U.  Conferences  at 
Ridgecrest  and  the   Fall  Leadership  Workshop  in  Hickory. 

The  Mecklenburg  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  through  the  efforts  of  the 
officers  and  churches  laboring  together,  met  the  requirements  on  the 
Achievement  Guide  as  a  Distinguished  Associational  W.M.U.  A  Distin- 
guished organization  is  one  that  has  attained  18  merit  achievements  plus 
9  advanced  achievements  on  the  Achievement  Guide  at  the  close  of  the 
Associational  year.  Mecklenburg  Associational  W.M.U.  attained  23  merit 
and  12  advanced  achievements. 

One  of  our  chief  aims  for  this  year  is  to  encourage  each  church  in  our 
association  and  in  other  churches  as  they  are  being  organized,  to  begin 
some  type  of  mission  work  through  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  only  two  in  Mecklenburg  without  W.M.U.  organiza- 
tions.

Associational    year. 

71.  Joe  Burnette,  Training  Union  Director  for  the  Association,  gave 
his   report. 
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TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

Dr.  Philip  B.  Harris,  Secretary  of  the  Church  Training  Department 
of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  says,  "The  Training  Union  has 
a  gigantic  task  and  a  tremendous  opportunity  to  train  church  leaders." 
This  is  certainly  true  and  we  realize  these  are  very  important  days  in 
the  work  of  the  Training  Union. 

We  had  good  representation  again  in  our  Junior  Memory  Work,  but  still 
feel  many  more  should  have  participated  in  the  Intermediate  Sword  Drill, 
Speakers'  Tournament,  and  Adult  Scripture  Reading.  We  urge  the  pastors 
and    Training   Union   directors    to   encourage   more   participation    in    1970. 

During  1969  we  were  fortunate  to  have  Dr.  Philip  Harris  come  to  our 
Association  twice  to  lead  in  a  study  of  the  new  Training  Union  work.  We 
appreciated   his   coming   to  help  us    in   this  way. 

The  date  of  October  26—30,  1970,  is  very,  very  important.  Our  State 
Training  Union  Department  will  supply  a  group  of  workers  to  lead  us  in 
a    study   of   the    new    Training    Union   books. 

Every  person  should  realize  how  important  it  is  to  get  acquainted 
with  the  new  materials  coming  out  in  the  70's.  If  your  Associational 
Training   Union   workers    can  help  you,   please    let   us    know.

1969  ASSOCIATIONAL  BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

Christianity  combines  perfectly  its  appeal  to  both  men  and  women. 
Jesus  Christ  was  a  man  among  men,  yet  he  was  born  of  a  woman  and 
honored  womanhood  supremely.  He  gathered  about  him  a  group  of  men 
whom  he  taught  and  trained  until  they  were  possessed  of  His  spirit  and 
went  forth  to  change  the  world.  Never  has  one  walked  the  earth  with  so 
complete    and   perfect   manhood   as    our   Master. 

The  great  triumphs  of  Christianity  have  been  made  by  men.  Jesus  did 
not  choose  his  Apostles  from  the  priesthood  but  selected  them  from 
plain,  average  laymen.  He  .transformed  them  and  then  sent  them  out  to 
be  the  media  of  His  transforming  power  in  the  lives  of  other  men,  who 
in  turn  would  reach  other  men  who  would  reach  still  other  men,  and  so 
in  ever-widening  circles.  The  purpose  of  Christ  is  largely  missed  when 
the  men  are  not  enlisted  in  His  redemptive  program.  The  tragedy  of 
modern  Christianity  is  that  so  often  the  men  have  been  overlooked  and 
their  power  lost  to  Christ  and  His  Kingdom.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
discouraging  signs  of  our  day  —  the  failure  in  utilizing  our  men  to  their 
full  potential.  We  need  to  remember  Paul  when  he  said,  "I  am  the  debtor,'* 
"I    am  ready,"  and  "I  am  not  ashamed." 

What  is  it  that  is  hindering  our  collective  witnessing?  Do  we  think 
fear  of  our  respective  positions?  Do  we  think  hate?  Or  worry?  A  country 
storekeeper  had  on  exhibit  a  hen  acting  as  mother  to  two  little  kittens. 
The  hen  had  lost  her  biddies  and  the  kittens  had  lost  their  mother.  A 
young    boy    came    in   and    as    he    looked,    his    eyes    popped.    He    turned  away 
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and  crumpled  into  a  chair.  "Did  you  see  that?",  asked  the  storekeeper. 
"Yes,  I  saw  it,"  said  the  youngster,  putting  his  hands  to  his  face  and 
saying  no  more.  Expecting  him  to  ask  him  some  questions,  the  store- 
keeper prodded  him  on.  "Well,  what  do  you  think  about  it?"  '"Well," 
said  the  boy,  with  a  sick  look  in  his  eyes,  "I  know  I  ain't  going  to  eat 
any  more  eggs."  We  become  what  we  think.  If  what  the  boy  thought  was 
correct,  he  was  right  in  his  conclusion,  but  right  or  wrong,  so  long  as  he 
thought  what   he   did  he   would   eat   no   more   eggs. 

What  we  think  today  is  part  of  what  we  are  tomorrow.  Thought  is  the 
moulding  power  of  life.  It  is  the  architect,  the  designer  of  our  real  being- 
it  never  sleeps.  Our  conscious  thoughts  determine  our  inner  state  of  being. 

The  myriads  of  human  attitudes:  fear,  hate,  worry,  confidence,  love, 
peace  -  are  all  potentially  there.  Above  all  these,  the  love  thought  is  the 
most  creative.  No  amount  of  so-called  luck  can  lift  negative  emotions  out 
of  their  unhappy  ruts.  Only  a  thought  of  love  for  one  another  can  do  that. 
Out  of  this  love  is  born  the  creative  impulses  of  the  infinite  mind.  The 
reason  so  many  faithful  workers:  pastors,  evangelists,  missionaries  and 
laymen  are  now  proclaiming  the  gospel  is  because  the  love  of  Christ  has 
caused  them  to  go.  This  must  be  the  motivating  factor  behind  all  Christian 
service.  Are  you  and  I  in  danger  today  of  becoming  conformists  or  do 
nothings    to    those    Christians    who   are    not    active    proclaimers    of  Christ? 

There  is  a  great  need  of  attracting  and  holding  our  men  to  the  banner  of 
Christ,  and  harnessing  them  to  the  task  of  carrying  out  this  Great  Com- 
mission. We  must  do  this  even  though  confronted  by  opposition  and  dis- 
sension. There  must  be  a  call  of  men  for  Christian  service,  by  furnishing 
a  simple,  practical  organization  that  appeals  to  men,  holding  them  to- 
gether and  harnessing  of  them  to  a  missionary  effort.  The  Baptist  Men 
is  not  just  another  organization:  it  represents  all  the  men  of  the  church 
working  together  at  all  the  tasks  of  the  church  and  seeking  to  bring  men 
to  Christ  and  into  all  the  work  of  the  church.  Believe  me  when  I  say, 
''There    is    nothing    to    fear    from   such    an    organization." 

The  sands  of  time  are  running  out  —  we  must  act  now,  for  the  lack  of 
time.  The  Bible  tells  us  that  now  is  the  time  to  reach  others  with  the 
message  of  Christ.  Our  time  is  short  —  shorter  than  you  think  —  the  night 
is  at  hand  when  no  man  can  work.  Awareness  of  this  should  motivate  us 
co  quick  action.  Romans  13-1 1 ,  "Knowing  the  time,  that  now  it  is  high 
time  to  awake  out  of  sleep:  for  now  is  our  salvation  nearer  than  when 
we      believed." 

Is  your  church  among  the  missing  as  far  as  Baptist  Men's  organization 
is  concerned?  Do  you  as  representatives  of  your  church  realize  what  your 
potential  could  be  utilizing  all  your  man  power?  Investment  of  time  and 
effort  in  well  planned  Baptist  Men's  work  brings  rich  spiritual  dividends. 
Your  associational  Baptist  Men's  ministry  deserves  the  participation 
and  support  of  all  the  men  of  the  church.  Through  this  organization  the 
dedicated  Christian  leaders  that  serve  with  me  reach  more  quickly  and 
effectively  the  churches  and  the  individual  Christians  who  need  assist- 
ance and  encouragement  in  their  experience  of  spiritual  growth.  We,  as 
your  servants  do  not  desire  to  be  figureheads  only,  but  covet  your  prayers 
and  cooperation.  Men  are  God's  methods.  God  works  in  and  through  men 
to    accomplish    his    purpose.    Let's    join    hands    and    close     ranks    to   appear

en    masse    before   the    citadel   of   God    as    working    Christians. 

The  1968—69  year  of  Baptist  Men's  activity  in  Mecklenburg  Associa- 
tion has  improved  over  the  proceeding  year.  In  January  one  hundred  and 
forty-five  laymen  attended  a  one  night  workshop  at  Pritchard  Memorial 
Church.  This  workshop  had  a  theme  called,  "Men  in  action,"  which  we 
used  during  the  entire  year.  Your  associational  officers  had  their  eyes 
opened  by  the  show  of  enthusiasm  shown  by  those  in  attendance  —  en- 
thusiasm that  need  not  wane.  This  workshop  drew  representatives  from 
thirty-two  churches.  Like  the  proverbial  lamb  that  went  astray  and  was 
lost,  I  wonder  where  the  other  thirty-eight  could  be.  Can  it  be  we  are  no 
longer  visionary?  I  remember  the  words  Soloman  wrote,  to  be  found  in 
Proverbs    29:18    "Where    there   is   no   vision,    the   people    perish." 

During  the  year  we  had  Baptist  Men's  Retreats  throughout  the  state 
where  mission  study  was  taught  and  numerous  opportunities  for  men  to 
lead  out  in  inspirational  testimonies.  One  meeting  in  particular  stands 
out  in  my  memory.  One  layman  felt  inspired  to  give  his  first  testimony  — 
this  in  a  spontaneous  burst  of  heart-rending  statements  led  to  a  rededi- 
cation  of  fifty-five  souls  present.  August  23,  we  had  a  marvelous  meet- 
ing of  Baptist  Men  in  the  State  Missions  orientation  session  in  High 
Point.  These  men  were  informed  on  the  subject  of  State  Missions  and 
can    bring   messages    and    testimonies    in    your    church. 

During  the  year  twenty-five  of  our  churches  were  visited  and  individual 
work  conferences  were  held.  Your  associational  officers  feel  there  are 
many  more  that  need  this  individualized  assistance.  Down  deep  in  your 
hearts,  don't  you  feel  this  to  be  true?  Let  us  re-examine  the  situation  in 
the  church  —  there  is  no  need  for  an  extra  meeting  night  —  if  you  put 
first  things  first.  I  would  like  to  reiterate,  your  layman  is  not  being  used 
to  his  full  potential.  Give  him  inspired,  trained  leadership  and  watch 
him  grow  big  and  strong  spiritually  in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord-

There  are  still  some  ghosts 
that  need  to  be  put  to  flight:  The  ghost  of  Race,  and  its  attendant  prob- 
lems of  housing,  employment,  and  legal  services.  The  American  Indians, 
Orientals,  and  immigrants  from  the  ghettos,  appeal  to  the  educated  to 
help  lessen  prejudices.  There  is  a  ghost  for  force  that  is  contending  for 
the  minds  of  youth.  What  is  to  be  the  shape  of  the  City  in  the  21st 
century,  this  is  a  ghost.  There  is  the  ghost  of  dishonesty.  Personality 
is  slipping  down,  and  the  young  see  great  inconsistencies.  The  ghost  of 
Communication;  educator,  speak  to  this.  And  there  is  the  ghost  of  War. 
What  do  we  say?  Could  we  not  appraise  all  issues,  both  evil  and  good, 
and  make  the  correct  selection?  We  need  to  cultivate  compassion,  and 
stick  to  the  great  truth  found  in  the  example  of  Christ.  Study  to  be 
approved;       attack  these  ghosts.

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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Kerfoot's  Rules  of  Order  followed: 

Article  I — Name 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  association  shall  be  known  in  its  incorporated  form  as  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc. 

Article  II — Composition 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  in  session  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  duly  elected  messengers  of  the  missionary  Baptist  churches  af- 
filiated with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  affiliated  churches  of  the  association  may  elect  messengers 
according  to  the  following  apportionment:  churches  having  one  hundred  mem- 
bers or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers,  including  the  pastor;  churches 
with  more  than  one  hundred  members  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  messen- 
ger for  every  one  hundred  members,  or  fraction  thereof,  not  to  exceed  ten 
messengers,  including  the  pastor. 

Article  III — Purpose 

Section  1.  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  shall:  devise  and 
recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  intelligence,  spiritual  power  and  activi- 
ties of  Baptist  churches  in  ways  designed  to  develop  their  resources,  energies 
and  gifts  in  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world; 
promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  the  establishment  of  missions,  Sunday  schools 
and  churches;  engage  in  other  activities  related  to  religious  work. 

Section  2.  The  association  is  a  means  by  which  the  affiliated  churches 
may  engage  in  activities  beyond  their  capacity  as  individual  churches.  It  is  in 
this  context  that  a  wider  Christian  fellowship  is  provided,  an  express  need  which 
the  association  is  designed  to  meet. 

Article  IV — Officers  and  Their  Duties 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Statistician,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  Brotherhood  President. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from 
the  floor  and  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  by  ballot  at  each  annual 
meeting.  The  other  above  named  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  but 
nominations  for  these  offices  shall  be  made  by  a  committee  consisting  of  five 
members  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  meeting 
of  the  association.  Nominations  by  the  committee  appointed  shall  not,  however, 
preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the 
close  of  the  associational  meeting  in  which  they  are  elected  and  shall  serve 
until  their  successors  are  named. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  body  and 
appoint  committees  as  are  required  by  this  constitution.  He  shall  also  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  associational  board.  He  shall  be 
elected  for  one  term  and  cannot  immediately  succeed  himself  after  the  second 
successive  term.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mod- 
erator, and  may  act  for  the  Moderator  as  they  may  agree  to  do. 
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Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  distribute  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of 
the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  and  issue  the  minutes  as  soon  as  practical  after 
adjournment. 

Section  5.  The  Statistician  shall  fill  in  from  the  church  letters  the 
records  of  the  churches  on  the  charts  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  re- 
port to  the  association  such  other  statistical  data  as  may  be  profitable. 

Article  V — Associational  Board 

Section  1.  The  associational  board  shall  be  composed  of  one  lay  mem- 
ber, elected  by  each  cooperating  church,  together  with  the  pastor  of  each 
cooperating  church,  the  officers  of  the  association,  the  chairmen  of  standing 
committees,  and  the  President  of  the  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
The  associational  board  may  also  elect  to  the  board  each  year,  those  persons 
whom  they  may  consider  important  to  the  work  of  the  association,  such  as 
associate  pastors,  ministers  of  education,  and  retired  ministers. 

Section  2.  The  associational  board  shall  act  as  the  association  ad  in- 
terim. The  operation  of  the  board  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  constitution 
of  the  association  and  the  constitution  of  the  board. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  of  the  association  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
associational  board,  as  early  after  the  annual  meeting  as  is  deemed  advisable, 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  board  for  the  work  of  the  new  year. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the  constitution  of  the 
board  and  that  of  the  association. 

Article  VI — Procedure 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  nominating  committee  as 
provided  by  Article  IV,  Section  2. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher  and  a  committee  on  Resolutions. 

Section  3.  After  the  annual  meeting,  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  to  serve  as  an  Order  of  Business  Committee.  The  committee 
shall  work  with  the  Moderator  and  Promotional  Secretary.  It  will  have  the  re- 
sponsibility of  planning  the  program  for  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  constitution  of  the  association  may  be  changed  on  the 
second  day  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  association,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present,  provided  notice  of  the  change  be  read  at  the  associa- 
tion during  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  VII — Missions   Policy 

Section  1.  The  association  is  committed  to  a  program  for  the  starting  of 
new  churches  and  missions,  as  needed.  It  believes,  however,  that  the  initiative 
for  beginning  such  is  an  associational  responsibility. 

Section  2.  The  association  assumes  that  its  affiliated  churches  shall  seek 
the  leadership  of  the  association  in  exercising  general  guidance  and  coordina- 
tion in  what  is  otherwise  a  church-centered  mission  program. 

Section  3.  The  association  is  aware  of  the  financial  support  provided  by 
the  churches  which  makes  possible  such  a  program  of  work.  Any  policies  or 
actions  of  the  association  should  therefor  respect  the  integrity  of  the  cooperat- 
ing churches  and  associational  missionary  endeavors. 

Section  4.  The  association  has  no  control  over  any  other  body,  but  does 
seek  to  encourage  all  missionary  Baptists  to  work  in  cooperation  for  effecting 
an  orderly  growth  and  for  maintaining  the  fellowship  of  churches  and  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  5.  The  association  encourages  all  churches  to  formulate  their  own 
membership  policy  in  a  way  that  is  true  to  the  New  Testament  and  to  Baptist 
policy. 
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BY-LAWS 

1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  at  a  time  and  on  a  day  to  be 
determined  at  the  direction  and  upon  action  of  the  associational  board  and 
publicized  at  least  three  months  to  the  time  of  meeting  and  in  time  for  pub- 
lication in  the  Minutes  of  the  association. 

2.  The  associational  year  shall  begin  October  1  of  each  year  and  close 
September  30  of  the  following  year. 

3.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  Robert's  parliamentary  law. 

4.  The  reports  to  this  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the 
associational  board,  shall  be  limited  to  five  hundred  words. 

5.  All  Newly  formed  churches  desiring  admission  into  the  Association 
shall  present  their  petitionary  letters  to  the  President  of  the  Associational 
Board,  so  that  they  may  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitionary  Letters 
for  their  examination  and  recommendation  to  the  Board  or  Association  during 
the  next  meeting.  Any  church  recommended  for  admission  to  the  Association 
will  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  one  year. 

6.  If  any  Church  in  the  Association  is  delinquent  for  two  successive 
years  in  filing  an  Associational  Letter,  it  may  lose  its  affiliation  with  the 
Association  upon  recommendation  of  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee  to 
the  Associational  Board,  and  action  to  this  effect  by  the  Association. 

7.  All  Churches  affiliated  with  this  Association  shall  be  Churches  who 
use  the  New  Testament  as  the  statement  of  their  faith  and  Church  policy  and 
require  that  all  candidates,  who  are  physically  able,  be  immersed  in  water, 
on  the  basis  of  belief  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  to  qualify  for  mem- 
bership. 

**.  The  By-Laws  may  be  changed  at  any  session  by  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  present. 


CONSTITUTION  OF 
THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD, 

INC. 

THIS  IS  TO  CERTIFY,  that  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate 
ourselves  into  a  religious,  non-stock  corporation  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  North  Carolina  entitled:  "CORPORATIONS,"  and  the  applicable 
sub-sections  thereunder  and  the  amendments  thereto  and  to  that  end  do  hereby 
set  forth. 

Article   I — Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  shall  be,  THE  MECKLENBURG  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATIONAL  BOARD,  INC. 

Article  II — Location 

The  location  of  the  principal  office  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

Article   III — Objects  and  Purposes 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  formed 
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Section  1.  To  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the  in- 
telligence and  spiritual  power  and  activities  of  Baptist  Churches  and  for 
developing  their  resources,  energies,  and  gifts  in  the  advancement  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  throughout  the  world. 

Section  2.  To  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  the  establishment  of 
missions,  Sunday  schools,  and  churches. 

Section  3.  To  promote,  encourage  and  sponsor  religious  educational 
programs. 

Section  4.     To  engage  in  activities  related  to  religious  work. 

Article  IV — Powers 

Pursuant  to  the  aforesaid  objects  and  purposes,  this  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  create  indebtedness,  mortgage,  own,  buy,  sell,  lease,  convey 
and  receive  as  gifts,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  all  other  and 
additional  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  execution  the  fore- 
going powers  and  purposes,  the  same  as  a  natural  person  might  do  or  could  do. 

Section  1.  All  conveyances  of  real  property  shall  be  executed  in  the 
same  name  of  the  corporation  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  attested 
by  the  Secretary,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of 
members  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  2.  One-third  of  the  total  membership  of  the  corporation  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting,  either 
regular  or  special. 

Section  3.  That  all  other  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  transacted 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Charter  or  Articles  of  Incorporation,  and 
the  Amendments  thereto  and  Resolutions  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.  at  either  a  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Article  V — Membership 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock  and  its  member- 
ship shall  be  composed  of  the  members  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  North  Carolina,  who  have  been  duly  elected 
to  serve  on  the  Associational  Board  as  prescribed  in  Article  V,  Section  1,  of 
the  constitution  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  and 
administered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  which 
shall  be  vested  with  the  usual  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  said  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  by  a  majority  vote  of  a  quorum  of  its 
members,  shall  set  the  times  and  places  of  its  meeting. 

Section  3.  Each  member  of  the  corporation  shall  have  one  vote  on 
all  matters  coming  before  said  corporation  for  action  and  a  majority  vote 
of  a  quorum  of  the  members  shall  constitute  corporate  action. 

Article  VI — Officers 

The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  elected  by  ballot  at  the  first  meeting  following 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

The  present  officers  of  the  Associational  Board  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  as  shown  in  the  minutes  and  records  of  said  Board  for  1946 
shall  ipso  facto  become  the  officers  of  this  Corporation  as  herein  provided 
for  the  rest  of  the  associational  year  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 
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The  address  of  the  Registered  Office  of  the  corporation  is  Charlotte, 
Mecklenburg  County,  North  Carolina,  and  the  name  of  the  Registered  Agent 
of  the  corporation  at  such  address  is  Edwin  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of 
Missions  or  his  successor. 


Article  VII — Committees 

Section  1.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  executive  committee  com- 
posed of  officers  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  the 
chairmen  of  all  standing  committees,  and  five  members-at-large  from  the 
membership  of  the  corporation,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  Mecklenburg  Bap- 
tist Association.  The  executive  committee  shall  transact  all  business,  particu- 
larly of  an  executive  nature,  committed  to  it  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Associational  Board,  Inc.,  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Associational  Board,  Inc.,  for  membership  on  the  regular  com- 
mittees. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  missions  committee,  composed 
of  seven  members,  which  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  mission  work 
in  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association;  to  locate  strategic  places  where 
missions  or  churches  may  be  established;  to  make  recommendations  for  the 
purchase  of  lots  and  other  property  for  missions,  churches,  and  religious 
work;  and  to  recommend  to  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Board, 
Inc.,  programs  for  establishing  work  in  these  locations. 

Section  3.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  ordination  advisory  com- 
mittee, composed  of  twelve  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  counsel  with 
churches,  as  requested,  and  with  ministerial  candidates,  concerning  examina- 
tion and  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel.  The 
committee  shall  also  act  for  the  association  when  requested  concerning  en- 
dorsement of  a  license  to  the  ministry  is  received. 

Section  4.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  finance  committee,  composed 
of  seven  members  in  addition  to  the  treasurer  of  the  associational  board, 
the  president  of  the  associational  board,  and  the  Moderator  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  finance  committee  shall  prepare  a  budget  for  recommendation 
to  the  associational  board,  supervise  the  work  of  the  associational  treasurer, 
arrange  for  an  annual  audit  of  the  finances  of  the  associational  board,  pro- 
vide counsel  to  the  associational  board  concerning  financial  matters,  and  act 
for  the  associational  board  as  directed. 

Section  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  interracial  co- 
operation, composed  of  ten  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  work  with 
Negro  Baptists  in  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  concern. 

Section  6.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  petitionary 
letters,  composed  of  five  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  consider  all  appli- 
cations of  churches  for  affiliation  with  the  Mecklenburg  Association  and  to 
report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association. 

Section  7.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  property  committee,  composed 
of  three  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  superintend  the  maintenance  of  the 
associational  office  and  grounds  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  finance 
committee  and/or  the  associational  board  as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  8.  The  corporation  shall  have  an  Educational  Council,  the  chair- 
man of  which  shall  be  the  superintendent  of  missions.  The  constituent  parts 
of  the  council  and  the  scope  of  its  responsibilities  are  to  be  determined  by 
the  board  and  as  indicated  herein. 
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( 1 )  The  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President 
shall  be  members  of  the  Educational  Council. 

(2)  A  board-elected  Music  Director  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Educa- 
tional Council,  and  shall  lead  in  an  associational  program  of  music  education. 

(3)  A  board-elected  chairman  of  evangelism  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Educational  Council  and  shall  relate  the  ministry  of  evangelism  to  the  full 
ministry  of  the  association. 

(4)  The  Educational  Council  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  preparing 
a  calendar  of  activities.  It  shall  also  correlate,  plan  and  promote  the  educa- 
tional services  and  organizations  of  the  association. 

Section  9.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  committee  on  inner-city  minis- 
tries, composed  of  twelve  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  give  guidance  and 
direction  to  local  missions  ministries  other  than  those  pertaining  to  mission 
churches  and  new  churches. 

Section  10.  The  corporation  shall  have  such  other  committees,  as  are 
authorized  by  resolution  duly  passed  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational 
Board,  Inc. 

Section  11.  The  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  select  from  its 
membership  or  from  the  membership  of  any  churches  who  are  members  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  individuals  to  serve  on  any  and  all  of 
its  regular  committees  or  special  committees  and  nothing  herein  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prohibit  any  member  of  any  cooperating  church  from  serving 
on  such  committees. 

Section  12.  The  present  members  of  the  aforesaid  committee  shall  ipso 
facto  become  members  of  said  committee,  as  herein  provided  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  year,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected  and  appointed.

Article  IX — Duration 

The  duration  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  unlimited.

PROCEEDINGS 

of  the 

EIGHTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 

of  the 

MECKLENBURG   BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

(Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  until  1935) 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON   SESSION 
October  22,  1970 

1.  The  Eighty-fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Association  met  with  the  Greenland  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  Thursday  afternoon,  October  22,  1970,  at  4:00  o'clock, 
with  Moderator  W.   Clyde  Bearden,   presiding. 

2.  The  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  Association  was  organized  in  the 
year  1886.  The  Preacher  and  the  Moderator  were  one,  Rev.  E.  C.  Wil- 
liams. The  Clerk  was  J.  M.  McCurdy.  At  the  annual  session  of  1935, 
held  at  the  Durham  Memorial  Church,  the  churches  of  Cabarrus  Coun- 
ty were  granted  letters  to  form  the  Cabarrus  Association. 

3.  This  is  the  third  time  that  the  Association  has  met  with  the 
Greenland  Avenue  Church.  The  Greenland  Avenue  Baptist  Church  was 
organized  December  31,  1911,  with  a  membership  of  48.  However, 
the  church  was  then  named  Elizabeth  Baptist  Church,  and  was  located 
on  Suttle  Avenue. 

The  Reverend  G.  Z.  Burgardner  was  the  first  Pastor.  He  served 
the  church  until  February,  1919,  when  he  was  killed  in  an  automobile 
accident  following  a  Sunday  evening  service. 

The  church  maintained  a  part-time  preaching  program  for  many 
years,  and  in  1934,  a  full-time  program  was  begun. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Reverend  R.  B.  Ostwalt,  the  church 
relocated  in  1947,  and  took  the  name  of  the  avenue  on  which  it  is  now 
located.  At  that  time  the  membership  was  98,  and  the  Sunday  School 
enrollment  was  139. 

The  new  auditorium,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  850,  was  com- 
pleted in  1960,  and  the  first  service  was  held  in  it  Sunday,  March  6. 
Ten  years  later,  the  church  was  free  of  debt  and  the  note  was  burned 
on   Sunday,   March   8,    1970. 

Twelve  men  have  been  sent  out  by  the  church  into  the  Gospel 
Ministry,  and  at  one  time  the  church  supported  two  missionaries  through 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  in  addition  to  support  given  to  all  de- 
nominational causes. 

In  recent  years  two  houses  and  lots  above  the  church  have  been 
purchased.  Parking  area  has  been  extended  over  a  part  of  it,  and  the 
church  plans  to  construct  an  additional  educational  building  there. 

In  its  59  year  history,  the  church  has  had  16  pastors. 
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4.  Carroll  O.  Dellinger,  Minister  of  Music  at  the  Calvary  Church, 
led  in  the  singing  of  We're  Marching  to  Zion.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Griffin 
of  the  Greenland  Avenue  Church,  was  at  the  organ. 

5.  Kenneth  L.  Hollifield,  pastor  at  Durham  Memorial  Church,  led 
a  prayer. 

6.  Henry  T.  Maxey,  Minister  of  Music  at  the  Hickory  Grove  Church, 
directed  a  very  rewarding  dramatic  presentation. 

7.  Marion  Epps,  Chairman  of  Registration  Committee,  announced 
the  attendance  of  191  messengers  and  29  visitors.  He  offered  a  motion 
'that  the  messengers  present  and  those  who  may  later  attend,  who  have 
been  duly  elected  by  churches  conforming  to  our  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  constitute  the  Eighty-fifth  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association, 
for  the  purpose  of  conducting  business  and  hearing  reports;  and  that 
the  program  as  printed  and  in  the  hands  of  the  messengers,  be  the  of- 
ficial order  of  business,  with  whatever  changes  may  be  found  necessary.' 
The  motion  was  adopted. 

8.  Moderator  Bearden  declared  the  session  open,  and  heartily 
welcomed  the  messengers,  visitors,  program  and  the  cooperating  pastors. 

9.  All  new  pastors  and  personnel  coming  into  the  churches  of  the 
Association  were  requested  by  the  moderator  to  come  forward  and 
be  welcomed.  Some  out-side  the  Association  visitors  were  briefly  recog- 
nized. 

10.  Wm.  A.  Wallace,  pastor  at  Woodlawn  Church,  and  President  of 
the  Associational  Board,  was  introduced  to  bring  the  Board's  report. 

REPORT    OF    THE    MECKLENBURG    BAPTIST    ASSOCIATIONAL 
BOARD  TO  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  Moderator  of  the  Association,  Reverend  Clyde  Bearden,  called  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Associational  Board  on  October  30,  1969,  the  purpose 
of  this  meeting  was  to  organize  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Board  which  func- 
tions as  the  Association  between  the  Annual  Sessions.  The  Reverend  William 
A.  Wallace,  Pastor  of  the  Woodlawn  Baptist  Church,  was  elected  as  President 
of  the  Board,  and  the  Reverend  Earl  N.  Porter,  Pastor  of  Whiting  Avenue 
Baptist  Church,  was  elected  as  Vice  President.  Mr.  Carroll  Taylor,  a  layman 
of  the  Southside  Baptist  Church,  was  elected  as  Board  Secretary,  and  Mr. 
Leslie  Horton,  a  layman  of  the  Providence  Baptist  Church,  was  elected  to  serve 
as  Treasurer.  Chairmen  of  the  various  Board  Committees  were  also  named 
at  this  first  meeting. 

Mr.  Edwin  R.  Echerd,  Jr.,  resigned  as  Associational  Superintendent  of 
Missions  at  the  Annual  Session  on  October  24,  1969.  His  resignation  was 
accepted  with  regret  at  the  November  4,  meeting  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist 
Board.  Dr.  Carl  E.  Bates  had  been  named  by  the  Board  President  as  Chair- 
man of  a  Special  Committee  to  work  out  an  appropriate  expression  of  ap- 
preciation to  Mr.  Echerd  for  the  faithful  service  he  had  given  to  Mecklenburg 
Baptists.  The  Reverend  H.  L.  Ferguson  of  the  Thomasboro  Baptist  Church 
and  the  Reverend  David  Wooten  of  the  Chantilly  Baptist  Church  had  been 
named  to  serve  on  this  committee  with  Dr.  Bates.  At  the  meeting  on  Novem- 
ber 4,  they  recommended  that  the  last  two  weeks  of  December,  1969  be 
designated  as  a  vacation  with  pay  for  Brother  Echerd.  In  addition  they 
recommended  that  he  be  given  a  six  hundred  dollar  ($600.00)  cash  gift 
and  that  some  appropriate  engraved  memento  be  secured  for  presentation 
at  a  later  date.  The  Board  President  and  the   Moderator  of  the  Association 
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were  given  the  responsibility  for  arranging  a  meeting  at  which  time  these 
presentations  could  be  made  to  Mr.  Echerd.  The  meeting  was  set  for  Janu- 
ary 6,  1970  but  for  some  unknown  reason  Mr.  Echerd  did  not  attend.  The 
President  of  the  Board  mailed  the  engraved  plaque  to  the  home  of  Mr. 
Echerd.  By  return  mail  the  Board  President  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Echerd 
acknowledging  receipt  of  the  engraved  plaque  and  the  check.  In  his  letter 
he  expressed  appreciation  for  this  act  of  generosity. 

The  Reverend  David  Bobbitt  was  employed  to  serve  as  Interim  Superin- 
tendent of  Missions  while  a  committee  worked  to  secure  someone  for  this 
position  on  a  permanent  basis.  Brother  Bobbitt's  work  began  on  January  12, 
1970,  and  he  did  a  marvelous  job.  He  was  publicly  commended  by  the  Board 
for  the  splendid  service  he  rendered. 

At  the  February  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  Reverend  Clyde  Bearden, 
Moderator  and  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shared  information 
on  Reverend  S.  Lawrence  Childs.  Brother  Bearden  stated  that  the  Executive 
Committee  planned  to  recommend  Brother  Childs  as  Superintendent  of  Mis- 
sions for  the  Mecklenburg  Association  at  a  special  called  meeting  on  February 
17.  This  special  called  meeting  was  held  at  Barclay  Cafeteria  and  Brother 
Childs  was  extended  a  unanimous  call. 

It  was  reported  at  the  March  2  meeting  that  Brother  Childs  had  accepted 
the  call  to  serve  as  our  Associational  Superintendent  of  Missions.  His  work 
with  us  was  to  begin  on  April  1,  1970.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  plan  a 
reception  in  honor  of  the  Childs'  family. 

The  meeting  on  March  31  was  an  Associational  Fellowship  Dinner  in 
honor  of  Brother  Lawrence  Childs,  his  wife  Doris,  and  their  children,  Wanda 
and  Greg.  All  business  was  set  aside  in  order  that  the  entire  evening  could 
be  used  to  welcome  the  Childs'  and  to  enjoy  fellowship  with  them.  The 
Associational  Moderator,  Brother  Clyde  Bearden  and  the  Board  President, 
Brother  William  A.  Wallace,  presented  a  charge  and  a  challenge  to  Brother 
Childs,  outlining  some  of  the  problems  and  opportunities  of  Mecklenburg 
Baptists.  The  new  Superintendent  of  Missions  then  made  an  excellent  response, 
asking  for  the  prayers  and  cooperation  of  all  the  churches  and  Baptists  of 
the  Mecklenburg  Association. 

The  Committee  on  Evangelism  made  a  significant  recommendation  that 
was  passed  at  the  May  5  meeting.  That  action  was  that  the  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association  go  on  record  to  join  with  other  city  churches  in  extending 
an  invitation  to  Dr.  Billy  Graham  and  his  team  to  come  here  in  1972  for  a 
Charlotte  Crusade.  It  is  hoped  that  every  Christian  of  this  area  will  be  pray- 
ing for  this  effort. 

At  the  June  9  meeting  action  was  taken  to  elect  to  the  Associational 
Board  all  active  Ministers  of  Education  serving  churches  cooperating  with  the 
Mecklenburg    Baptist    Association. 

At  the  instruction  of  the  Board,  the  President  appointed  a  committee  to 
study  the  Associational  Constitution  and  By-laws  and  be  ready  to  recommend 
appropriate  changes  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  October  22-23.  The  Reverend 
Grady  Faulk  of  the  Stough  Memorial  Baptist  Church  was  named  Chairman 
of  this  Committee.  Brother  Lawrence  Childs,  Superintendent  of  Missions, 
suggested  that  the  Home  Mission  Board  be  requested  to  help  us  with  a  survey 
of  our  Association.  This  survey  is  to  be  designed  to  help  us  to  determine 
areas  of  need  and  to  designate  priorities.  His  suggestion  was  accepted  by  the 
Executive  Committee  and  adopted  by  the  Board.  This  survey  is  now  underway 
and  should  be  completed  within  the  next  four  to  six  months. 

The  Petitionary  Letters  Committee,  Chaired  by  the  Reverend  J.  C.  Jones, 
Jr.,  recommended  that  the  Cedar  Grove  Church  come  under  the  watch  care 
of  the  Association  for  one  year.  This  action  was  passed  at  the  June  9  meeting. 
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At  the  July  7  meeting  the  Associational  Board  passed  action  recom- 
mended by  the  Missions  Committee  concerning  the  Westover  Baptist  Church. 
The  Action  that  was  actually  passed  was  that  the  Association  pay  principal 
and  interest  for  a  period  up  to  six  months  on  a  loan  negotiated  by  the  West- 
over  Baptist  Church,  It  was  stipulated  that  in  the  event  this  church  was  sold 
and  the  congregation  disbanded  that  these  funds  were  to  be  reimbursed  to 
the  Association.  It  was  also  stipulated  that  in  the  event  that  this  church  failed 
to  continue  as  a  cooperating  church  that  these  funds  be  reimbursed  to  the 
Association.  A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  a  written  agreement  be- 
tween Westover  Baptist  Church  and  the  Mecklenburg  Associational  Board  be 
drawn  up  to  include  these  various  stipulations. 

It  was  also  at  the  meeting  on  July  7  that  Brother  Fred  Roberts  presented 
a  resolution  from  Hutchison  Baptist  Church.  That  resolution  was  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  the  Hutchison  Baptist  Church  has  had  a  ministry  in  this  com- 
munity and  to  the  world  that  has  well  justified  its  existence  for  31  years  and 
12  months,  and  whereas  the  community  has  undergone  racial  change,  making 
it  impossible  to  reach  the  present  people,  in  spite  of  much  effort,  because  they 
preferred  to  attend  their  own  churches,  and  whereas  our  members  have  moved 
all  over  the  area  and  to  other  church  fields,  it  appears,  after  much  prayerful 
thought  and  consultation  that  the  Hutchison  Baptist  Church  has  fulfilled  the 
reasons  for  its  establishment  and  that  the  kingdom  of  God  could  best  be  ad- 
vanced by  the  dissolving  of  the  church  with  the  members  uniting  with  their 
respective  communities,  therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  name  and  the 
membership  of  the  Hutchison  Baptist  Church  be  dissolved  effective  July  12, 
1970.  Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  church  clerk  be  given  authority  to  grant 
church  letters  for  the  membership,  when  properly  requested  from  other 
churches,  through  September  30,  1970.  Beyond  this  date  members  would  have 
to  join  other  churches  by  statement.  Done  by  order  of  the  Hutchison  Baptist 
Church  of  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  this  day,  July  5,  1970." 

After  this  resolution  was  presented,  Brother  Childs  called  the  Board's 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Hutchison  Church  had  made  a  contribution  of 
two  thousand,  eight  hundred  dollars  ( $2,800.00 )  to  the  Mecklenburg  Associa- 
tion. 

At  the  August  meeting  the  Board  voted  to  purchase  property  at  the 
corner  of  Sharon  and  Whistlestop  for  the  purpose  of  starting  a  new  church. 
This  action  had  been  recommended  by  the  Missions,  Finance  and  Executive 
Committees.  The  cost  of  this  property  was  eighty  thousand  dollars  ( $80,000.- 
00).  It  was  also  at  this  meeting  that  the  Board  voted  to  purchase  the  house 
and  lot  adjacent  to  the  property  on  which  our  Associational  office  is  located. 
The  cost  of  this  property  was  fifteen  thousand  dollars   ($15,000.00). 

The  Radio  and  Television  Committee  is  to  be  commended  for  the  fine 
work  it  has  done  in  arranging  for  a  week-day  color  television  program.  This 
is  a  devotional  type  program  and  is  called  "Let's  Think  It  Over".  WCCB-TV, 
channel  18,  has  given  free  time  for  this  program  Monday  through  Friday  of 
each  week  at  7:55  A.M.  We  are  grateful  to  WCCB-TV  for  their  generosity 
which  makes  possible  this  Baptist  witness  and  ministry.  The  first  thirteen 
weeks  of  this  series  began  on  September  21,   1970. 

In  my  opinion  this  has  been  a  progressive  year  and  one  in  which  much 
unity  has  been  restored  to  our  Association.  Let  us  link  our  hands  and  our 
hearts  and  move  forward  to  the  glory  of  God  during  this  next  Associational 
year. 

11.  J.  C.  Jones,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Petitionary  Letters  Committee, 
and  pastor  at  Green  Memorial  Church,  gave  the  following  report: 
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PETITIONARY  LETTERS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  committee  makes  the  following  recommendations  to  this  Eighty-fifth 
Annual  Session  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association: 

1.  That  the  Davidson  Baptist  Chapel,  having  been  under  the  watchcare 
of  the  Association  for  two  years  and  having  been  officially  constituted  into  a 
church  on  Sunday,  September  27,  1970,  be  received  into  membership  of  the 
Association. 

2.  That  the  Sunset  Road  Baptist  Church,  having  been  under  the  watch- 
care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  be  received  into  membership  of  the 
Association. 

3.  That  the  East  Baptist  Church,  having  been  under  the  watchcare  of  the 
Association  for  one  year,  be  received  into  membership  of  the  Association. 

4.  That  the  Steel  Creek  Baptist  Church  be  received  under  the  watchcare 
of  the  Association  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

5.  That  the  Cedar  Grove  Baptist  Church  be  commended  for  their  co- 
operation and  current  watchcare  relationship  with  the  Association. 

12.  Motion  was  made  that  the  action  of  the  committee  be  accepted 
for  each  individual  church.  The  voting  was  favorable  in  each  case. 

13.  The  pastors  and  members  present  from  there  churches  were 
asked  to  come  forward  and  be  given  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

14.  W.  E.  Entrekin,  Chairman  of  the  Ordination  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, presented  his  committee  report: 

REPORT  OF  ORDINATION  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

The  Ordination  Advisory  Committee  functions  at  the  request  of  any 
church  in  our  association  to  counsel  with  them,  and  with  the  candidates  re- 
garding examination  and  recommendation  for  ordination  to  the  Gospel  Min- 
istry. This  has  been  a  lean  year  indeed  for  our  committee.  When  we  see 
many  of  our  ministers  leaving  the  pastoral  ministry  and  so  few  preparing 
themselves  for  this  wonderful  work  we  are  reminded  of  the  words  of  Jesus 
when  he  said: 

"Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  labor- 
ers into  his  harvest." 

The  Stough  Memorial  Baptist  Church  requested  our  committee  to 
examine  Jerry  Cook,  who  has  been  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Madison  Street 
Mission  of  the  Belmont  Heights  Baptist  Church,  Nashville,  Tenn.  The  council 
was  called  together  February  14th,  1970,  at  the  Associational  Office. 

Jerry  was  unanimously  recommended  to  the  church  for  ordination. 

15.  Carson  Riggins,  made  report  for  the  absent  Associational  Board 
Treasurer,  Leslie  J.  Horton.  After  his  presentation,  motion  was  made  to 
adopt  the  reports.  This  motion  received  a  favorable  vote.

16.  Jack  R.  Benjamin,  Chairman  of  the  Property  Committee,  pre- 
sented his  report: 


REPORT  OF  THE  PROPERTY  COMMITTEE 

Your  properties  committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Roy  Berry,  Mr.  James  Eudy 
and  Jack  Benjamin  reports  very  little  action  was  necessary  to  maintain  the 
10th  street  and  associational  office  property  this  year.  The  10th  Street  prop- 
erty is  still  being  used  by  the  Y.W.C.A.  in  their  ministry  to  45  or  50  children 
each  day  with  a  side  ministry  to  the  parents.  In  lieu  of  the  report  to  be 
brought  by  the  executive  committee,  this  committee  will  not  report  on  the 
progress  of  acquiring  additional  property  adjacent  to  the  Associational  Office. 

17.  Report  of  the  Radio  and  T.  V.  Committee  was  offered  followed 
by  comments  from  Lawrence  Childs,   Superintendent  of  Missions. 
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REPORT  OF  RADIO  AND  TV  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  first  year  our  association  has  had  a  Radio  and  TV  Committee. 
We  thank  you  for  the  confidence  placed  in  us  as  your  committee  and  hope 
that  our  beginnings  have  proven  your  wisdom  in  entering  this  new  ministry. 
We  are  grateful  for  your  vision  in  placing  $500.00  in  the  budget  for  the  work 
of  this  committee  for  another  year. 

At  our  first  meeting,  we  sought  to  explore  our  responsibilities  and  decided 
that  we  should  make  our  churches  aware  of  the  Baptist  Programs  already  be- 
ing featured  on  local  Radio  and  TV  Stations.  We  were  happy  to  find  several 
programs  such  as  "The  Answer,"  "Jot,"  "The  Baptist  Hour,"  "Mastercontrol" 
and  "Country  Crossroads"  provided  by  The  Southern  Baptist  Radio  and  TV 
Commission  and  given  time  by  local  stations.  We  have  sought  to  make  our 
churches  aware  of  these  programs  and  encouraged  them  to  express  apprecia- 
tion to  the  stations  giving  the  time. 

As  your  committee  worked  at  its  task,  we  believe  we  saw  a  gracious  act 
of  God  in  opening  a  door  for  us  to  sponsor  a  local,  daily  devotional  program 
featuring  Baptist  pastors.  It  is  unusual  for  a  station  to  give  time  to  one  de- 
nomination. TV  Station  WCCB,  Channel  18,  offered  us  five  minutes  begin- 
ning each  morning  at  7:55  if  we  could  provide  the  men  for  the  program.  We 
are  thankful  for  19  pastors  of  our  association  who  have  attended  special 
training  sessions  that  began  in  August  and  continued  into  September.  On 
September  21  at  7:55  A.M.  we  made  history.  We  began  the  first  televised 
devotional  program  ever  sponsored  by  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association 
with  the  Reverend  William  J.  Thompson  as  the  speaker.  This  program  called 
"Lets  Think  It  Over"  can  now  be  seen  daily,  Monday  through  Friday,  over 
the  facilities  of  Television  Station  WCCB,  Channel  18. 

We  believe  that  our  association  should  explore  more  ways  and  means  of 
reaching  the  masses  through  the  use  of  radio  and  television.  One  pastor  can 
through  these  mass  media  preach  to  more  people  at  one  time  than  he 
preaches  to  in  a  year  in  his  own  pulpit.  We  are  thankful  for  these  beginnings 
and  request  that  you  keep  your  people  informed  about  the  programs  sponsor- 
ed by  our  Baptist  bodies,  and  make  special  effort  to  express  appreciation  to 
those  local  stations  which  give  valuable  time  to  these  broadcasts.  Watch  for 
the  schedule  in  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist. 

18.  James  DeLoach,  Chairman  of  the  Evangelism  Committee,  had 
no  specific  report,  but  thought  it  well  to  note  that  38  of  our  70  churches 
showed  an  increase  in  baptisms. 

19.  Under  miscellaneous  business,  Grady  Faulk,  pastor  of  Stough 
Memorial  Church,  stated  that  a  study  was  being  made  of  the  Consti- 
tution, that  so  many  changes  appeared  necessary,  it  may  be  wise  to 
consider  rewriting  same.  He  requested  that  the  coming  year  be  given 
over  to  such  a  study  and  a  report  be  made  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 
A  motion  was  made  that  this  be  done.  The  vote  following  was  favor- 
able. 

20.  Henry  T.  Maxey,  Chairman  of  the  Associational  Camp  Study 
Committee,  was  recognized  to  offer  his  report.  Items  A,  B  and  C  under 
II,  were  approved  by  the  messengers  after  motion  and  vote. 
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THE  REPORT  OF  THE 
ASSOCIATIONAL  CAMP  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

I.     Findings 

A.  The  Camp  Committee,  through  a  survey  of  the  churches  in  the 
Mecklenburg  Association,  found  a  great  need  existing  among  the 
churches  for  an  area  in  which  to  camp  and  to  have  retreats.  Many 
churches  go  to  great  expense  to  transport  church  members  long  dis- 
tances to  existing  camps.  Others  want  to  thave  camps  and  retreats  but 
cannot  because  of  finances. 

The  survey  revealed  a  rapid  growth  of  65%  in  the  number  of  retreats 
held  by  churches  between  1967  and  1969.  The  survey  further  revealed 
an  average  of  26  persons  attending  a  retreat  and  those  organizations 
taking  retreats  were  RA's,  GA's,  Deacons,  Choirs,  Sunday  School  and 
Christian  Training  Classes  and  Youth  Groups. 
Fifteen  churches  had  week-long  summer  camps. 

The  need  for  an  area  in  which  Tent  Camping  might  be  done  was  re- 
vealed as  eighteen  churches  reported  a  definite  need  for  a  place  in 
which  their  RA's  might  camp.  Fourteen  churches  revealed  a  need  for 
an  area  in  which  to  have  day  camp. 

From  the  facts  revealed  in  this  survey,  the  committee  feels  there  is  a 
need  for  an  area  for  camping  and  small  (25-50)  retreat  groups.  If 
there  was  such  a  camp  and  75%  of  the  reported  churches  would  use 
the  facilities  of  this  camp;  in  the  summer  it  would  be  used  10  weeks, 
for  week  long  camps,  and  11  weeks  for  day  camps.  It  would  be  used 
36  weekends  of  the  year  for  retreats,  12  weekends  by  RA's  for  out- 
door camping. 

B.  Not  only  is  there  a  need  at  the  present,  but  as  one  looks  at  the  growth 
of  Charlotte  and  the  Piedmont  area  now  and  considers  the  population 
explosion  and  its  results  in  our  communities  continual  growth,  the  need 
for  a  Camp  and  Retreat  Area  in  10-15  years  is  overwhelming.  Not 
only  because  of  the  tremendous  number  of  people  and  their  need  to 
have  a  place  to  camp  and  retreat,  but  the  continued  rise  in  cost  of 
land  and  cost  of  building  make  it  imperative  that  if  action  is  to  be 
taken,  it  should  be  taken  soon. 

II.     The  Committee  therefore  recommends: 

A.  That  the  Camp  Committee  become  a  standing  committee  to  help  meet 
this  need  of  our  churches  in  several  ways.  One  of  which  would  be  to 
provide  a  list  of  existing  camps  that  churches  might  use. 

B.  That  this  committee  study  the  possibility  of  leasing  a  camp  for  a  period 
of  time  to  give  the  association  experience  in  camp  administration  and 
to  register  the  response  of  the  churches  in  actual  use  of  the  camp. 

C.  That  the  committee  be  charged  with  long  range  planning  to  determine 
the  best  possible  means  of  meeting  the  needs  of  camping  and  retreats 
that  exist  in  our  churches,  report  these  possibilities  to  the  association 
and  then  fulfill  the  instructions  of  the  association. 

21.  Lawrence  Childs  announced  the  opportunity  of  a  special  semi- 
nar using  Seminary  Extension  material,  which  would  be  preparatory 
to  a  future  January  Bible  Study  Week. 

22.  Mrs.  Mary  Phifer  of  the  Association's  Office  was  recognized 
and  warmly  commended  for  her  years  of  faithful  service.

24.  Nancy  Kistler,  Associational  Statistician,  was  recognized  to 
bring  her  report.  Copies  of  this  report  had  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  messengers  previously.  There  were  1382  baptisms  during  the  past 
year,  2613  were  added  by  letter  and  statement,  but  losses  numbered 
2,904,  making  the  total  membership  stand  at  40,948.  Total  receipts 
were  almost  $5  million,  $5,316,598  was  used  locally,  and  $678,756  ex- 
pended for  missions.  Sunday  School  membership  indicated  a  gain,  but 
there  were  losses  for  Training  Union,  W.  M.  S.,  and  Vacation  Bible 
Schools.  In  the  numbers  of  tithers  there  was  a  gain  over  the  previous 
year. 

25.  Carroll  Dellinger  led  in  the  singing  of  'What  If  It  Were  Today?' 

26.  Host  pastor  Clyde  Bearden  indicated  arrangements  for  the 
evening  meal  prepared  by  the  Greenland  Avenue  and  Eastern  Hills 
Churches. 

27.  The  Youth  Choirs  of  Calvary  Church,  under  the  direction  of 
Carroll  Dellinger,  with  Bob  Bridges  at  the  instrument,  presented  "Here 
Is  My  Life." 

28.  "Tell  the  World  You're  A  Christian,"  was  beautifully  sung  by 
Carroll  Dellinger. 

29.  Wm.  Henry  Crouch,  pastor  at  Providence  Church,  read  Titus  2 
in  preparation  for  the  annual  sermon.  He  offered  prayer. 
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30.  The  annual  sermon  was  given  by  James  R.  DeL.ca.ch,  pastor  at 
the  Derita  Church.  His  theme  was  'Adorning  the  Doctrine.'  He  asked 
his  hearers  to  look  at  yourself— a  most  difficult  thing  to  do,  as  we  are 
too  busy  looking  at  others.  Jesus  is  coming  back  for  the  final  day;  in 
the  midst  of  some  falling  away,  the  Christian  needs  to  stand  firm,  and 
contend  for  the  faith.  Contend  in  such  a  way  as  to  adorn  the  Lord  and 
His  Word.  We  best  adorn  by  being  believing  witnesses  of  God's  Word, 
by  proclaiming  it,  and  by  showing  forth  our  love  to  all  people.  Greater 
is  He  that  is  in  us  than  he  that  is  in  the  world. 

31.  Following  prayer,  the  messengers  and  visitors  enjoyed  a  well 
prepared  supper. 

THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 

32.  W.  Frank  Marks,  Vice-Moderator  and  pastor  of  the  Eastern 
Hills  Church,  called  the  evening  session  to  order. 

33.  Carroll  Dellinger  led  in  the  singing  of  Stand  Up,  Stand  Up  for 
Jesus. 

34.  A  dramatic  presentation  by  the  Pritchard  Memorial  Church 
group  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Kenneth  Helms,  was  greatly  enjoyed. 

35.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Duncan  Futrelle,  pastor  at  Enderly 
Park  Church. 

36.  Lawrence  Childs,  Superintendent  of  Missions,  led  a  panel— 
'Christian  Education  in  the  Churches.'  Participating  and  giving  reports 
were:  Mrs.  Gene  Moore,  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Director;  Wendell  D. 
Sloan,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent;  Joe  Burnette,  Di- 
rector of  Associational  Church  Training;  Robert  F.  Hewitt,  Associational 
Brotherhood  Director,  and  William  E.  Jarvis,  Associational  Music  Di- 
rector. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

The  Associational  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  auxiliary  to  The  Mecklen- 
burg Baptist  Association,  reports  organizations  in  all  churches  of  the  associa- 
tion with  the  exception  of  two.  New  work  was  established  in  East  Baptist 
Church  and  Steele  Creek  Church. 

WMU  '70,  with  many  organization  changes,  new  terminology,  new  ma- 
terials, was  presented  to  the  churches  in  Mecklenburg  in  March  in  Shaping 
the  70's  Clinics  with  48  churches  represented  by  145.  Training  was  continued 
in  the  Annual  Session  in  April  at  Newell  Baptist  Church  and  First  Baptist 
Chureh  with  Miss  Kathryn  Bullard,  from  State  W.M.U.,  bringing  more  of 
WMU  '70  using  the  theme  "The  Future  Is  Happening".  Inspirational  messages 
were  brought  by  Mrs.  George  Cowsert,  missionary  to  Brazil,  and  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Keith  Edwards,  missionaries  to  Nigeria,  approximately  300  attending.  Efforts 
were  made  to  reach  more  churches  with  the  new  program  as  training  sessions 
whre  held  in  Cornelius  with  46  attending. 

Young  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  Girls'  Auxiliary  held  regular  meetings 
throughout  the  year.  A  highlight  for  Y.W.A.  was  a  banquet  in  February  fea- 
turing Steve  Shoemaker  using  the  theme,  "Happening  Now".  Seventy-seven 
attended  with  Miss  North  Carolina  as  special  guest. 

A  highlight  for  the  year  with  Junior  G.A.  was  an  overnight  retreat  in  the 
gym  of  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church.  A  well-planned  program  of  various 
speakers   and  entertainment  with  the  theme,   "Peace",  was   enjoyed  by  more 
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than  200.  Seventy-two  Intermediate  G.A.'s,  along  with  other  activities,  en- 
joyed an  evening  of  entertainment  and  inspiration  at  First  Baptist  Church 
Recreation  Center.  Their  theme,  "Love  Is". 

Training  was  received  by  Associational  Officers  at  Camp  Mundo  Vista 
in  preparation  for  the  Fall  Leadership  Conference  which  was  held  at  Com- 
monwealth Baptist  Church,  September  14-15.  Some  400  from  47  churches 
attended  studying  the  leadership  manuals. 

This  "in-between-year",  1969-70,  when  a  new  program  of  outreach  and 
ministry  was  introduced  and  used,  has  led  women  into  new  areas  of  witness 
and  a  new  involvement  in  mission  action. 

The  Associational  W.M.U.  Director  has  had  the  privilege  of  attending 
the  Annual  Session  of  N.C.  WMU,  Greensboro,  Annual  Meeting  of  WMU, 
SBC,  Denver,  and  WMU  Conference,  Ridgecrest. 

The  Associational  WMU  Officers  have  served  well,  completing  achieve- 
ments earning  DISTINGUISHED  recognition  which  is  two  years  in  succession 
using  the  new  Achievement  Guide.  Our  prayer  is  that  we  may  lead  Mecklen- 
burg in  a  more  extensive  program  of  missions  and  that  every  church  may 
be  involved. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT   1969-70 

Preparation  and  training  for  the  coming  of  the  "changes  of  the  70's" 
which  we  are  now  experiencing,  has  been  the  overreaching  theme  of  the  year. 

The  Shaping  of  the  70's  Clinics  and  the  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinics 
have  been  the  major  program  meetings  of  the  Associational  Sunday  School  for 
this  year.  The  excellent  attendance  of  the  Shaping  the  70's  Clinics  gave  new 
inspiration  as  to  the  contribution  of  the  Association  of  Baptist  Churches  to 
local  churches  in  Sunday  School  work. 

The  coming  of  Dr.  A.  V.  Washburn  of  our  SBC  Sunday  School  Board 
for  a  special  conference  for  pastors,  church  educational  staff  members  and 
Sunday  School  Superintendents  was  informative  and  quite  helpful. 

A  major  factor  in  preparing  for  the  coming  of  the  70's  was  that  of  seek- 
ing to  help  churches  to  order  properly  their  Fall  Quarter  Literature.  Seven 
of  our  pastors  were  enlisted  as  "Visitor-Trainers"  in  an  effort  to  contact  each 
church  and  provide  special  training  in  ordering  the  new  literature. 

Numerous  personal  conferences  were  held  with  various  local  church 
Sunday  School  workers  and  pastors  as  we  sought  to  provide  help  for  those 
who  lead  the  local  church  Bible  Teaching  Program— the  Sunday  School. 

Plans  have  been  made  this  year  for  our  Association  to  host  a  Sunday 
School  sponsored,  Area  Wide,  Special  Worker  Institute  March  22-26,  1971 
which  will  include  at  least  four  group  schools  for  the  Sunday  School  workers 
of  the  churches  of  our  Association. 

CHURCH  TRAINING 

Many  changes  have  come  to  pass  in  the  Church  Training  program  of 
our  churches.  New  organization  and  new  curriculum  have  been  highlights  of 
these  changes.  It  is  eagerly  anticipated  these  changes  will  do  much  to  enable 
us  to  reach  many,  many  more  for  Church  Training. 

Various  clinics  have  been  held  in  many  churches  and  on  association-wide 
basis  to  acquaint  workers  with  the  new  program  of  work  for  the  70's.  There 
was  a  very  fine  response  on  the  part  of  our  people. 

We  had  good  representation  in  our  Junior  Memory  Work  Tournament, 
but  still  wish  more  of  the  people  would  participate  in  the  various  age  group 
events.  These  will  all  be  changed  for  1971,  but  information  will  be  provided 
for  workers  in  churches. 

Next  year  we  will  have  only  the  Scripture  Exploring  Drill  for  boys  and 
girls  9-11.  Write  the  Church  Training  Department  for  full  information. 

Let's  make  1970-71  a  great  year  in  Church  Training! 
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BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

This  report  is  given  with  mixed  inward  feelings  .  .  .  feelings  of  grati- 
fication for  the  opportunity  in  serving  the  master  and  a  feeling  of  inadequacy 
when  I  look  at  the  results  of  a  speeding  twelve  months.  We  have  over  seventy 
churches  and  missions  in  our  association,  yet  I  find  some  of  them  to  be  a  part 
of  this  age  of  evasion.  We  can  become  strangely  detached  from  main  issues  that 
should  concern  us  greatly  in  our  continuing  Christian  life.  In  my  work  as 
your  Associational  Brotherhood  Director,  I  find  men  who  are  becoming  increas- 
ingly sensitive  to  the  needs,  spiritually  and  physically,  of  those  around  us,  but 
due  to  the  short-sightedness  or  complacency  of  their  leaders,  these  men  are 
becoming  victims  of  discouragement  in  a  sea  of  apathy. 

Our  Baptist  men  are  not  being  used  to  their  full  potential  ...  if  they 
were,  we  could  turn  the  world  upside  down  with  our  number.  They  are  often 
confused  because  they  do  not  know  what  to  do.  Sensitivity  is  more  than 
factual  knowledge,  but  it  is  so  true  that  knowledge  helps  create  concern. 
Persons  who  minister  and  witness  effectively  are  not  born— they  are  made 
through  training  and  experience.  A  missionary  doctor  said:  "Until  we  have 
identified  ourselves  with  a  man's  human  needs  as  well  as  his  spiritual  needs, 
it  is  doubtful  that  we  have  a  right  to  enter  the  sanctuary  of  the  soul." 

What  am  I  saying?  Simply  that  the  role  of  Baptist  men  is  a  zealous  effort 
to  help  spread  the  gospel,  and  provide  a  ministry  in  mission  actions.  Let  us  all 
help  dispel  the  cloud  that  tries  to  engulf  us  in  permissiveness  and  work  for 
enlightenment  that  only  furthering  his  word  will  bring. 

The  New  Church  Brotherhood  Program  is  progressing  in  Mecklenburg,  but 
not  as  fast  as  it  should.  Thirty-one  churches  were  visited  last  year  and  interest 
was  exceptionally  good;  but  the  knowledge  of  knowing  there  are  churches 
that  never  ask  for  information  on  Baptist  Men's  work,  dulls  somewhat  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  success.  Shaping  the  Seventies  Conferences  were  held 
in  Pritchard  Memorial  Church,  with  over  forty  churches  represented.  Also 
held  in  the  welcoming  confines  of  Pritchard  Memorial  was  a  one-night  work- 
shop with  good  conference  leaders  and  good  attendance. 

Another  great  interest  to  Baptist  Men  is  the  formation  of  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Men's  Corps.  This  is  a  cooperative  effort  among  North  Carolina  Baptist 
laymen  directed  toward  the  purpose  of  bringing  a  unique  and  needed  witness 
for  Christ  in  areas  of  special  need.  The  Men's  Corps  consists  of  adult  men, 
members  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  churches  indicating  an  interest  in  sup- 
porting Baptist  Men's  objectives  in  their  own  churches  and  agreeing  to 
render  service  in  at  least  one  annual  cooperative  mission  action  with  men 
from  other  churches. 

Some  of  the  opportunities  of  the  corps  are:  medical  mission  clinics  among 
the  migrants;  in  slum  areas;  the  aftermath  of  storms  or  other  crisis;  assistance 
in  restoring  homes  or  churches;  assistance  in  mission  points;  conducting  lay 
revivals;  teaching  mission  studies— all  these  and  more  too.  At  the  state  fair  in 
Raleigh  the  Baptist  Men's  Corps  will  operate  and  staff  a  mission  action  point, 
consisting  of  a  tent  capable  of  seating  over  one  hundred  persons.  A  film,  geared 
to  the  movement  of  youth  as  they  seek  a  way  out,  will  be  shown  eight  times  a 
day  for  seven  days.  In  between  showings  will  be  a  ten  minute  testimony  from 
laymen  selected  in  advance.  All  this  and  the  handing  out  of  tracts  will  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  Lord.  With  the  cooperation  of  our  associational  churches,  we 
expect  a  glorious  year  in  seventy  and  seventy-one. 
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ASSOCIATIONAL  MUSIC  MINISTRY  REPORT 

The  objective  of  our  1971  associational  music  ministry  is  to  establish 
communications  between  music  directors.  Since  most  of  our  directors  are  part- 
time,  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  solutions  to  problems  facing  the  music  director 
is  mandatory  if  growth  is  expected. 

We  hope  to  accomplish  this  task  by  private  and  small  area  conferences, 
a  music  directors'  retreat  on  January  9,  the  awarding  of  six  Ridgecrest  Music 
Week  Scholarships  in  July  and  finally  in  a  conducting  class  each  Thursday  at 
First  Baptist  Church.  Music  directors  will  have  the  opportunity  to  conduct  a 
large  choir  each  week  for  six  weeks  under  the  supervision  of  our  associational 
music  director. 

Our  next  challenge  is  to  provide  music  directors  needed  throughout  our 
association.

Dr.  Sulli- 
van is  one  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention's  greatest  leaders  and 
engaging  speakers.

God  has  not  changed;  neither  has  Salvation,  the  Bible,  and  Jesus,  but 
times  change,  and  we  must  adjust  to  meet  these  changes.  David  served 
his  own  generation;  we  must  strive  to  do  the  same. 

FRIDAY  MORNING  -  EASTERN   HILLS   CHURCH 
October  23,  1970 

42.  W.  Frank  Marks,  Vice-Moderator  and  pastor  at  Eastern  Hills 
Church,  opened  the   Morning  session   at  9:00  o'clock. 

43.  William  Jarvis,  Music  Director  for  the  Association,  and  Minister 
of  Music  at  the  First  Church,  led  in  singing  hymn,  'The  Lily  of  the 
Valley.' 

44.  Vice-Moderator  Marks  welcomed  the  messengers  and  visitors 
to  the  Eastern  Hills  Church.  He  stated  that  this  was  the  first  time  the 
Mecklenburg  Association  had  met  with  this  church. 

HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  EASTERN  HILLS  CHURCH 

On  October  9,  1960  nineteen  ( 19 )  people  gathered  for  Sunday  School  and 
worship  in  the  Recreational  Hut  of  First  Baptist  Church.  In  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  these  few  people  gathered  together  in  this  little  building  on  Com- 
monwealth Ave.  was  a  dream  and  a  vision.  They  believed  a  church  was  needed 
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in  the  developing  area  of  eastern  Charlotte.  With  faith  they  committed  them- 
selves to  this  endeavor.  Under  the  sponsorship  and  guidance  of  Green  Memorial 
Baptist  Church  and  The  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  the  work  was  begun 
and  known  at  first  as  the  Albemarle  Road  Baptist  Chapel  and  then  a  very 
short  time  later  as  the  Eastern  Hills  Baptist  Chapel. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  H.  E.  Campbell  the  church  began  the 
organizations  and  plans  for  a  building  located  on  the  present  site  on  Pierson 
Drive.  The  building  was  completed  and  the  first  services  were  held  in  the 
building  December  18,   1960. 

By  April  it  was  evident  that  the  chapel,  under  the  direction  and  sponsor- 
ship of  Green  Memorial,  had  become  capable  of  directing  and  supporting  its 
own  program.  Plans  were  made  to  organize  into  a  local  missionary  Baptist 
church.  On  April  16,  1961  the  service  constituting  the  group  into  a  church  was 
held  with  a  charter  membership  of  134.  Rev.  Campbell  continued  as  pastor 
until  January  15,  1962. 

The  church  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Rev.  R.  M.  Hagler 
as  Interim  Pastor  who  served  lovingly  and  faithfully  for  five  months. 

On  the  first  Sunday  of  July,  1962,  Rev.  Ray  Linville,  of  Greenville,  S.  C. 
began  his  ministry  as  Pastor  of  Eastern  Hills.  Immediately  another  step  was 
taken  in  the  growth  of  the  church  plant.  In  August  1962  it  was  determined 
by  the  church  to  begin  construction  of  the  second  unit  for  use  as  a  children's 
building.  This  unit  was  occupied  on  May  19,  1963.  The  approximate  cost  of 
this  unit  was  $42,000.00.  Rev.  Linville  resigned  February  1,  1964  to  return  to 
South  Carolina  as  a  pastor. 

Again  the  church  was  fortunate  in  securing  experienced  and  wise  leader- 
ship in  the  services  of  Rev.  B.  E.  Morris  as  Interim  Pastor.  He  served  ener- 
getically, faithfully  and  lovingly  for  a  period  of  6  months. 

On  the  third  Sunday  in  August,  1964,  Rev.  W.  Frank  Marks  arrived  on 
the  field  to  begin  his  ministry  as  Pastor  of  Eastern  Hills  and  continues  until 
the  present.  On  October  16,  1965  we  employed  the  firm  of  Wilson-McCulloch 
to  draw  plans  for  our  new  sanctuary  and  educational  facilities.  During  the  time 
the  plans  were  being  developed  and  approved  for  contract  with  Mr.  T.  A.  Nye 
&  Son,  a  total  of  $250,000  of  Church  Building  Funds  were  sold  by  our  church 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  construction.  Ground  Breaking  services  for 
this  building  were  held  November  13,  1966  and  this  building  we  enter  today, 
December  3,  1967. 

This  building  is  the  realization  of  a  dream  of  our  people. 

"A  dream  to  a  few.  A  reality  to  many."  To  God  be  the  glory  great  things 
he  hath   done. 

A  group  from  the  Hickory  Grove  Church  presented  an  inspiring 
drama. 

45.  E.  Lowell  Spivey  was  welcomed  as  a  visitor. 

46.  Lawrence  Childs  introduced  the  topic  "Associational  Mis- 
sions—Where to  From  Here?"  Once  when  a  pastor  was  asked,  'What  can 
laymen  do?"  His  answer  was,  "Nothing."  We  ought  to  be  very  eager  to 
provide  opportunities  for  the  sustaining  help  of  laymen. 

Brother  Childs  asked  that  the  messengers  present  be  divided  into 
groups  for  an  in-depth  consideration  of  an  Associational  Survey  Form 
which  had  been  prepared.  He  challenged  the  groups  to  turn  in  answers 
to:  A.  Fellowship  and  Unity  of  Faith  and  Practice:  B.  Church  Develop- 
ment; C.  Representative  and  Cooperative  Missions.  This  study  occupied 
the  best  part  of  an  hour. 
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47.  Moderator  Bearden  announced  time  for  the  election  of  of- 
ficers for  the  coming  year.  He  asked  for  nominations  for  the  office  of 
Moderator.  The  names  of  Wm.  A.  Wallace  and  H.  L.  Ferguson  were 
offered.  After  a  written  ballot  Wm.  A.  Wallace  was  declared  elected. 
Grady  Faulk,  pastor  at  Stough  Memorial  was  elected  as  Vice-Moderator 
by  acclamation. 

48.  Leland  Stephens,  pastor  at  Grace  Church,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Nominating  Committee,  was  recognized  to  bring  his  committee's  re- 
port. It  was  as  follows:  Clerk,  Edward  Lovell;  Statistician,  Miss  Nancy 
Kistler;  Sunday  School  Director,  Wendell  Sloan;  Training  Union  Di- 
rector, Joe  Burnette;  Brotherhood  Director,  Robert  F.  Hewitt.  Motion 
was  made  and  passed  that  these  so  named  be  elected. 

49.  David  Wooten,  pastor  at  the  Chantilly  Church,  and  Chairman 
of  the  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  announced  the  next  Associational 
meetings  would  be  held  with  the  Chantilly  Church  (first  day)  and 
Oakhurst  Church  (second  day).  Clyde  Simpson,  pastor  of  the  Berryhill 
Church,  to  preach  the  annual  sermon,  with  Leland  Stephens,  pastor  at 
Grace  Church,  to  be  the  alternate. 

50.  S.  M.  Dorton,  pastor  at  Hunter sville  Church  gave  report  for 
the  Resolutions  Committee: 

As  we  come  to  the  close  of  the  Eighty-fifth  session  of  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association,  a  sincere  feeling  of  gratitude 
to  God  fills  our  hearts  for  the  fellowship  of  kindred  minds  and 
the  Resolutions  Committee  resolves  to  express  its  thanks  to  the 
following: 

1.  To  Greenland  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  and  to  W.  Clyde 
Bearden  our  very  capable   Moderator. 

2.  To  Eastern  Hills  Baptist  Church,  and  its  pastor  W.  Frank 
Marks. 

3.  The  membership  of  each  church  for  the  bountiful  provisions 
and  the  Christian  atmosphere  in  which  to  meet. 

4.  To  the  Program  Committee,  and  for  the  excellent  program 
for  which  we  have  been  challenged. 

5.  We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  our  Associational 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  S.  Lawrence  Childs,  Jr.,  and  to 
other  associational  leaders  for  the  very  fine  service  to  our  Lord. 

A.  Wallace  for  his  capable  leadership  of  our  Asso- 
ciational Board. 

51.  Under  miscellaneous  business,  James  R.  DeLoach,  pastor  at 
Derita  Church,  was  recognized.  He  thought  it  most  appropriate  that 
Carl  E.  Bates,  pastor  at  First  Church  and  President  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  be  given  an  expression  of  appreciation  for  his  great 
ministry,  leadership,  progress  and  support.  The  messengers  responded 
heartily  to  this  suggestion. 

52.  Associational  Board  President  Wm.  A.  Wallace  was  recognized 
to  continue  the  Board's  report: 

53.  W.  Bryant  Carr,  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report: 
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REPORT 
MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

Your  Missions  Committee  has  met  regularly  and  on  numerous  occasions 
endeavoring  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  association  for  this  committee 
as  directed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Associational  Board. 

We  have  had  numerous  conferences  with  individuals  and  church  com- 
mittees on  matters  of  interest  and  concern.  A  close  contact  has  been  kept  with 
the  Steele  Creek  Church  during  the  first  year  of  their  work  as  an  organized 
church.  We  have  advised  with  them  regarding  a  new  location  and  the  possi- 
bility of  purchasing  property  in  a  desirable  area  of  the  Steele  Creek  com- 
munity. 

After  several  conferences  with  the  pastor  and  representatives  of  the 
Westover  Church  we  recommended  to  the  Associational  Board  that  we  assist 
the  church  in  the  extent  of  $830.00  per  month  for  six  months,  since  they 
were  facing  financial  difficulties  due  to  the  radical  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  that  area  of  the  city.  This  is  being  done. 

Your  committee  has  spent  much  time  and  traveled  many  miles  trying  to 
locate  suitable  sites  for  new  churches.  After  much  study,  prayer  and  effort  a 
recommendation  was  carried  to  the  Associational  Board  which  eventually 
culminated  in  the  board  voting  on  October  6,  1970  to  purchase  8.33  acres  of 
land  for  a  new  church  site. 

Charlotte  and  Mecklenburg  County  continues  to  grow  rapidly.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  this  committee  that  there  are  several  areas  within  the  bounds  of 
the  association  where  property  ought  to  be  bought  as  soon  as  possible  for  new 
church  sites.  We  urge  the  best  possible  support  for  this  area  of  our  associa- 
tional responsibility  and  opportunity. 

54.  John  Grant,  pastor  at  Southside  Church,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Interracial  Committee,  gave  the  following  report: 


INTER-RACIAL  REPORT  FOR   1969-70 

Developing  a  long  range  program  of  inter-racial  work  in  our  association 
will  take  many  hours  of  praying  and  planning. 

The  complex  nature  of  our  society  and  the  pressure  groups  about  us  creates 
situations  that  make  it  even  more  difficult  to  sit  down  with  other  racial  groups. 
However  even  this  should  be  all  the  more  reason  why  we  should  seek  to  work 
together. 

Many  efforts  and  ideas  have  been  projected  in  the  past  as  to  how  best 
approach  our  venture  of  sharing. 

The  consensus  of  the  committee  is  that  we  could  best  move  in  the  follow- 
ing directions:  our  local  pastor's  conferences,  joint  programs  of  training,  local 
community  efforts  that  are  the  results  of  joint  planning,  and  a  seminary  ex- 
tension type  school  since  so  many  of  the  Negro  Pastors  have  had  very  little 
formal  training. 

The  moderators  for  three  Negro  associations  have  been  contacted  about 
the  possibility  of  joint  meetings  with  them.  Our  purpose  is  to  share  with  them 
our  concerns  relative  to  our  churches  working  together.  We  need  them  and 
they  need  us  in  helping  reach  our  city  and  county  for  Christ. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  spent  many  hours  trying  to  arrange  a 
meeting  with  the  three  moderators  of  the  three  Negro  associations,  but  in 
fruitless  efforts. 

Maybe  rather  than  try  to  approach  the  three  associations  we  could  best 
reach  our  objectives  by  working  with  one  to  establish  a  procedure  that  could 
best  be  used  in  our  efforts  to  encourage  all  three  groups. 
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The  committee  feels  the  suggestions  made  in  this  report  could  improve 
our  situation  in  the  city  and  county. 

55.  Hatcher  S.  Elliott,  Chairman  of  the  Inner-City  Ministries  Com- 
mittee, and  pastor  at  Commonwealth  Church,  presented  the  following 
report: 

INNER-CITY  MINISTRY  COMMITTEE 

The  words  Inner-City  indicate  an  area  of  real  difficulty.  Crime,  violence, 
drugs,  delinquency  of  parents  and  children  characterize  this  area.  Our  one  real 
success  has  been  the  remodelling  and  developing  of  the  Tenth  Street  Church 
property  which  is  being  used  for  a  Child  Care  facility.  The  Mecklenburg 
Baptist  Association  owns  this  property  and  permits  the  YWCA  to  use  it  rent 
free.  From  40-50  children  are  being  helped  in  this  ministry.  Our  churches 
are  being  encouraged  to  become  involved  by  sending  volunteer  workers  to 
assist  in  this  project. 

During  the  winter  and  spring  of  this  year  the  Inner-City  Ministry  Com- 
mittee made  an  attempt  to  help  boys  from  the  Inner-City  by  recommending 
that  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  assume  responsibility  for  the  erection 
of  a  cottage  at  Boys  Town.  Due  to  difficulties  arising  about  duplication  of 
agencies  the  project  was  not  adopted. 

Plans  for  help  in  the  area  of  drug  abuse  are  being  made.  A  Committee 
composed  of  Cecil  Seagle,  Robert  Hewitt,  Dr.  Johnie  McLeod,  James  Potter, 
and  Perry  Powell  is  at  work  now. 

Plans  are  under  way  at  the  present  for  four  or  five  schools  (Similar  to 
Vacation  Bible  School  but  broader  in  scope)  in  the  Inner-city  next  summer. 
These  schools  would  run  five  weeks  each  and  would  be  conducted  by  a 
different  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  church  each  week.  When  plans 
are  completed  soon  we  will  pass  this  information  on  to  the  churches. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  this  committee  that  we  should  be  praying  about  the 
matter  of  a  Director  of  Christian  Ministries  for  the  Association.  We  appreciate 
the  very  fine  cooperation  and  encouragement  given  by  Rev.  Lawrence  Childs 
but  realize  that  other  duties  would  prevent  his  assuming  this  kind  of  responsi- 
bility. 

We  would  challenge  each  one  who  reads  this  report  to  seek  time  and 
opportunity  to  express  his  or  her  concern  in  action. 

56.  William  Jarvis  led  in  the  singing  of  hymns  "Wonderful  Words 
of  Life,"  and  "How  Firm  A  Foundation." 

Then  he  presented  a  trio  from  the  First  Church  composed  of 
Dixie  Martin,  Libby  Wells  and  Beth  Clanton  who  sang  beautifully  "The 
Stranger  of  Galilee." 

57.  Dr.  W.  Perry  Crouch,  General  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  was  introduced  to  bring  the  address 
of  the  session. 

He  mentioned  the  Truett  Camp  at  Hayesville,  N.  C,  named  in 
honor  of  our  departed  great  Southern  Baptist  leader,  George  W.  Truett. 
He  spoke  of  the  past  years  of  trouble  and  struggle  for  the  not-too-well 
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thought  of  Baptists,  but  added  that  we  would  have  to  put  on  a  real  hunt 
today  for  one-room  Baptist  churches.  Today  we  are  larger  than  other 
denominational  groups.  Out  of  5  Christians,  one  is  a  Baptist.  So,  the 
major  role  in  problem  solving  and  crime  fighting  belongs  to  Baptists. 
We  ought  not  to  just  build  buildings,  but  fight  wrongs.  He  made  refer- 
ence to  Romans  8:19,  'The  whole  creation  is  on  tiptoe  to  see  the  wonder- 
ful sight  of  the  sons  of  God  coming  into  their  own.'  We  need  to  keep  our 
interest  in  lost  men.  Success  is  not  counted  in  buildings,  budgets  and 
numbers.  The  New  Testament  changed  people;  it  brought  them  into  a 
new  way  of  life.  Young  people  need  to  be  involved  in  our  program- 
use  them  or  lose  them. 

58.  Moderator  Bearden  expressed  his  thanks  for  the  privilege  of 
serving  two  years  as  Moderator. 

59.  He  called  Moderator-elect  Wm.  A.  Wallace  and  Vice-Moderator 
elect  Grady  Faulk  to  the  platform,  and  handed  over  the  gavel. 

60.  After  expressions  of  thanks,   prayer  was   offered  by  Wm.   A. 
Wallace. 

61.  Moderator  W.  Clyde  Bearden  declared  the  Eighty-fifth  annual 
Meeting  of  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association  adjourned.
